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IHTHQDUCIBO  A  NEW  PUBLICATION 

In  a  quarter  of  a  century,  the  Duke  University  Library  has  grown  from  a 
good  but  relatively  email  liberal  arts  college  collection  to  a  first-class  re- 
search library  which  now  ranks  as  14th  in  size  among  college  and  university 
libraries  in  the  nation.  This  impressive  record  owes  much  to  the  continuing 
interest  of  the  Duke  faculties  and  staff  who  have  regularly  encouraged  and  sup- 
ported the  development  of  the  library  through  the  years, 

Ve  are  interested  in  keeping  your  interest  and  your  support  and  are  aware 
that  te  do  this  we  must  keep  you  informed  about  the  library  and  its  program. 
In  the  past,  the  librarian* s  annual  reports,  occasional  special  memoranda  or 
letters,  and  the  short  news  notes  appended  to  the  lists  of  current  accessions 
(which  were  discontinued  several  years  ago)  served  as  channels  of  communication 
between  your  library  and  you.  It  now  seems  desirable  to  re-establish  some 
regular,  periodic  means  of  reporting  to  you  on  the  state  of  the  library. 

This  Newsletter  will  be  issued  at  regular  intervals,  quarterly  at  first, 
but  more  frequently  if  necessary.   It  will  supplement  but  not  supplant  the 
librarian's  annual  report,  copies  of  which  will  be  distributed  to  you  as  they 
are  prepared.  The  tone  of  the  Newsletter  will  be  informal;  its  aim  will  be  to 
keep  you  advised  of  current  developments  within  the  library.  We  hope  you  will 
find  it  useful,  and  we  will  welcome  your  suggestions  and  criticisms  for  its 
improvement.

LIBRARY  PROGRESS 

The  introduction  to  this  publication  has  called  attention  to  the  Duke 
library's  status  as  14th  in  size  among  academic  libraries  in  this  country.   If 
the  standards  for  comparison  are  enlarged,  we  find  that  Duke  ranks  33d  in  size 
among  all  libraries  in  the  country,  and  about  51st  among  all  libraries  in  the 
world.  Sire  alone  means  little,  of  course.   Qualitatively,  it  has  also  been 
established  that  Duke  holds  15th  place  among  the  nation's  libraries  in  having 
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collections   of  primary  importance  for  research  and  investigation  in  21  major  sub- 
ject  fields;    its   journal   collections   in  mathematics,    physics,    chemistry,   botany, 
and  physiology  have  also  been  ranked  as   15th  in  importance  in  the  United  States, 

During  the  fiscal  year    just    oast,    the  Duke   collections  were  increased  by 
43,276  volumes   and  72,391  manuscripts   to  bring  total   cataloged  holdings  to    1,123,598 
volumes,    and  1,523,239  manuscripts.      About   5.500  of   these  volumes   are   on  microfilm 
only.      The  collections  are  now  distributed  as   follows;

The  manuscript    collections  and  most    of   the  microfilm  reels  are  housed  in  the 
General  Library. 

The  University  Libraries   subscribe  currently   to   3,923  periodicals   and  59 
newspapers. 

During  1952/53,    excluding  the  Law  and  Medical  Libraries  where  use  statistics 
are  not  kept,    the  library  circulated  308,429  volumes,    an   increase  of   21.257,    or 
7.4  percent   over   1951/52.      Of   this  figure,    138,358 .volumes  were  circulated   for 
home  use,    137,642  were  reserved  books,    28,253  were  charged  for  use   in   the  library 
building,    2,223  were  lent   from  the  Henry  Harrison  Jordan  Ministers'    Loan  Library 
to   clergymen  throughout   the   state,    and  1,953  were  sent,   on  inter library   loan   (487 
to   University  of  North  Carolina,    450   to   other   libraries    in  North  Carolina,    528 
to   other   southern  libraries,    443  to   libraries   outside  of   the   South,    and  45  to   indi- 
viduals).     Duke,    in  turn,    borrowed  953  volumes   from  other   libraries,    chiefly  for 
the  use  of  its   faculty  and  graduate  students,    290   of   these  from  the  University   of 
Worth  Carolina.      The  Reference  staff   recorded  8,234  reference  questions   answered. 

To  provide  these  services  required  a  full-time  staff   of  88  persons,    plus 
48,518  hours   of  part-time   student   assistance,    and  an  operating  budget   for  books, 
periodicals,    binding,    salaries,    and  incidental   expenses   of  nearly   $451,000,    or 
approximately  7  percent   of   the  University's   educational  budget. 

NEW  CHARGING  SYSTEM 

At   the  beginning  of   the   Summer   Session,    the  General  Library   inaugurated  a 
new  system  for   charging  books.      The  need  for  a  more   efficient-   system  was   drama- 
tized in  the   early  weeks   of    the   second   semester,    1952/53,   when  student   pressure 
on  the  loan  services  became  so   heavy  during  term  paper    time  that    the  large 
numbers  of   returned  books   swamped  the   Circulation  staff  and  delayed  clearance 
of  the  charging  records   and  the  re-availability   of  these  books  unduly.      The  Circu- 
lation Department  has  not    found  it  possible   to   abandon   its   double  record  of  books 
charged — one  arranged  in  the   order   of   the   classification  and  a  second  arranged  by 
date  due  and/or   faculty  members'    names.      Thus   it   was   necessary  to   find  a  new  system 
which  would  speed  up   the   discharging  of  returned  books,    and  at   the   same   time  pre- 
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serve  the  dual  records  required. 

A  double  call  slip  with  carbon  on  the  back  of  the  first  sheet  has  piovided  a 
simple  solution  to  the  need  for  a  double  record,  and  promises  some  saving  to  patrons 
as  well,  since  the  single  writing  of  the  new  call  slip  supplants  the  need  to  fill 
out  a  call  slip  and  sign  a  book  card  too.   By  assigning  a  serial  number  to  each 
charge  and  stamping  that  number  with  an  automatic  numbering  machine  on  both  copies 
of  the  call  slip  end  on  a  disposable  date  slip  insertied  in  the  book  pocket  at  the 
time  the  book  is  loaned,  it  ha.s  been  possible  to  speed  up  the  discharging  operation 
too. 

Date  slips  are  now  withdrawn  from  books  as  they  are  returned,  and  the  books 
sent  directly  to  the  shelves  often  within  a.  few  minutes  after  they  are  brought 
back.   The  charge  records  are  then  cleared  by  matching  the  serial  numbers  on  the 
date  slips  vith  those  on  the  charge  slips,, 

Members  of  the  Circulation  staff  report,  that  the  system  is  working  well  and 
that  it  has  contributed  to  smoother  operations  in  that  Department.   The  most 
observable  feature  of  the  system  is  the  marked  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  un- 
shelved  books  to  be  found  at  the  Main  Loan  Desk  and  in  the  stacks. 

In  September,  at  the  beginning  of  the  regular  school  year,  the  new  system  was 
installed  in  the  Woman's  College  Library.   Departmental  libraries  which  are 
using  the  same  basic  system  but  with  variations  appropriate  to  the  smaller  volume 
of  their  operations  include  Biology-Forestry,  Chemistry,  end  Physics-Mathematics. 

HOCUS-POCUS  IF  THE  3ASEMENT 

One  of  the  more  vexing  problems  in  library  operation  stems  from  the  need  for 
a  rapid  and.  economical  method  for  duplicating  the  multiplicity  of  card  records 
required  in  acquiring  and  cataloging  books.   For  some  years,  libraries  generally 
have  attempted  to  eliminate  or  reduce  the  retyping  of  these  records,  and  a  variety 
of  processes,  ranging  from  gelatine  duplication  methods,  through  letterpress 
printing  and  photography  have  been  tried.   At  Duke,  the  mimeograph  has  been  used 
for  this  purpose  for  some  years,  and  while  this  has  proved  to  be  fairly  satisfactory, 
the  library  has  encountered  more  than  a  modicum  of  difficulty  in  cutting  the 
special  stencils  required  and  in  reproducing  a  satisfactory  card. 

To  some  extent,  the  Library  of  Congress  has  furnished  a  solution  to  the 
problem  in  furnishing  printed  catalog  cards  at  modest  prices.   However,  the  inevitable 
effects  of  inflation  have  been  observed  here  too,  and  LC  cards  have  increased  enough 
in  price  to  precipitate  further  investigation  into  e.lternative  methods  of  providing 
catalog  cards  in  sufficient  quantity  at  less  cost. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  World  War  II,  the  Haloid  Corporation  of  Rochester, 
New  York,  announced  the  development  of  a  new  process  for  copying  printed  or  manu- 
script material.   Called  Xerography,  the  technique  uses  static  electricity,  light 
and  heat  to  effect  the  transfer  of  a  black  and  white  image  from  one  sheet  of  paper 
to  another.   A  charged  plate  is  exposed  to  the  reflected  light  from  a  printed  page, 
and  the  difference  in  the  amount  of  reflected  light  results  in  the  dissipation  of 
the  charge  on  the  plate  except  where  the  printed  image  occurs.   Powdered  graphite 
sprinkled  over  the  plate  thus  adheres  in  the  outline  of  the  printed,  text  only. 
A  sheet  of  paper — or  a  multilith  stencil — carrying  the  opposite  charge  and  spread 
across  the  plate  will  thus  pick  up  the  graphite  image.   When  this  sheet  or  stencil 
is  heated,  in  a  controvance  not  unlike  an  electric  broiler,  the  graphite  is  fused 
to  the  paper  to  form  a  permanent  "printed"  image. 

If  the  paper  happens  to  be  a.  multilith  stencil,  it  can  be  used  to  reproduce 
as  many  copies  as  required,  and,  in  the  case  of  3  x  5  library  cards,  as  many  as 
eight  in  a  single  printing. 
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The   library  has   installed  XercX  ecuipment   and  a   small  multilitii  duplicating 
sjachine   in   the  basement,    and   since  October   1,    has  been  reproducing  the  bulk  of 
its  card   records  with  this    equipment,      Present    estimates    look  to   a.  substantial 
annual   saving   in  reproduction  costs, 

This  Newsletter   is   reproduced    on   the  multilith,    and    the   stencil   for    the 
first  page  with  the  masthead   design  was   copied  from   an  original  drawing  with  XeroX. 
Members   of   the   library   staff  will  be  pleased  to   explain  end   demonstrate  the  process

NEW  QUARTERS  FOE  THE  BIOLOGY-FORESTRY   LIBRARY 

The  Biology-Forestry  Library   has   always  been   the   least   adequately   housed 
collection  on  the  campus;    its   facilities   have  been   too    inadequate   even   to  be  styled 
"sub- standard",    and   it   is   hard   to   conceive  how  users   of    that    collection  have  been 
able   to   get    their  work  done,      A  collection  of   nearl;    50 ,  000  volumes  has  been 
squeezed   into    shelf-space  barely  adequate   for  30,000;   many   sets   have   had  to  be 
stored,  in  faculty  offices   and  other  rooms   in  the  Biology  Building  where   they  were 
relatively      inaccessible   to  users;    and.  the  reading  room  has   accommodated  atbest  a 
mere  10  -   12  readers  with  some  congestion. 

This   summer,    new  ojuarters   for   the    library  have  been   provided  on  the  first 
floor  by   the   erection  of  partitions   in   the   lobby  area  and  the  release  of  classroom 
space   in  Rooms    110,    112,    and  117   to   library  purposes,      While  the  reorganization  of 
the  library   is  not  yet   complete,    good  progress   has  been  made,    end   the  library  is 
ready   to   receive  visitors. 

The  new   library   is  not    expected   to   be  the  permanent    solution  to   the  Biology- 
Forestry  Library  problem,      For  the  present    it  will  be  possible  to  bring  all   of   the 
collections   together   in  the  library  rooms.      It    is   anticipated   that   the  stack  space 
will  accommodate  the  growing   collections  without   appreciable  difficulty  for   three 
to   four  years,    and  with  some   evidence  of    congestion,    for   another   two   to   three 
years,      Table   space  for   22  readers   is  available,    and  additional   seats   to  be   scattered 
through  the  stack  area.s   are  planned  to   accommodate  another   12  to   15,      And,    for   the 
first   time,    the  librarian  <»rill   have   some  working  space   so   that   the  activities 
necessary  to   the  daily  operation  of   the   library   can  be  handled    efficiently  and 
with  dispatch. 

REARRANGEMENT  AND   INVENTORY  OF  PHYSICS-MATHEMATICS  LIBRARY 

During  the   summer,    the   library  staff   completed   the   first   full-scale  inventory 
of   the  Physics-Mathematics  Library   collection   since  the   end  of   the  war.      About 
200  volumes  were  missing,    about   50  percent   of  which  have  since  been  found. 

One  of  the   factors  which  led   to   the   scheduling  of   this   inventory  ahead  of 
the  other   departmental  libraries  was   the   serious   disarrangement   of  materials 
which  had  resulted  from  an   effort   to   inter shelve   journals   having  Dewey   classi- 
fication numbers  with  those  that   are  arranged  alphabet ically  by  title.      Despite 
p.-jTjVl   efforts   to   maintain  this   arrangement,    sets   had   become  seoerated.,    md 
iv.c/v       ir.  ■  co^f^sion   in    jrovicing   service  to    library  users   had   been  rote'e   ov'rr 
the   oi'.st   year   or   two.      It    has   now   seemed  wisest,    and    in  the   best   interest's   bSf   '

This   rearrangement 
Wc s     a  do  during  the  course   of    the   inventory.      The   library   staff  realizes   that 
users;   i.xn  r.ow    naving  to   re- learn   tne   location   of   their  favorite   .journals,    but 
it    is  hoped   chat   careful   labelling  of   the    shelves  will   have  reduced  this   incon- 
venience  to   a  minimum,    and  that   in   a   short    time   the   new   locations  will   seem  as 
familiar  as   the  old  ones. 
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The  evidence  of  this  inventory  suggests  that  laxity  on  the  part  of  some  de- 
partmental library  users  in  charging  materials  they  borrow  and  the  failure  of 
some  to  return  materials  promptly  are  contributing  to  poorer  library  service  than 
the  Duke  collections  warrant.   The  problem  of  "missing"  books  is  becoming  more 
serious  each  year,  and  inventories  are  being  scheduled  for  the  other  libraries 
as  rapidly  as  available  staff  time  permits.   It  is  hoped  that  these  inventories, 
plus  a  regular  annual  check  on  books  charged  on  long-term  loans,  will  help  to 
keep  the  missing  book  problem  down  to  a  reasonable  size.   Your  cooperation  in 
helping  the  library  staff  locate  end  recover  missing  books  is  needed. 

RESERVE  BOOK  LISTS 

Each  year  the  library  staff  he.s  been  gratified  with  the  response  to  its 
request  that  faculty  members  submit  their  reserve  book  lists  as  far  in  advance 
of  the  opening  of  the  school  year  as  possible.   This  year,  the  number  of  reserve 
lists  which  were  turned  in  early  exceeded  ell  previous  records,  and,  as  a  result, 
most  reserved  books  were  assembled  end  available  before  classes  met. 

Two  suggestions  in  connection  with  reserved  book  lists  may  be  of  interest. 
If  you  will  use  the  standard  reserve  book  list  form  which  the  library  supplies, 
your  books  can  be  processed  more  promptly  then  if  you  submit  only  a  copy  of 
your  reading  list.   Then,  if  you  went  to  have  a  report  on  the  status  of  your 
reserves,  and  if  you  will  turn  in  two  copies  of  the  list  the  Circulation  Depart- 
ment will  return  one  to  you.   Mr.  Waggoner  will  also  be  happy  to  give  any  of 
you  an  oral  report  on  your  reserves  if  you  will  stop  by  his  office  at  your  con- 
venience. 

LIBRARY  ORIENTATION 

Most  college  and  university  libraries  report  that  one  of  their  more  dif- 
ficult problems  relates  to  providing  adequate  instruction  to  students  in  how* 
to  use  the  library  and  library  materials.   The  consensus  indicates  that  indi- 
vidual instruction  is  the  most  effective  and  that  instruction  provided  as  a 
regular  part  of  a  subject  course  is  likely  to  yield  the  next  best  results. 

Duke,  like  other  schools,  faces  this  same  problem.   The  library  staff 
is  concerned  that  it  has  not  been  able  to  do  a  better  job.   Nearly  every  day 
the  Reference  Department  is  surprised  to  find  a.  senior,  and  even  an  occasional 
graduate  student,  to  whom  the  techniques  for  using  library  materials  are  as 
mysterious  end  unknown  e,s  the  rules  for  playing  mah-jongg  are  to  most  of  us. 

The  present  program  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  comprises 
the  following: 

a)  Individual  instruction  to  students  as  required  (inevitably, 
this  reaches  only  a  small  percentage  of  those  who  need  it). 

b)  A  one-hour  class  period  of  instruction  in  English  II. 

c)  Informal  tours  of  the  library  offered  to  Freshmen  during 
Orientation  Week  by  the  YMCA. 

d)  Formal  orientation  tours  of  the  library  offered  to  new 
graduate  students  just  before  classes  begin. 

-  e)  Additional  special  tours  or  instruction  periods  as  requested. 
This  fall,  nearly  90  graduate  students  took  advantage  of  the  formal  orienta- 
tion tours.   About  30  nurses  were  also  given  tours  of  the  library  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

The  Reference  staff  will  welcome  any  suggestions  to  improve  and  enlarge 
its  instructional  program  end  is  ready  to  cooperate  in  any  efforts  which  can 
be  made  to  help  students  learn  now  to  use  their  library  more  effectively.   In 
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the  meantime,  any  faculty  member  who  would  like  to  have  the  Reference  staff  spend 
some  time  with  his  classes  in  teaching  the  use  of  the  library  can  make  arrange- 
ments to  suit  his  convenience  with  the  Head  of  the  Reference  Department. 

RENEWAL  OP  BOOKS 

Those  who  did  not  renew  or  return  cooks  in  the  spring  which  they  here  charged 
on  long-term  loan  are  reminded  that  this  annual  renewal  must  be  completed  before 
the  end  of  the  first  semester.   The  Library  Council  has  instructed  that  bills  be 
sent  to  all  faculty  and  staff  for  bocks  charged  out  prior  to  the  previous  April  Is*. 
which  are  not  returned  or  renewed  by  that  date, 

HOT ABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

The  Rand  Corporation,  a  no ri- governmental  research  and  development  agency, 
supported  in  large  measure  by  Air  Force  contracts,  has  recenl  ly  selected  Duke 
University  as  the  North  Carolina  depository  for  Its  unclassified  reports  and 

publications.   These  publications  relate  to  a.  variety  of  topics,  ~dj   no  means  . 
limited  to  the  natural  sciences,  and  are  expected  bo  be  very   useful  to  students 
in  political  science,  economics,  mathematics,  and  physics,  to  mention  but  a  few 
of  the  subjects  covered.   The  Corporation  has  provided  an  author  and  subject  in- 
dex to  the  publications,  and  faculty  members  who  are  interested  in  examining  these 
materials  may  see  them  in  the  Graduate  Reading  Room  where  they  are  bo  be  housed 
and  serviced  for  the  present. 

The  library  was  invited,  recently  to  subscribe  to  a  microfilm  copy  of  the 
papers  of  the  Adams  Family.   Although  the  Adamses  are  a  Ne%  England  family,  and 
their  nepers  might  be  considered  of  less  interest  to  a  southern  university,  the 
impact  of  that  family  on  the  political,  social  and  cultural  life  of  the  nation 
is  so  great  as  to  make  these  papers  of   great  importance  to  research  in  the  social 
sciences  and  the  humanities.   Duke  is  croud  to  have  been  selected  as  one  of  the 
subscribers,  and  has  accepted  the  invitation.   The  first  films  are  expected  to 
be  available  before  the  end  of  1953. 

The  Plovers  Collection  has  just  acquired  an  extensive  manuscript  collection 
numbering  more  than  100,000  pieces  and  200  bound,  volumes  from  E.  H.  Cappelmann, 
a  retired  lawyer  of  Columbia,  S.  C.   Among  the  figures  represented  in  the  papers 
are  P.  T.  Beauregard,  General  W.  T.  Sherman,  0.  Bu  Aycock,  William  Jennings  Bryan, 
Grover  Cleveland,  and  other  orominent  citizens.

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Memorandum  to  the  Faculty: 

LIBRARY  BUDGET  FUND 

The  Library  Council  invites  your  attention  to  the  special  fund  pro- 
Tided  in  the  library  budget  for  the  purchase  of  research  materials  too 
costly  or  too  general  in  scope  to  be  acquired  on  the  book  funds  of  a 
single  department.  The  fund  is  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Council, 
and  any  member  of  the  faculty  may  recommend  items  for  purchase.   Your  re- 
quests should  have  the  approval  of  your  departmental  library  representa- 
tive and  should  be  sent  to  the  University  Librarian  who  is  secretary  of 
the  Library  Council.   Further  details  about  this  fund  may  be  secured  from 
Miss  Gertrude  Merritt,  Chief  of  Technical  Processing,  General  Library,  or 
from  members  of  the  Library  Council. 

If  you  are  ordering  from  a  dealer's  catalog  your  recommendations 
should  be  made  promptly — within  five  days  of  receipt  of  the  catalog. 
They  should  explain  the  nature  of  the  materials,  their  source  and  price, 
and  should  appraise  them  in  terms  of  their  value  to  the  research  and  in- 
structional programs  of  the  University.   If  you  recommend  an  expensive 
item— one  which  the  price  suggests  is  very  rare— the  Council  requests 
that  you  indicate  either  that  you  have  examined  the  volume  yourself  or 
that  you  are  thoroughly  familiar  with  its  contents  from  secondary  sources. 

Please  remember  that  the  library  budget  fund  to  which  this  note  re- 
fers is  not  to  be  confused  with  departmental  book  allotments.  Your  depart- 
mental chairman  or  library  representative  will  explain  the  procedure  for 
ordering  books  on  your  departmental  fund. 

You  will  render  a  great  service  to  the  library  and  to  the  University 
if  you  will  report  gaps  you  discover  in  the  library's  holdings  of  funda- 
mental source  materials.   Items  needed  to  fill  these  gaps,  if  they  can- 
not be  acquired  immediately,  will  be  placed  in  the  desiderata  file  for 
purchase  as  they  become  available  or  as  funds  permit.

The  annual  dinner  meeting  of  the  Friends  of  Duke  University  Library  will 
be  held  on  Thursday,  April  29,  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Union  Ballroom.  Members  of 
the  University  Community  are  cordially  invited  to  attend,  and  reservations  may 
be  made  with  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Simkins,  Jr.,  in  the  Rare  Book  Room  (extension  8258) 
through  Saturday,  April  24.  The  price  of  the  dinner  will  be  $2.00  per  plate. 

This  year1 s  speaker  will  be  Dr.  Lawrence  Clark  Powell,  editor,  writer,  and 
librarian  at  the  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles.  Dr.  Powell  has  his 
Ph.D.  frcm  the  University  of  Dijon  in  France,  and  has  had  a  varied  career  as 
bookseller  and  librarian.   In  addition  to  his  activities  as  UCLA's  librarian, 
he  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Folger  Shakespeare  Library  and  a 
Councillor  of  the  Bibliographical  Society  of  America.   In  1950,  he  was  a  Guggen- 
heim Fellow  in  the  British  Isles.   A  frequent  contributor  to  literary,  historical 
and  bibliographical  journals,  Dr.  Powell  is  aloo  the  author  of  several  books  in- 
cluding two  studios  of  Robinson  Jeffers,  the  poet,  and  one  book  about  the  manu- 
scripts of  D.  H.  Lawrence.  Dr.  Powell  will  speak  on  "The  Magnetic  Field  of  Books." 

REGIONAL  COOPERATION 

In  the  mid- 1930s,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and  Duke  University 
pioneered  in  cooperative  ventures  among  research  libraries  through  a  plan  whereby 
the  resources  of  the  two  libraries  were  to  be  developed  in  cooperation  with  one 
another.   In  this  way,  it  seencid  likely  that  this  erea  might  build  richer  re- 
search collections  in  many  fields  than  if  each  institution  followed  its  own 
independent  course.   The  original  egreenent  provided  for  such  arrangements  as: 
1)  an  exchange  of  author  catalogs  between  the  two  libraries  so  that  each  might 
know  what  was  available  at  the  other  institution;  2)  a  liberal  lending  policy 
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between  the  two  libraries,  followed  later  by  a  book  delivery  service;  3)  agree- 
ment upon  broad  subject  and  geographic  areas  of  specialization,  including  news- 
papers, state  documents  and  academy  publications;  4)  provisions  to  avoid  the 
duplication  of  expensive  and  little-used  materials;  and  5)  special  arrangements 
for  the  acquisition  by  only  one  library  of  the  various  costly  special  materials 
which  are  necessary  to  a  university  library  collection  but  which  are  not  ordin- 
arily subject  to  heavy  use. 

These  original  arrangements  have  worked  pretty  smoothly,  and  they  have  been 
markedly  successful  in  developing  substantial  research  collections  in  the  Durham- 
Chapel  Hill  area,   They  have  served  also  to  inspire  other  research  libraries  to 
work  out  suitable  cooperative  plans  in  their  own  areas.   Since  1933,  such  develop- 
ments as  the  Joint  Universitj/  Libraries  in  Nashville,  the  New  England  Depository 
Library,  the  Midwest  Interlibrary  Center  and  the  Farmington  Plan,  to  mention  but 
a  few,  have  reflected  the  growing  need  for  all  of  the  nation1 s  libraries  to  work 
together  if  the  research  collections  of  this  nation  are  to  be  adequate  to  the 
demands  which  American  scholars  ;r.ake  upon  them. 

Since  1939,  the  costs  of  library  materials  and  service  have  increased  more 
rapidly  than  the  ability  of  most  university  budgets  to  keep  pace.   The  average 
increase  in  the  cost  of  books  has  been  about  40  percent,  of  serials  and  journals, 
substantially  more.   At  the  same  time,  since  more  books  are  being  written  and 
more  journals  published,  there  has  been  a  demand  for  more  materials.   And  operat- 
ing budgets  have  had  to  be  increased  to  keep  pace  with  the  inflationary  trends 
in  the  economic  pattern  of  our  society.   It  is  increasingly  evident  that  only 
through  cooperation  with  each  other  can  American  libraries  hope  to  maintain 
adequate  collections  to  support  the  research  pro jects  of  our  scholars. 

The  Duke-Carolina  program  is  now  twenty  years  old.   Accordingly,  in  late 
1952,  Presidents  Gray  and  Bdens  agreed  that  there  was  need  to  reexamine  the 
cooperative  arrangements  made  in  1933,  particularly  to  see  whether  they  could 
be  enlarged  and  expanded  in  any  way,  and  to  bring  North  Carolina  State  College 
and  the  Woman's  College  of  UNC  in  as  partners.   An  Inter- University  Committee 
on  Library  Cooperation  was  appointed  by  the  two  presidents,  this  committee  to 
include  one  faculty  member  and  the  librarian  from  each  of  the  four  institutions. 
Professor  B.  U.  Hatchford  was  appointed  as  Dike's  faculty  representative.   The 
Inter -University  Committee  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1953  with  Dr.  Hatchford 
as  chairman  and  Dr,  Thomas  Ladu  of  North  Carolina  State  as  secretary. 

At  about  the  same  time,  local  faculty  advisory  committees  were  appointed 
by  each  President  to  advise  with  the  Inter- University  Committee  members  about 
promising  avenues  for  further  inter-university  cooperation.   The  members  of 
Duke's  advisory  committee  are:

The  Inter-University  Committee  has  been  exploring  the  several  suggestions 
submitted  by  the  several  advisory  committees  and  has  prepared  an  interim  report 
to  the  Presidents.   The  next  Newsletter  will  include  a  report  on  the  recommenda- 
tions of  this  Committee. 
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CHECKLIST  OP  SCIENTIFIC  PERIODICALS 

The  Is st  edition  of  Dnke'  s  Checklist  of  Scientific  Periodicals  was  pub- 
lished in  1944,  and  a  revisior;  of  the  list  ha.s  long  been  overdue. 

The  Checklist  is  one  of  the  several  matters  to  come  before  the  Inter- 
University  Committee  on  library  Cooperation,  and  the  Committee  has  recommend- 
ed that  a.  union  list  of  the  scientific  journals  held  in  the  four  cooperating 
libraries  be  prepared.   The  faculties  at  Carolina,  State  and  WCUNC  have  also 
expressed  strong  interest  in  a  union  list.   The  Duke  faculty  is  about  evenly 
divided  on  the  question  of  whether  the  revision  should  be  a.  union  list  or  an 
institutional  one.   A  union  list  will  be  less  expensive  to  produce  than  four 
separate  inst  itutiona.l  on°s,  and  the  shared  cost  of  a  union  list  will  be  less 
for  each  institution  than  the  cost  of  an  institutional  one. 

Accordingly,  work  is  now  underway  in  the  four  libraries  to  compile  data 
for  publication  of  a  union  list  of  scientific  periodical  holdings,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  can  be  published  by  the  end  of  1954.   Miss  Wixie  Parker, 
Duke's  periodical  librarian,  is  the  ed.itor. 

BOOK  RECOMMENDATION  CARDS  REDESIGNED 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Newsletter  we  described  the  XeroX-Multilith 
equipment  which  the  Library  is  now  using  to  duplicate  the  variety  of  card 
records  required  for  orderly  acquisition  and  cataloging  procedures.   As  ex- 
pected., the  introduction  of  this  equipment  is  resulting  in  considerable 
simplification  and  revision  of  former  routines.   Mostly,  these  changes  do 
not  affect  the  arrangements  by  which  members  of  the  faculty  acquaint  the 
Library  with  materials  which  they  wish  to  have  added  to  the  collections. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  redesign  the  book  recommendation  card,  how- 
ever, in  order  to  insure  that  it  can  be  copied  accurately  and  easily. 
Consequently,  new  recommendation  cards  have  been  prepared  and  were  distributed 
to  many  of  you  during  the  late  fall  and  early  winter.   If  you  ha.ve  not  received 
a  supply  of  the  new  cards,  please  call  Miss  G-ertrud.e  Merritt  at  extension  332, 
or  Miss  Mary  Plowden  at  extension  6252,  and  they  will  be  sent  to  you. 

The  Processing  Department  requests  your  cooperation  in  discard-ing  any 
of  the  old.  recommendation  forms  which  may  be  in  your  possession  and  in  sub- 
mitting all  of  your  future  requests  on  the  new  form. 

Also,  since  blue  ink  does  not  photogranh  well,  it  will  heln  us  if  you 
fill  out  your  requests  in  black  ink,  with  black  pencil,  or  on  the  typewriter. 

NEW  PERIODICAL  SUBSCRIPTIONS 

During  1952/53,  the  Library  Council  approved  a  revised  technique  for 
handling  recommendations  for  new  periodical  subscriptions  to  replace  the 
rather  unwieldy  and  unsatisfactory  pra.ct.ice  of  having  the  Council's 
Periodicals  Committee  make  a  semi-annual  review  of  new  subscription  lists 
to  decide  which  subscription  lists  should  be  continued,  and  which  cancelled. 
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The  new  plan  places  the  burden  of  determining  whether  or  not  a  new 
journal  merits  a  place  in  the  library's  collection  upon  the  instructional 
department  most  directly  concerned.   All  new  subscriptions  are  entered  for 
a  year's  trial  period  as  j e commended.   At  the  end  of  the  year  each  depart- 
ment is  a ■;■.-.  .sed  which  new  subscriptions  fall  within  its  area  of  interest, 
and  the  department  is  asked  to  evaluate  each  subscription  on  the  basis  of 
the  issues  received.   When  the  department  has  completed  its  evaluation,  it 
recommends  continuance  or  cancellation  and  whether  the  journal  should  be 
bound  for  the  permanent  collections. 

In  its  first  year",  the  new  plan  has  worked  very  well.   The  Council 
believes  that  its  continued  use  will  guarantee  a  fairer  and  more  judicious 
selection  of  new  journal  titles  than  was  possible  under  the  old  arrangement. 

DESIGN  FOR  A  DOCUMENTS- MAP  SERVICE 

Prom  time  to  time  we  have  received  suggestions  from  some  of  you  that 
we  expand  our  documents  service  to  induce  the  publications  of  foreign 
governments  and  the  various  international  agencies.   Foreign  documents  are 
now  serviced  through  the  Main  Loan  Desk;  League  of  Nations  and  United  Nations 
materials  are  housed  in  the  Graduate  Reading  Room  and  serviced  there,  or 
through  the  Reference  Department. 

Others  have  suggested  that  we  make  our  map  collections  more  readily 
available.   Since  1949,  these  have  been  serviced  o-y   the  Documents  staff, 
but  they  have  been  housed  on  the  third  floor  in  a  room  not  readily  accessible 
to  the  public  and  in  which  no  regular  attendant  is  on  dutj . 

Instruction  in  course,  undergraduate  papers,  and  graduate  research 
projects  all  make  heavier  demands  upon  document  source  materials  now  than 
in  former  years.   Moreover,  the  reasons  which  prompted  the  location  of  docu- 
ments service  close  to  the  general  Reference  Desk  seem  no  longer  to  be  so 
compelling  as  once  they  were.   And  the  library  staff  has  long  recognized 
the  weakness  in  logic  which  limits  our  local  definition  of  "documents"  to 
publications  of  the  federal  government  and  the  several  states. 

Accordingly,  plans  are  now  being  considered  to  open  up  the  partition 
separating  the  old  Graduate  Reading  Room  (Room  316),  unoccupied  since  1949 
except  as  overflow  study  and  typing  space  for  graduate  students,  and  the 
map  room  (Room  301),  and  to  inaugurate  a  documents  and  maps  service  center 
in  these  rooms.   At  the  same  time,  the  stack  collections  will  be  rearranged, 
primarily  to  move  the  300s  from  the  fourth  level  to  the  sixth  and  seventh 
levels  so  that  most  documentary  materials  will  be  shelved  in  stacks  adjacent 
to  the  new  documents  reading  room.   League  of  Nations  and  United  Nations 
publications  will  also  be  moved  from  the  Graduate  Reading  Room  to  the  new 
documents  center.   Maps  will  continue  to  be  housed  and  serviced  in  the 
Documents  Section. 

It  should  be  emphasized  here  that  these  are  only  plans  at  the  moment. 
Suggestions  for  alternative  arrangements  and  criticisms  of  the  proposal 
set  forth  here  are  welcomed.

RESERVED  BOOKS 

From  time  to  time,  student  pressure  to  use  a  particular  title  on  reserve 
has  created  some  difficulty  for  the  Circulation  staff,  particularly  when  a 
few  students  elect  to  keep  the  book  overdue  and  pay  the  fine  rather  than  re- 
turn it  within  the  prescribed  time  limit.   Ordinarily,  the  use  of  such  books 
does  not  justify  purchasing  additional  copies.   However,  some  arrangement  has 
become  necessary  in  order  to  make  sure  that  each  student  has  an  equal  opportunity 
to  complete  his  assignment. 

With  the  concurrence  of  several  faculty  members  whose  advice  we  sought, 
we  have  instituted  a  heavier  fine  schedule  to  apply  to  these  titles  during 
the  few  days  when  the  demand  for  them  is  unusually  heavy.   Students  who  now 
fail  to  observe  the  time  limitation  for  these  books  will  be  charged  a  fine 
of  $1.00  for  each  hour  or  fraction  of  an  hour  that  they  keep  the  book  overdue. 
When  the  heavy  demand  has  ceased,  ordinarily  within  4-5  days,  the  fine  schedule 
will  revert  to  the  usual  scale  of  25  cents  for  the  first  hour,  plus  10  cents 
for  each  additional  hour  or  part  thereof  that  the  book  is  returned  late. 

HE  WHO  TOOTS  HIS  OWN  HORN... 

In  our  last  Newsletter  we  reported  on  the  size  of  the  Duke  library  col- 
lections as  of  June,  1953,  and  to  furnish  a  yardstick  by  which  to  measure 
our  progress,  we  observed  that  the  Duke  Library  ranked  14th  in  size  among 
college  and  university  libraries  in  the  nation,  33rd  among  all  U.  S.  libraries, 
and  ab out  51st  among  all  the  libraries  of  the  world. 

The  Bureau  of  Public  Information  and  the  Alumni  Register  cooperated  to 
give  this  comparison  wider  publicity  than  had  been  anticipated,  although 
there  was  no  reason  why  they  should  not  have  done  so.   Alas,  however,  the 
emphasis  in  national  publicity  seems  to  have  been  more  on  this  factor  of  size 
than  was  wise. 


Several  repercussions  will  be  of  interest:   1)  the  publisher  of  an 
indexing  service  to  which  Duke  has  never  subscribed  questioned  our  judgment 
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in  not  doing  so,  and  inquired  how  we  were  able  to  get  along  without  his  in- 
valuable service  when  no  other  major  library  in  this  country  can  do  so. 
(Actually  many  other  major  libraries  are  doing  so,  and  so  are  we);  2)  the 
editor  and  publisher  of  a  literary  newsletter  to  which  we  recently  cancelled 
our  subscription  wrote  to  ask  quite  humbly  whet  was  wrong  with  his  publication. 
Presumably,  he  thought,  something  must  be,  if  so  great  a  library  could  dispense 
with  his  newsletter.   (With  us,  it  was  a  matter  purely  of  lack  of  interest 
and  short  funds;  there  is  nothing  wrong  with  his  excellent  publication);  and 
3)  a  distinguished  faculty  member  at  another  institution,  assuming  that  we 
had  conducted  an  extensive  survey  to  establish  our  findings,  wrote  to  request 
that  we  give  him  more  detailed  information  concerning  library  collections  in 
the  southeastern  United  States.   (We  were  flattered  by  his  assumption,  but 
embarrassed  to  admit  that  we  had  no  extensive  findings  to  share  with  him). 

The  focal  point  of  interest  in  these  and  some  of  the  other  inquiries 
received  appears  to  have  been  our  claim  to  51st  position  in  the  world  (Please 
note  that  we  said  "about  51st"  in  the  original  statement).   In  point  of  fact, 
this  was  no  more  than  a  careful  estimate  based  upon  data  to  be  found  in  one 
or  two  standard  reference  sources.   And,  since  the  bases  for  counting  the 
number  of  volumes  in  a  library  are  not  uniform  the  world  over,  even  these 
data  have  limitations.   But  our  honor  has  been  challenged,  and  our  Reference 
Staff,  in  odd  moments,  has  attempted  to  make  a  more  careful  assessment  of 
our  relative  size,  making  use  in  the  process  of  an  additional  number  of 
statistical  sources. 

This  restudy  has  necessitated  a  public  report  to  you  that  the  standings 
should  be  revised  as  follows:   1)  among  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
nation  Duke  is  13th  in  size;  2)  among  all  United  States  libraries,  Duke 
ranks  24th;  and  3)  among  all  libraries  of  the  world,  the  best  evidence  avail- 
able gives  Duke  place  as  the  57th  in  size.  ** (Bureau  of  Public  Information; 
Please  do  not  copy. ) 

The  Reference  Department  has  available  a  copy  of  the  list  of  these  57 
libraries  for  those  of  you  to  see  who  are  interested.   Suffice  it  to  report 
here  that  the  Lenin  State  Library  in  Moscow  is  the  largest  with  14,000,000 
volumes,  and  the  Library  of  Congress  second  in  size  with  9,242,000  volumes. 

CUHEEBT  LITERATURE  SHELF 

While  the  Library  makes  no  effort  to  compete  with  rental  libraries, 
the  several  book  clubs,  commercial  bookstores  or  the  Public  Library  in  making 
available  all  of  the  worthwhile  books  of  current  interest,  both  the  Woman's 
College  Library  and  the  General  Library  do  maintain  a  small  selection  of 
current  titles  for  browsing  and  recreational  reading.   When  these  have  out- 
lived their  usefulness  on  the  current  literature  shelves,  they  are  transferred 
to  the  stack  collections. 


*  There  are  definite  limitations  upon  this  assessment  of  Duke's  international 
position,  for  example:   the  variant  methods  of  measuring  library  size  known 
to  be  used  throughout  the  world;  the  failure  of  reference  sources  always  to 
specify  for  what  year  their  figures  are  a  report;  discrepancies  among  sources; 
and  the  tendency  of  sources  to  give  statistics  in  round  rather  than  exact 
figures. 


Selection  of  materials  for  these  shelves  is  handled  largely  by  the 
Library  staff.   However,  faculty  recommendations  are  always  welcome;  indeed, 
we  would  like  to  encourage  more  of  them.   If  there  are  titles  of  current 
interest  which  you  would  like  to  see  added  to  the  current  literature  shelves, 
please  call  them  to  the  attention  of  Miss  Cenada  or  Miss  Merritt  in  the  General 
Library  or  Miss  Harrison  in  the  Women's  College  Library.   Book  recommendation 
cards  may  also  be  submitted  direct  to  Kiss  Merritt  or  Miss  Harrison  and  should 
be  marked  "For  current  literature"  so  that  they  will  not  be  charged  to  depart- 
mental funds. 

Current  books  from  your  personal  libraries,  if  no  longer  needed,  are 
welcome  gifts  to  ths  current  literature  shelves.   Even  if  these  are  only  of 
ephemeral  interest,  they  wiij  be  pla.ced  with  the  other  materials  for  the  dura- 
tion of  their  usefulness  and  th;.:.;  discarded. 

Incidentally,  the  indefinite  loan  privileges  accorded  to  faculty  members 
do  net  apply  to  books  or  the  current  literature  shelves.   Since  the  selection 
of  material  is  relatively  small,  and  the  collection  heavily  used,  faculty 
members  are  expected  to  observe  the  usual  ?-day  limit  on  these  books. 

CHARGES  OF  BOOKS  TO  FACULTY  MEMBERS 

From  time  to  time,  discrepancies  occur  in  the  records  of  books  charged 
to  faculty  members,  and  occasional  misunderstandings  develop  because  a  faculty 
member  lends  a  library  book  he  has  charged  out  to  himself  to  one  of  his 
associates  or  to  a  graduate  student  who  may  be  working  on  a  question  requiring 
the  use  of  the  book  or  books  in  question.   Presumably  the  faculty  member  who 
lends  the  book  expects  the  new  borrower  to  assume  responsibility  for  it. 

If  the  new  borrower  does  so,  everything  is  fine;  if  he  does  not,  the 
original  faculty  borrower  in  due  course  will  receive  a  notice  to  return  the 
book  or  renew  it.   This  often  poses  a  problem  since  the  original  borrower 
may  no  longer  remember  lending  it  to  a  colleague,  nor  can  he  locate  it  on 
his  shelves,  thus  suggesting  that  the  library's  record  of  the  charge  is  in 
error  since  apparently  the  book  must  have  been  returned. 

The  library,  of  course,  is  not  infallible.   Errors  in  circulation  records 
do  occur  despite  the  exercise  of  great  care.   But  neither  are  the  library's 
records  always  wrong,  though  the  library  is  understandably  reluctant  to 
insist  that  the  faculty  borrower  assume  financial  responsibility  for  the  re- 
placement of  the  book. 

We  do  ask  your  cooperation,  therefore,  in  seeing  that  library  books 
are  not  transferred  from  one  borrower  to  another  without  appropriate  changes 
in  the  charging  records.   Mr.  Waggoner  and  the  Circulation  staff  are  prepared 
to  do  this  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  you. 

LIBRARY  IMPROVEMENTS 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  and  the  winter  intercession  period  a 
number  of  the  rooms  in  the  Genera.l  Library  were  repainted  by  the  University 
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Maintenance  Staff.      These  include  the  Graduate  Reading  Room,    the  Refer- 
ence Room,    the  men's  and  women's  rest   rooms   on  the  first    floor,    the  faculty 
men's   room  on  the  third  floor,    the  Audio-Visual  Room,    and  the  Manuscript 
Department    office. 

Display   letters   to  mark  the  several  divisions   of   the  Undergraduate 
Collection  have  been  installed  recently  and   are  helping  to   call  attention 
to   the  collection.      These   four-inch  letters  were  obtained  from  Hallcraft 
in  Philadelphia  and  painted   in  the  University  paint    shop   to   harmonize 
with  the  rest   of   the  Undergraduate  Reading  Room. 

TAPESTRIES  GIVEN  TO  UNIVERSITY 

A  pair   of   early  16th  century  Gothic   tapestry  panels   are  recent 
gifts  to   the  University  from  Mrs.    James   B.    Duke  and  Miss   Doris  Duke. 
The  tapestries,  which  are  particularly  fine  specimens   of  Flemish  craft, 
were  woven  in  Brussels  around  the  year  1500.      They  depict,    respectively, 
a  proclamation   scene  and   an  investiture   scene. 

Formerly   in  the  collection  of  Clarence  H.    Mackay  at   Harbor  Hill, 
Roslyn,    New  York,    these   tapestries   have  hung  most   recently  in  Mrs.    Duke's 
Newport   residence.      In  1902,    they  were  used  to  adorn  the  walls  of  West- 
minster Abbey  for  the  coronation  of  Edward  VII. 

It    is  planned  to  place   the   tapestries   in  the  Reference  Room  of   the 
General  Library,    a  setting  which  seems  particularly  appropriate  for 
these  fine   examples   of  Gothic  art. 

NOTABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

Mrs.    Edward  C.    Marshall,   widow  of   the   late  president   of   the  Duke 
Power   Company  who  was  a  great-grandson   of   Chief  Justice  John  Marshall, 
has  presented  the  library  with  the  Chief  Justice's  personal  copy  of  his 
Life  of  George  Washington   (Philadelphia,    1804.    5  v.  )      Mrs.    Marshall   has 
also  presented  to  the  Law  School  the  well-known  portrait   of  John  Marshall, 
painted  by  Fevret  de  Saint  Memin  in  1801. 

Through  the  recent  purchase  of  a  block  of  microfilm  for  the  years 
1847-1863,    the  library  has  now  completed  its  files   of  the  London  Times 
from  volume  1   (1785)   to   the  present,    thus  making  it  one  of  a  handful  of 
libraries  which  has  a  complete  set. 

The  Manuscript  Department   has   recently  acquired  the  family  papers, 
and  correspondence  of  William  Watts   Ball    (1868-1952)    noted  South  Carolina 
newspaperman,    and  editor  of   the  Charleston  News  and  Courier  from  1927-1949, 
Most   of   the  collection  consists  of  Mr.    Ball's  personal  papers,    including 
his   diary,    copies  of   his    editorials,    and  his   correspondence,   but    some  of 
the  items  date  from  as   early  as   1880. 

Five  oil  painting  of   Duke  University  buildings,    presented  to   the 
University  by   the  artist,    Mr.    James  H.    Burrus,    xl917,    are  being  hung 
in  the  Graduate  and  Undergraduate  Rooms   of  the  Library. 
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RETIREMENT  OF  TWO  OF  DUKE'  S   FRIENDS 

During  December,    Che.ncel3.or   House  of   :he  University  of  North 
Carolina  announced  the  retirement   at   the   end  of  the  current   academic 
year   of  Charles   E.    Rush,    University  Librarian,    and  Dean  Susan  Grey 
Akers   of  the   School   of  Library  Science.      Both  will  be  missed  at  Duke 
as  much  as  at   Chapel  Hill. 

Mr.    Rush,   who   came   to   Carolina  in  1941,    has  worked   steadily 
with  the  Duke  Library   staff  to   improve  the   cooperative  arrangements 
and  friendly  associations  between  the  two   libraries.      His   contributions 
will  be  sorely  missed.      Dezua  Akers,    in  turn,    has  played  a  major  part 
in  the  training  of   the  alracsr   one-half   of  Duke's  professional   staff 
who   completed  their  library   school  training  at   Chapel  Hill. 

To  both  of  these  good  friends  we   extend  our  thanks   for   their   con- 
tributions  to   our   library  and  its   services,    and  we  wish  them  a  long 
and  happy   retirement.      Also,   we  venture   to   hope  that   they  will   continue 
to   live  at   Chapel   Hill  end  remain  among  us. 

PROFESSIONAL   ACTIVITIES  OF   THE  STAFF 

About   twelve  of   the  Duke   staff  attended  the  meetings  of   the  North 
Carolina  Library  Association   in  Asheville  on  October   22-24,    1953.      Mrs. 
Spears  Hicks   of   the  Woman's   College  Library   staff   took  part   in  a  panel 
discussion  of   library  service  here  and  abroad  on  Friday,    October  23.

Powell  was   elected  to  a   two   year   term  on   the  association' s  Executive 
Board. 

Mr.    Powell   represented  Duke  at   the  meeting  of   the  Association  of 
Research  Libraries   held  at   Madison,    Wisconsin  on  January  31-February  1 
in   conjunction  with  the  dedication  ceremonies   of   the  new  University   of 
Wisconsin  library  building. 

Mr.    Powell  and  Mr.    Frarey  attended  the  Midwinter  meetings   of   the 
American  Library  Association  and  its   constituent   divisions  at   the 
Morrison  Hotel   in  Chicago,    February  2-5. 

Mr.    Donn  Michael  Farris,    Divinity    School  Librarian,    has  been  ap- 
pointed  editor   of  the  American  Theological  Library  Association  Newsletter.

The  Processing  Division  wants  to 
know  about  all  of  these,  and  suggests  that  they  be  reported  to  a  staff 
member  in  the  Reference  Room.  (208)  The  information  will  then  be  channelled 
to  the  proper  person  for  correction. 

LIBRARY  PRIVILEGES  REVIEWED 

From  time  to  time  questions  are  raised  by  faculty  members  and  students 
concerning  library  policies  for  granting  access  to  the  book  stacks  in  the 
General  Library.  Present  regulations  are  these: 


a.  Faculty,  library  staff,  and  wives  of  faculty  members  have  access 
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to  the  book  stacks  at  all  times.  Other  University  employees  and  non-univer- 
sity personnel  may  be  granted  permission  to  use  the  etacks  upon  application 
to  the  Head  of  the  Circulation  Department. 

b.  Graduate  students  are  entitled  to  access  to  the  stacks  upon  appli- 
cation. The  procedure  requires  that  each  graduate  student  wishing  to  use 
his  privilege  shall  file  an  application  with  the  Circulation  Department. 

A  standard  application  form  is  used  and  may  be  obtained  at  the  Main  Loan 
Desk. 

c.  Undergraduates  may  be  granted  permission  to  use  the  stacks  as 
their  need  requires  it.  Conditions  under  which  this  special  permission  is 
usually  granted  are  as  follows; 

1.  Undergraduates  registered  for  senior -graduate  courses  are 
granted  the  stack  privilege  for  limited  periods  of  time, 
ordinarily  one  month,  when  they  file  an  application  with 
the  Circulation  Department „  Standard  forms  are  used  and 
each  application  must  be  approved  by  the  instructor  of  the 
senior-graduate  course. 

2.  Other  undergraduates  are  ordinarily  given  access  to  the  stacks  ' 
on  a  day-to-day  basis  when  they  have  need  to  use  large  groups 
of  printed  materials.  No  formal  application  for  this  day-to-day 
privilege  is  necessary,  and  the  student  need  only  ask  for  this 
permission  at  the  Main  Loan  Desk.  Sometimes,  when  large  numbers 
of  students  need  to  exercise  this  privilege,  as  during  the  early 
weeks  of  the  spring  semester,  a.  simple  method  of  identification 
is  used  to  provide  the  necessary  control.  At  other  times  the 
arrangement  is  purely  informal. 

It  is  suggested  that  each  faculty  member  refer  all  student  requests 
for  stack  permits  directly  to  the  Circulation  Department  so  that  the  appro- 
priate arrangements  can  be  made  most  expeditiously. 

Another  question  is  often  raised  about  special  arrangements  for  students 
who  need  to  use  library  materials  which  do  not  ordinarily  circulate,  or  who 
require  the  use  of  particular  books  for  a  longer  time  than  the  loan  regula- 
tions allow.  The  Library  endeavors  to  honor  all  such  requests  when  they 
will  not  interfere  with  another  library  user's  need.  Faculty  members  are  urged 
to  refer  students  with  such  requests  to  the  librarian  in  charge  of  the  unit 
where  the  material  is  housed.  By  so  doing,  library  materials  will  be  safe- 
guarded more  adequately  than  if  faculty  members  themselves  check  them  out 
and  pass  them  along  to  students  for  their  use. 

In  this  same  connection,  the  Library  asks  that  when  a  faculty  member 
wishes  t'o  pass  along  to  a  colleague  a  book  he  has  borrowed  from  the  Library, 
he  or  his  colleague  notify  the  Main  Loan  Desk  that  this  transfer  has  been 
made  so  that  the  records  can  be  changed,  thus  avoiding  future  embarrassment 
for  all  when  the  annual  inventory  is  made. 
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FAIR  USE  OF  MATERIALS 

Who  is  privileged  to  use  the  unique  resources  of  the  research  libraries 
of  this  country?  Questions  concerning  access  to  printed  and  manuscript  materi- 
als in  repositories  here  and  abroad  are  discussed  frequently  in  meetings  of 
the  Association  of  Research  Libraries.  Apparent  always  in  these  discussions ' is 
a  lack  of  consistency  in  policies  of  American  research  libraries. 

The  last  issue  of  the  News  Letter  from  the  Folger  Library  stated  unequiv- 
ocably  that  library's  belief  in  the  freedom  of  the  access  of  its  collection 
to  all  accredited  scholars  and  its  position  that  "the  best  interests  of  learn- 
ing" are  served  by  "treating  all  scholars  alike." 

The  Trustees  of  Amherst  College,  legal  administrators  of  the  Folger  Libra- 
ry, reaffirmed  the  traditional  policy  of  the  library  early  this  year.  Their 
statement,  reprinted  in  the  Folger  News  Let t er ,  reviewed  the  library's  stand 
on  the  wide  distribution  of  rare  materials  evidenced  by  the  microfilming  of 
unique  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century  books.  Although  the  Folger  library 
does  make  an  effort  to  let  scholars  know  of  former  requests  for  editing  or 
reproducing  its  documents,  it  allows  no  one  exclusive  sway  over  any  material. 
This  proviso  extends  to  the  library  staff.  In  the  words  of  the  trustees:  "No 
one  ...  is  permitted  to  stake  an  indefinite  and  exclusive  claim  to  the  right 
to  use  or  reproduce  any  document  in  the  Folger  Library.11  Of  course,  the  library 
must  protect  its  materials  from  physical  or  other  misuse  and  it  also  must  be 
the  judge  in  withholding  use  from  unqualified  persons.  The  Trustees  summarized 
these  views: 

The  main  concern  of  a  research  library  should  be  the  advancement  of 
learning,  which  can  best  be  served  by  freedom  of  investigation  and 
freedom  to  publish  the  results  of  research.  To  this  end,  the  Folger 
Library  wishes  scholars  to  have  access  to  its  documents  with  the 
least  possible  restraint  on  their  use. 

RZADING-  MACHINES  AND  MICROFILM  RESOURCES 

The  Newspaper  and  Microphotography  Room  in  the  basement  of  the  General 
Library  has  thirteen  reading  machines  for  microfilm,  microcards,  microprints, 
and  film  strips.  One  of  these  is  kept  in  a  closed  carrell  in  the  stacks  where 
it  may  be  used  when  the  Newspaper  and  Microphotography  room  is  closed  or  when 
the  user  of  a  film  copy  prefers  to  take  notes  on  a  typewriter. 

Six  portable  35  n™-  microfilm  readers  are  available  for  faculty  members 
who  wish  them  for  home  or  office  use.  Film  may  be  borrowed  from  the  Library's 
collection  for  use  outside  the  Library.  A  35  mm.  film  strip  projector  is  also 
available  for  use  outside  the  Library.  This  machine  is  so  designed  that  no 
screen  is  necessary,  the  images  being  projected  upon  the  wall,. 

This  fall,  for  the  convenience  of  faculty  and  students  on  the  East  Cam- 
pus, the  Woman's  College  Library  has  installed  a  microfilm  reader  (Kodagraph 
model)  which  carries  16  mm.  and  35  mm.  reels. 


The  Library  shares  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina  responsibility 
for  securing  film  copies  or  reproductions  in  other  form?  of  most  major 
collections  being  photographed  today. 

Last  year  the  News  Letter  reported  that  Duke  had  been  invited  to  subscribe 
to  the  microfilm  copy  of  the  papers  of  the  Adams  family  nor  In  preparation 
with  the  permission  and  cooperation  of  the  Adams  Manuscript  Trust,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society,  Harvard  University  and  Life  Magazine.  Eighty- 
eight  reels  covering  the  first  part  of  this  collection  have  now  arrived  and 
are  available  in  the  Newspaper  and  Microphoto^raphy  room.  The  sixteen  major 
research  libraries  invited  to  participate  in  the  filming  project  are  expected 
to  make  the  film  available  as  widely  as  possible,  and  this  Library  is  prepared 
to  place  its  copy  at  the  disposal  of  scholar;-  subject  only  to  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  Trust. 

EXPANSION  IN  THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

The  long-av/aited  remodeling  of  the  Divinity  School  Library  took  place 
during  the  summer  months  and  the  enlarged  quarters  are  now  in  use.  Altera- 
tions on  the  first  floor  and  the  basement  level  of  the  Divinity  School  build- 
ing have  increased  the  amount  of  space  devoted  to  library  use  by  about  one 
hundred  percent. 

On  the  first  floor  the  Jordan  Loan  Library,  two  class  rooms  and  a  corri- 
dor were  thrown  together  to  provide  a  new  and  larger  reading  room.  This  rcoffi 
provides  shelving  space  for  the  reference  and  reserve  collections  and  current 
periodicals,  locked  cabinet  space  for  books  on  restricted  circulation,  and  for 
supplies,  and  study  space  for  ninety  readers.  The  new  reading  room  which  is 
26  1/2  feet,  by  78  l/2  feet  Is  equipped  with  rubber  tile  flooring,  acoustical 
tile  ceiling,  flourescent  lighting,  and  Venetian  blinds.  New  tables  and 
chairs  of  the  type  in  use  in  the  Graduate  Reading  Room  have  been  ordered  but 
have  not  yet  arrived. 

The  former  Divinity  School  reading  room  has  been  divided  by  a  partition. 
to  fc  cm  a  circulation  room  and  a  room  for  the  Henry  Harrison  Jordan  Collection 
and  library  sbaff.  Both  rooms  have  new  flourescent  lighting  and  acoustical 
tile  ceiling; . 

Stack  space  has  been  doubled  by  the  conversion  of  the  Duke  Endowment 
Office,  two  classrooms,  and  a  corrir^r  on   the  basement  level,  into  a.  new  stack 
level.  This  area  will  provide  space  for  approximately  50,000  additional  volumes 
and  is  connected  with  the  upper  level  of  the  old  stacks  by  a  ramp.  Asphalt  tile 
flooring  and  flourescent  lighting  have  already  been  installed  and  fifteen  double 
face  ranges  of  free-standing  shelving  are  on  order.  The  new  stack  area  will 
also  have  space  for  a  study  table  seating  eight  per  sons . 

Finally,  flourescent  lighting  has  been  installed  on  both  levels  of  the 
old  stack  area  and  six  exhaust  fans  are  to  be  added  to  assist  in  temperature 
and  humidity  control. 
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PROGRESS  OF  REGIONAL  COOPERATION 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Library  Cooperation  between  the  libraries  of 
Duke,  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  North  Carolina  State  College,  and 
the  Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  prepared  a  report 
to  Presidents Edens  and  Gray  which  recommends  in  part  the  appointment  of  a 
standing  joint  committee  "to  keep  the  operation  and  development  of  the 
libraries  under  continuous  study  to  discover  other  areas  in  which  closer 
cooperation  may  be  profitable." 

Other  recommendations  of  the  committee  include: 

1.  Continuation  of  the  original  policy  of  avoiding  duplication  in 
the  libraries  of  Duke  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  of 
expensive  and  little  used  materials  and  strengthening  the  policy 
by  agreeing  to  notify  each  library  when  expensive  and  large 
acquisitions  are  ordered. 

2.  Exploration  of  the  possibilities  for  direct  lending  to  graduate 
students  and  faculty  by  the  four  member  institutions* 

3»  Publication  of  a  union  checklist  of  scientific  periodicals  and 
selected  serials  held  in  the  four  libraries.  (Note;  As  reported, 
in  the  last  News  Letter,  this  is  in  progress  and  should  be  ready 
for  distribution  in  December  or  January.) 

k*   A  study  of  the  lists  of  journals  in  the  social  sciences  not  now 
being  received  by  any  one  of  the  four  libraries  and  the  develop™ 
ment  of  a  plan  whereby  the  significant  titles  not  now  available 
in  the  state  will  be  acquired  by  one  of  the  cooperating  insti- 
tutions. 

5.  A  study  of  published  censuses  held  by  Duke  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  the  interest  of  bringing  into  the  two  libraries 
those  of  all  important  countries  not  now  covered* 

6.  The  sharing  of  responsibility  by  Duke  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  for  acquiring  the  most  important,  foreign  news- 
papers not  now  being  received  at  either  place, 

7.  The  appointment  of  standing  committees  of  the  faculties  of  law 
and  medicine  at  Duke  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
and  of  forestry  at  Duke  and  North  Carolina  State  College  to 
study  areas  for  cooperation  in  these  specialized  fields. 

8.  The  consideration  of  daily  interllbrary  loan  service  between  Duke 
and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  with  the  possibility  of  in- 
cluding North  Carolina  State  College  and  the  Woman1 s  College  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina.. 
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NOTABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

Mrs.  Fritz  London  has  presented  to  the  Library  the  papers  of  the  late 
Dr.  London,  the  eminent  scientist  who  was  for  several  years  a  merrber  of  the 
staff  of  the  Chemistry  Department.  Deposited  with  the  papers  was  the  Lorentz 
medal  awarded  to  Dr.  London  by  the  Royal  Academy  of  Science  of  Amsterdam. 

Thirty  thousand  additional  papers  have  come  from  the  headquarters  of 
the  Socialist  Party  of  America  and  have  been  added  to  the  extensive  collec- 
tion already  held  here.  A  collection  of  4,000  papers  of  the  Socialist  Party 
of  New  Jersey  has  also  come  recently  to  the  Library. 

The  Manuel  Sastron  Papers,  1893-1900,  correspondence  and  documents  re- 
lating to  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  United  States  represent  another 
new  acquisition. 

The  papers  of  the  late  Senator  Clyde  R.  Hoey,  covering  his  senatorial 
career  from  19^4-1954,  have  been  filed  in  fifty  regular  size  filing  cabi- 
net drawers  in  the  Manuscript  Department. 

Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  Newton  D.  Baker,  and  John  J.  Pershing  were  among 
the  correspondents  of  John  Jackson  McSwain  whose  papers  from  1875  to  1936, 
containing  11,900  items,  are  a  recent  library  acquisition.  Most  of  the  corres- 
pondence concerns  Mr.  McSwain's  activities  in  connection  with  the  House 
Military  Affairs  Committee  and  his  prominent  role  in  TVA  legislation. 

Several  small  collections  of  Confederate  papers  have  been  acquired  in 
late  months*  notably  those  of  Turner  Ashby,  Micah  Jenkins,  Evander  Mclvor 
Law,  and  John  Singleton  Mosby. 

LIBRARY  VISITORS 

Daring  the  past  summer  four  grant-in-aid  scholars  from  southern  uni- 
versities conducted  research  in  the  Manuscript  Department.  They  were;  Dr. 
James  C.  Bonner  who  was  studying  the  agricultural  history  of  the  South; 
Dr.  Granville  T.  Prior  who  was  working  on  a  history  of  the  Charleston 
Mercury,  1822-68;  Dr.  Joseph  B.  James  whose  subject  was  "Fi'aming  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment";  and  Dr.  Otis  C.  Skipper  who  made  an  intensive  study 
of  the  James  D.  B.  DeBow  papers. 

Other  recent  research  visitor-workers:  Clarence  T.  Ver  Steeg  of  North- 
western University,  working  on  the  second  volume  in  the  History  of  the  South 
series;  Paul  Green  of  Chapel  Hill,  studying  the  Civil  War  sheet  music  col- 
lection; R.  L.  Hilldrup.  of  Mary  Washington  College,  writing  on  "Manners 
and  Morals  Relating  to  Virginia,  1750-1800";  M.  S.  Venkatramanl,a  M. bright 
grantee  from  India,  studying  the  American  Socialist  Party  papers* 

Dr.  Gerhardt  Kramer,  district  attorney  of  Hamburg,  Germany,  visited 
the  Library  a  few  weeks  ago  and  used  the  Arents  tobacco  collection  and  other 
related  material.  His  knowledge  of  his  hobby,  the  history  of  bright  leaf 
tobacco,  and  of  the  Duke  family  astonished  staff  members.  He  is  writing 
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a  novel  concerned  with  tobacco. 

Another  working  visitor  was  Mr.  V?n  der  Vert,,  staff  photographer  for 
Time  magazine.  He  made  several  full-color  pictures  in  the  Rare  Book  Room, 
emphasizing  the  use  of  Whitman  manuscripts  and  other  original  research 
materials. 

WITH  THE  LIBRARY  STAFF 

Mr.  Frarey's  resignation  became  effective  November  1,  and  he  is  now 
associate  professor  in  the  School  of  Library  Science  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  He  is  the  author  of  an  article,  "The  Role  of  Research  in 
Establishing  Standards  for  Subject  Headings"  which  appeared  in  the  Journal 
of  Cataloging  and  Classification  for  October,  195^.  The  article  is  the 
substance  of  a  paper  presented  at  the  program  meeting  of  the  American  Libra- 
ry Association,  Division  of  Cataloging  and  Classification  in  Minneapolis, 
June  Zkt   195^*  Mr.  Frarey  also  contributed  a  chapter  on  subject  cataloging 
to  a  book  entitled  Technical  Services  in  Libraries,  edited  by  Maurice 
Tauber,  just  issued  by  the  Columbia  University  Press. 

Mr.  Powell  is  chairman  of  the  American  Library  Association's  Joint 
Committee  on  Government  Publications  and  in  this  capacity  spent  October  1** 
in  Washington  discussing  with  the  Documents  Expeditor  find  Library  of  Con- 
gress staff  members  some  of  the  problems  of  the  Documents  Expediting  Pro- 
ject which  operates  under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Committee.  The  function 
of  the  Documents  Expeditor  is  to  secure  for  research  libraries  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  publications  of  government  agencies  which  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents  does  not  distribute. 

Mr.  Powell,  Mr.  Frarey,  and  Miss  Tillett  attended  the  biennial  meeting 
of  the  Southeastern  Library  Association  in  Atlanta,  Sept,  30  -  Oct.  2. 

Mr.  Simkins  is  chairman  of  the  Library  School  Scholarship  Loan  Fund 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Association.  This  group  makes  avail- 
able to  library  school  students  from  the  Association's  resources  loans  up 
to  $500.00  per  year. 

The  North  Carolina.  Library  Association  recently  voted  to  admit  negro 
librarians  to  membership  in  the  Association. 

Librarian  Emeritus  Joseph  Breedlove  has  finished  his  reminiscences  of 
fifty  years  of  librarianship  at  Duke.  His  manuscript  is  being  prepared  for 
publication.

A  Webster  portable  record  player  in  the  Undergraduate  Room  is  available 
for  faculty  use. 

The  Woman's  College  Library  has  had  on  exhibit  a  collection  of  books 
mutilated  by  borrowers.  The  most  common  examples  are  passages  underscored, 
or  bracketed,  notes  on  margins,  doodler's  marks,  and  clipped  pages.  That 
sort  of  thing  will  never  be  eliminated  completely,  but  a  word  to  students 
here  and  there  should  reduce  the  number  of  volumes  now  being  defaced  each 
year. 
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MOVING  DAY  FOR  DOCUMENTS 

All  documents  and  maps  in  the  Library  are  now  being  centralized  in 
the  new  documents  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  General  Library,  a  room 
created  by  combining  the  old  Graduate  Heading  Room  (316)  and  the  Map  Room 
(301),  The  room  may  be  entered  from  the  north  tower  or  the  south  tower. 

Foreign  documents,  formerly  issued  through  the  Circulation  Desk  on 
the  second  floor,  and  all  state  and  federal  documents,  will  now  be  secured 
from  this  new  center.   Shelved  here  also  are  the  publications  of  the  League 
of  Nations,  the  United  Nations,  and  the  current  documents  issued  by  the 
federal  government.  The  back  files  of  the  U.  S.  and  foreign  documents  are 
shelved  on  the  sixth  and  seventh  levels  of  the  stacks,  and  are  easily  ac- 
cessible. 

Since  they  no5-,  share  with  documents  this  reopened  area,  the  map  col- 
lections will  be  more  readily  available  than  in  the  past.   Attendants  will 
be  on  duty  to  service  them  during  most  of  the  hours  the  Library  is.  open. 

The  old  documents  room  on  the  second  floor  will  be  transformed  into 
a  Bibliography  Room.  Removal  of  Bibliography  from  the  area  adjacent  to 
the  Order  Department  will  enable  that  department  to  relieve  the  over  crowded 
condition  which  has  existed  there  since  the  addition  to  the  building  was 
completed  in  1948. 

IN  HONOR  OF  WALT  WHITMAN 

Commemorating  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  first,  printing  of 
Leaves  of  Grass,  the  Friends  of  the  Duke  University  Library  and  the  Grad- 
uate English  Club  will  cooperate  in  a  two  day  Whitman  celebration  on 
April  14  and  April  15. 

Malcolm  Cowley,  author  and  critic,  will  be  guest  speaker  for  the  an- 
nual dinner  of  the  Friends  on  April  14  in  tho  Union  Ball  Room.  Walt  Whit- 
man has  been  treated  as  the  representative  of  the  masses,  champion  of  the 
common  man  and  in  many  other  guises,  but  Mr.  Cowley  reports  that  he  will 
speak  on  "Walt  Whitman  As  A  Poet." 


From  1929  until  1944  Malcolm  Cowley  was  associate  editor  of  New 
Republic.  He  is  the  author  of  Exile' s  Return,  veil  known  work  about  the 
Lost  Generation  of  the  1920" s.  His  name  also  appeared  as  editor  and  co- 
author on  the  title  pages  of  After  the  Genteel  Tradition  and  Books  That 
Changed  Our  Mind.  The  Literary  Situation,  his  latest  book,  covering  the 
present  position  of  the  writer  in  today's  America  is  on  the  Current  Lit- 
erature Shelf  in  the  Undergraduate  Room. 

The  speaker  for  the  public  lecture,  sponsored  by  the  Graduate  Eng- 
lish Club,  on  the  evening  of  April  15,  will  be  Gay  Wilson  Allen,  author 
of  The  Solitary  Singer:   A  Critical  Biography  of  Walt  Whitman,  recently 
published  by  MacMillan.   Already  this  book  is  being  widely  acclaimed  as 
the  definitive  biography  of  Whitman.   In  the  preparation  of  his  work, 
Mr.  Allen  spent  a  week  in  the  Library' s  Trent  Collection,  and  secured 
photostats  of  many  of  its  manuscripts.   He  is  a  Duke  alumnus,  class  of 
1926,  and  professor  of  English  at  New  York  University. 

Professor  Floyd  Stovall  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
Professor  Clarence  Gohdes  of  our  own  faculty  will  lecture  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  15th.  .  Prof eS3or  Gohdes  will  give  an  illustrated  lecture  on 
Whitman,  using  slides  made  from  Whitman  materials  in  the  Library's  Trent 
collection. 

An  extensive  Whitman  exhibit  is  being  planned  by  Thomas  Sirakins, 
Curator  of  Rare  Books.   This  exhibit  will  feature  the  Library's  most 
important  Whitman  manuscripts  and  early  printed  books.   Printed  bro- 
chures describing  the  exhibit  will  also  be  issued. 

The  Friends  of  the  Duke  University  Library  were  organized  in 
1935  to  "encourage  and  coordinate  activities  for  developing  the  Li- 
brary".  Annual  membership  is  accorded  all  persons  who  make  monetary 
gifts'or  gifts  of  books,  manuscripts  or  other  materials  to  the  Library, 
or  render  services  to  the  value  of  five  dollars  each  year. 

LIBRARY  COUNCIL 

Robert  R.  Wilson  has  been  elected  Chairman  of  the  Library  Council 
for  the  year  February  1,  1955  -  January  31,  1956;  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  are  Benjamin  Boyce,  John  Tate  Lanning,  Richard  Predroore, 
B.  E.  Powell,  and  the  Chairman,  Other  members  of  the  Council  are  W.  H. 
Cartwright,  Robert  Cushman,  Louise  Hall,  Edx^ard  C.  Simmons,  and  Karl 
Wilbur.   B.  E.  Powell  and  C.  B.  Markham  serve  as  ex  officio  members. 

FACULTY  REPRINTS 

As  a  general  rule  only  scattered  reprints  of  faculty  publications 
have  in  the  past  been  cataloged  for  the  Library' s  permanent  collection. 
The  Library  has  most  of  the  journals  in  which  the  articles  are  contained, 
and  practically  all  of  them  are  indexed  in  one  or  more  of  the  standard 
periodical  indexes  or  abstracts  available  on  the  campus. 

There  are  good  reasons,  however,  why  some  of  these  reprints  should 
be  listed  in  the  public  catalog,  and  the  Library  has  set  up  this  simple 
routine  for  processing  and  housing  them:  Reprints  received  with  recom- 
mendation that  they  be  cataloged  will  be  shelved  in  the  clos cd  shelf

INTERNATIONAL  MILITARY  TRI3UNAL  FOR  THE  FAR  FAST 

A   set    of   the  records   of   the   International  Military  Tribunal   for   the 
Far  Fast   are  nov  available   in    the  General  Library  of    the  University. 
Since   the  Deoartment   of   the  Army  apparently   does  not    contemplate  pub- 
lishing an   edited  version   of   these  trials   as   it   did   for   those  held   in 
Nuremberg,    this  collection  is   the  only   one  to  which  libraries  in  this 
area  vill  have  access   in   the  foreseeable  future. 

CIRCULATION  DFSK  -    WOMAN' S    COLLEGE  LI3RARY 

The  circulation  desk   in  the  Woman1 s  College  Library  has  been   en- 
larged and  remodeled  to  provide  for  a  more  convenient  distribution  of 
3pace  for  the  staff  and  better  facilities  for  charging  and  discharging 
books.      The  alteration  was  accomplished  without   impairing  the  Georgian 
symmetry   of   the   lobby  of   the  onilding.      The  new  arrangement    should  make 
the  Library  more  comfortable  and   convenient   for  both  staff  and  users. 

rOTABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

The  manuscript   of  Good  Morning,    Miss  Dove,    Frances  Gray  Fat  ton's 
best   selling  novel,    has  been  given  to   the  Library  by  its  author. 

The  papers  of  the  late  Eugenes  Clyde   Brooks,   who  organised  the 
cepartment   of   pcfncation  of  Trinity  College,    are  now  a  nart  of   the 
Library's   collection.      Mr.    3roo':8,    e.  prominent  North  Carolina  edu- 
cator,   was  president   of  North  Carolina  Stste  College  for  many  years. 

The  Library  has  received  as  a  gift    the  papers  of  William  Henry 
Glasson,    late  head  of   thft  deoartment  of  economics, 

Herschel  V.   Johnson  served  in  the  senates  of  both  the.  Unit'ed 
States  and  the  Confederacy  and  was  a  vice  presidential  candidate  on 
the  ticket  with  Stephen  A.   Douglas   in  I860.     The  Library  has  received 
through  the  generosity  of  Mr.    Johnson's  grandson,    Herschel  V.    Johnson, 
a  manuscrint  volume  containing  his  views  on  the  presidential  carroaign 
of  1840. 

An  additional  Paul  H.    Heyne  letter  has  been  added  to   the  Hayne 
collection. 

1*EW  PERIODICALS 

Since  the  beginning  of   the  fiscal  year  abdut  one  hundred  new 
periodicals   have  been  added   to  the  Library's   subscription  list. 

Many  of   the  nev  oeriocicals    certain   to  Jeoan  and  the  Far  East, 
and  a  number  are  in  JaaanvSF.      Several  nev  poetry  magazines  and 
religious  periodicals  have  also  ueen  coded  t:iis  year. 
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Current  numbers  of  periodicals  do  not   circulate  except  to  faculty 
members  who  may   check  them  out   for  twenty-four  hours.      Older  unbound 
issues   are  available  to  faculty  members   for   one  week. 

FRESHMAN  LIBRARY   INSTRUCTION 

During  February  the  reference  staff  has  been  busy   teaching  English  2 
classes  how  to  use  the  Library.      Mrs.   Pierce,   Miss  Blakely  or  Miss  Jones 
has    spent   an  hour  with  each  of   the  forty   sections   of  English  2  on  West 
Campus.      This  year  Mrs.    Hicks  of  the  Women's  College  Library  lias  givenv 
similar  instruction  to  groups  of   students  on  the  Bast   Campus. 

The  purpose  of  these  sessions  is  to   explain  to  freshmen  as  many  of 
the  fundamental  uses  of  the  Library  as  possible  before  they  begin  work 
on  term  papers.      If  other  faculty  members  wish  members  of  the  reference 
staff  to  speak  to  their  classes,    arrangements  can  be  made  with  Mrs.    Pierce, 
Reference  Librarian. 

RESCUE  WORK 

From  time  to  time  large  numbers  of  students  are  assigned  to  read 
the  same  section  of  a  volume  in  an  encyclopedia,  periodical  or  biograph- 
ical dictionary.   To  prevent  disastrous  results  for  the  particular  pages 
involved,  photostatic  copies  should  be  made  for  reserve  use.   They  mey 
be  ordered  from  Mr.  Hix,  in  charge  of  the  Library1 s  photographic  services. 
By  informing  the  staff  and  by  recommending  the  reproduction  of  pages  like- 
ly to  receive  heavy  use,  volumes  difficult  or  impossible  tc  replace  can 
be  protected  for  future  users. 

WITH  THE  LIBRARY  STAFF 

John  P.  Waggoner,  Jr. ,  formerly  head  of  the  Circulation  Department, 
was  appointed  Assistant  Librarian  on  December  1.  Until  a  new  head  of 
Circulation  is  appointed,  Mr.  Waggoner  will  continue  to  devote  some  of 
his  time  to  that  department. 

Donn  Michael  Farris,  Divinity  School  Librarian,  is  on  a  committee 
to  select  the  fifty  best  religious  books  of  the  year.   This  group  is  • 
sponsored  by  the  Religious  Books  Round  Table  of  the  American  Library 
Association  and  includes  five  other  members. 

Lawrence  Quincy  Mumford,  Librarian  of  Congress,  was  a  special  guest 
on  December  14  at  the  Library' a  dinner  honoring  Miss  Mary  Wescott  on  her 
retirement  from  active  service.  Miss  Wescott,  who  came  to  work  in  1920, 
was  formerly  head  of  cataloging.  Mr.  Mumford  recalled  the  deys  when  he 
worked  in  the  Library  as  her  assistant.  Dr.  William  T.  Laprade,  professor 
emeritus  of  history,  spoke  to  the  group  on  early  events  of  the  Library's 
history. 

"Should  auld  acquaintance  be  forgot"  was  the  theme  of  the  evening 
meeting  on  February  17  when  our  Library  staff  entertained  the  staff  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  Library  at  the  annual  get-together  of 
the  two  groups.  Dr.  James  T.  Cleland,  the  guest  speaker,  spoke  on  "The 
Cult  of  Robert  Burns." 
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MATERIALS  AVAILABLE  FROM  OAK  RIDOE . 

On  April  15  and  16  Mr.   Waggoner  attended  a  conference  of  librarians 
from  32  universities  in  the  southeastern  United  States  held  at  the  library 
of  the  Oak  Ridge  Institute  of  Uuclear  Studies  at  Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee. 
The  primary  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  acquaint   librarians  with  the 
library  facilities  offered  by  the  Oak  Ridge  Institute  of  Nuclear  Studies 
and  to  encourage  them  to  use  them  more. 

At  Oak  Ridge  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  has  established  four  re- 
search libraries  whose  combined  holdings  total  about  125,000  volumes, 
plus  all  AEC  reports,  many  documents,   and  subscriptions  to  about  1,800 
journals.      (All  journals  listed  in  Nuclear  Science  Abstracts  are  cur- 
rently received  by  one  of  the  Oak  Ridge  libraries.)     These  libraries  are 
particularly  strong  in  the  basic  sciences,  biology,  physics,  metallurgy, 
and  chemistry,   and  are  interested  in  serving  research  personnel  through-' 
out  the  South.     Among  the  services  offered  are  identification  of  AEC  re- 
ports,  specialized  reference  service,    interlibrary  loan,    (including  re- 
production on  microcards  of  articles  ten  pages  or  less  in  length)  and 
the  operation  of  a  central  locating  agency  in  connection  with  AEC  materials. 

The  Reference  Department  of  the  General  Librery  has  a  copy  of  the 
checklist  of  periodicals  and  journals  held  by  the  various  Oak  Ridge  li- 
braries.    Mr.    Emerson  Ford,    Interlibrary  Loan  Librarian,   will  request 
from  Oak  Ridge  any  research  materials  needed  by  Duke  faculty  and  gradu- 
ate students.     His  telephone  is  5228. 

HISTORY  OF  LIBRARY  PUBLISHED 

The  history  of  the  Duke  University  Library,    1840-1940,   which  Librar- 
ian Emeritus  Joseph  Penn  Breedlove  prepared  following  his  retirement,    is 
being  published  as  a  special  issue  of  Library  Notes.     Mr.   Breedlove  has 
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t raced  the  growth  of  the  Library  from  1840,  when  the  literary  societies  of 
Union  Institute  formed  a  Library  Society,  through  the  dramatic  expansion  of 
the  Trinity  College  book  collection  into  the  Duke  University  Library,   The 
author,  who  became  librarian  in  1898  and  retired  in  1946,  still  retains  an 
office  in  the  Library.  Many  of  the  pages  of  the  volume  are  devoted  to  rem- 
iniscences of  the  half  century  of  his  association  with  the  Library.   Quests 
at  the  Friends  of  the  Library  dinner  on  April  14  gave  Mr.  Breedlove  a  spon- 
taneous rising  vote  of  tribute  at  the  announcement  of  the  publication  of 
his  book.

The  Order  Section  now  occupies  Rooms  202  and  205.  The  bibliographers 
have  moved  from  Room  202  to  214  (formerly  the  Documents  Room);  their  tele- 
phone number  is  8368.

Record  sheets  are  being  placed  in  Duke  theses  on  which  users  henceforth 
will  be  asked  to  indicate  with  signatures  their  familiarity  with  and  accept- 
ance of  the  restrictions  imposed  upon  the  use  of  graduate  theses. 

COMMITTEE  ON  LIBRARY  COOPERATION 

The  Inter-University  Committee  on  Library  Cooperation  will  meet  in 
Chapel  Hill  at  four  o'clock  on  May  12.     Professor  B.   U.   Batchford,   of  Duke, 
is  Chairman. 

WCL  EXHIBIT  SCHEDULE  FOR  MAT

For  the  past  few  years  Ivy,   the  women' a  scholastic  honorary  organiza- 
tion for  freshmen,  has  donated  yearly  to  the  Woman's  College  Library  some 
fine  editions  of  outstanding  books.     There  will  be  an  exhibit,  of  these  in ' 
mid-May. 

An  exhibit  honoring  the  150th  anniversary  of  Hans  Christian  Anderson 
will  be  shown  in  late  May. 

NOTABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

A  set  of  Acta  Eruditorum  in  65  volumes  has  been  added  to  the  collec- 
tion in  the  Rare  Book  Room.     This  digest  of  the  progress  of  learning,  pub- 
lished at  Leipzig  in  the  seventeenth  and  early  eighteenth  centuries,   in- 
cludes history,   literature,   and  a  variety  of  other  subjects,  but  emphasis 
is  on  the  sciences. 

Civil  War  papers  recently  acquired  by  the  Manuscript  Department  in- 
clude:    several  letters  of  Confederate  General  James  Longstreet;  papers 
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of  the  Pelot  family,  Laurens,   South  Carolina,   dealing  with  Reconstruc- 
tion; papers  of  Charles  Todd  Quintard,   an  extensive  collection  of  Civil 
War  letters,   many  written  by  prominent  Confederate  generals;  papers  of 
a  Union  officer  in  the  Civil  War,  William  Y.   Ripley,   Rutland,  Vermont. 

The  business  collections  of  N.   A.    Hunt  and  Company,   Charleston, 
South  Carolina,   and  Dennis  Simmons  Lumber  Company,  Williamston,  llorth 
Carolina  are  richer  by  8,000  and  15,000  items  respectively.     Two  rti- 
ditional  parcels  of  letters  have  been  added  to  the  collection  of  T.-,\   W. 
Ball,   noted  South  Carolina  newspaperman,   and  several  letters  of  Paul 
H.   Hayne  to  the  Hayne  Collection. 

Eighteenth  century  materials,   constituting  a  small  Seaborn  Jones 
collection,   have  also  been  received  by  the  Manuscripts  Department.

Mr.  Hoyt  Galvin,  librarian  of  the  Charlotte  (N.  C.  )  Public  Library, 
visited  the  Technical  Processing  Division  to  study  the  XeroX  and  multi- 
lith  equipment  and  our  process  of  reproducing  cards. 

From  Calcutta,  India,  Mr.  Dines  Chandra  Sarkar,  librarian  of  the 
Bengal  Engineering  College,  has  come  to  serve  aa  an  intern  in  the  Li- 
brary.  Sponsored  by  the  American  Library  Association  and  the  Department 
of  State,  Mr.  Sarkar  arrived  on  March  15  and  will  remain  until  about 
June  1.  He  is  spending  a  week  or  more  in  each  of  the  departments  of  the 
Library,  and  is  visiting  the  libraries  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
North  Carolina  State  College,  the  North  Carolina  Library  Commission,  and 
other  libraries  in  the  area.  When  he  leaves  Duke,  Mr.  Sarkar  will  spend 
a  month  touring  the  country,  then  will  attend  the  annual  convention  of 
the  American  Library  Association  in  Philadelphia,  July  3-9,  before  return- 
ing to  India  by  way  of  London. 

Mr.  Malcolm  Cowley,  speaker  for  the  Friends  of  the  Library  dinner, 
spent  several  hours  working  with  Whitman  manuscripts  in  the  Trent  Collec- 
tion during  his  visit  on  the  campus. 

The  group  of  scholars  attending  the  Conference  on  International 
Legal  Studies  on  April  32-23  met  informally  in  the  Rare  Book  Room  on  the 
evening  of  April  22. 

With  spring  comes  not  only  beauty  to  the  Sarah  P.  Duke  hardens  but 
also  myriads  of  elementary  and  high  school  students.  Along  with  the 
Chapel  and  the  Gardens  the  Library  seems  to  be  a  favorite  on  their  itin- 
erary. May  many  potential  Friends  and  scholars  be  among  them!

The  various  brochures  which  the  Library  has  published  describing  its 
holdings  and  collections,  its  buildings,  and  the  organization  and  contribu- 
tions of  its  Friends,  have  been  sent  to  Miss  Margaret  Ligon  for  use  in  en 
exhibit  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  July. 
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CHEAPER  PHOTOGRAPHIC  COPIES  FOB  FACULTT 

The  Library  is  now  prepared  to  supply  photographic  copies  of  materials  needed 
by  faculty  and  students  at  substantially  less  than  the  cost  of  photostats  and  photo- 
prints. 

By  employing  a  combination  of  XeroX-multilith  equipment   in  the  Technical  Proc- 
essing Division,  we  can  provide  a  single  copy  (up  to  legal  size)   for  $.15  a  page. 
If  multiple  copies  are  needed,   copies  two  to  six  can  be  made  for  five  cents  each, 
and  all  above  six  for  only  one  cent   each. 

Only  flat  sheets,  which  can  be  placed  in  the  camera,    can  be  copied  with  this 
equipment.     Where  multiple  copies  of  material  in  a  bound  volume  are  needed,   however, 
the  first  copy  can  be  made  as  a  photoprint  in  the  Newspaper  and  Microphotography 
Division  and  the  remaining  copies  with  XeroX-multilith. 

For  further  information  see  Mr.    Edwin  J.   Hix,  Newspaper  and  Microphotography 
Division,  who  will  handle  the  orders  regardless  of  where  the  copies  are  made. 

NEW  TEAR'S  APPROPRIATION 

Next  year's  University  appropriation  to  the  University  Libraries   (exclusive  of 
Law  and  Medicine)  for  books,  periodicals,   and  binding  is  $93,850.      The  1954-55  appro- 
priation was  $81,717.     Funds  from  other  sources,   e.g.,    library  fees,    endowments,   gifts, 
and  other  special  funds  brought  last  year's  book,  periodical  and  binding  expenditures 
in  all  the  libraries  close  to  $200,000. 

NOTABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

General  Robert  L.   Eichelberger  has  presented  his  papers  to  the  Library.     Approx- 
imately half  of  the  collection,    consisting  of  both  official  and  personal  correspondence, 
orders, ■•  memoranda,    etc.,   has  already  arrived.     Among  the  papers  to  come  later  are  the 
diaries  he  kept  during  World  War  II  and  the  occupation  of  Japan.     The  collection  is 
also  rich  in  printed  materials,   and  includes  reports  the  general  received  when  he  was 
Chief  Intelligence  Officer  in  Siberia  in  1918-1920.      General  Eichelberger  was  commander 
of  the  Eighth  Army  from  its  creation  in  1944  till  he  retired  in  1948.      His  papers  will 
be  an  invaluable  source  for  anyone  studying  the  war  in  the  South  Pacific  and  the  occu- 
pation of  Japan. 
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Among  other  recent  manuscript  acquisitions  are: 

Fifteen  letters  of  William  Pitt  (1759-1806)  covering  the  years 
1779-1806.   The  letters  are  mostly  to  James  Bland  Surges ,  Under-Secre- 
tary for  Foreign  Affairs,  1789-95. 

Three  John  Mitchell  Kemible  volumes  containing  nineteenth  century 
transcripts  of  the  House  of  Hanover  and  their  agents,  1660-1716, 

Diaries  and  private  accounts  of  Edgar  A.  Bowring  of  London,  England, 
official  with  the  Board  of  Trade,  1841-1857. 

Two  hundred  letters  and  papers  of  William  Smith,  Member  of  Parliament 
(1756-1835),  an  important  figure  in  English  politics  for  about  fifty  years. 
This  collection  is  concerned  primarily  with  his  activities  relative  to  the 
abolition  of  West  Indian  slavery. 

LIBRARIANS  IN  CONFERENCE 

During  the  first  week  in  July  the  following  librarians  attended  the 
annual  conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  held  in  Philadelphia: 
Mr.  Powell,  Mr.  Waggoner,  Mr.  Meyers,  Miss  Parker,  and  Miss  Tillett.   Mr, 
Powell  presided  over  the  meetings  of  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries, 
on  whose  Advisory  Committee  he  is  serving  as  senior  member,  and  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Government  Publications  of  which  he  is  chairman.   He  also  led 
a  discussion  group  for  the  Association  of  College  and  Reference  Libraries 
on  Friends  of  Library  organizations. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  ALA  conference  was  Duke  alumnus  L.  Quincy 
Mumford,  president  of  the  American  Library  Association  and  Librarian  of 
Congress.  Highlights  were  addresses  by  the  Hon.  George  7.  Allen,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State,  and  a  Duke  alumnus,  who  spoke  on  libraries  in  government, 
and  Jonathan  Daniels,  author  and  editor  of  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer, 
whose  subject  was  libraries  in  rural  life. 

NECROLOGY 

Since  our  May  issue  death  has  claimed  two  Duke  librarians  whose 
aggregate  service  to  the  Library  totaled  almost  a  century.  Librarian 
Emeritus  Joseph  Penn  Breedlove,  who  died  May  24,  1955,  was  appointed 
Librarian  in  the  stammer  of  1898  and  became  Librarian  Emeritus  with  certain 
duties  in  1939.   M.iss  Mary  Y.  Wescott,  who  died  on  July  6,  was  on  the  staff 
from  1920  until  the  end  of  1954,  serving  first  in  the  Circulation  Depart- 
ment and  later  in  Cataloguing,  which  department  she  headed  for  several  years. 

LIBRARY  VISITORS 

Messrs.  Ralph  Brown  and  Leonard  S.  Smith,  representing  B.  F.  Stevens 
and  Brown  Limited,  London  book  sellers  with  whom  the  Library  has  had 
pleasant  dealings  through  many  years,  visited  the  campus  on  the  last  day 
of  June.  Mr.  Powell  had  an  opportunity  to  visit  further  with  them  in 
Philadelphia  during  the  ALA  conference  the  following  week. 
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COOPERATIVE  LENDING-  PROGRAM 

On  May  12,  1955  the  Inter-University  Committee  on  Library  Cooperation, 
composed  of  the  librarians  and  faculty  representatives  of  Duke,  North  Carolina 
State  College,  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Woman'  b  College  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  agreed  upon  a  cooperative  lending  program 
which  will  give  faculty  members  and  graduate  students  of  the  four  schools  the 
opportunity  to  borrow  books  direct  from  the  libraries  of  either.  This  program 
will  begin  October  1,  and  will  operate  on  a  trial  basis  for  the  1955-56  academ- 
ic year. 

Library  privilege  cards  will  be  issued  to  qualified  applicants  at  the 
Main  Loan  Desk  of  the  General  Library  and  at  the  Circulation  Desk  in  Woman's 
College  Library.  The  library  privilege  card  will  serve  rb  identification  of 
Duke  faculty  members  and  graduate  students  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  direct  borrowing  under  this  program,  and  must  be  presented  at  the 
lending  library  before  any  material  may  be  borrowed  for  outside  use. 

Borrowers  will  be  urged  to  abide  by  the  loan  regulations  of  the  libraries 
from  which  they  borrow  under  this  program.   Continuation  of  the  program  will 
depend  upon  the  cooperation  of  all  who  make  use  of  this  privilege  during  the 
coming  year. 


INTERLIBRARY  LOAN  PRIVILEGE  NOW  INCLUDES  SENIORS 

Interlibrary  loan  privileges  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Li- 
brary will  be  extended  to  include  qualified  seniors  who  are  currently  enrolled 
in  senior-graduate  courses.  Requests  for  loans  will  be  handled  by  Mr.  Ford, 
Interlibrary  Loan  Librarian,  when  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the  instructor 
of  the  course  identifying  the  student  and  stating  his  need. 
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INTERLIBRARY  LOAN  TRUCK 

Books  borrowed  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  will  be  deliver- 
ed by  truck  on  Mondays,   Wednesdays,   and  Fridays  about  3  p.m.     Requests  for 
material  from  UNC  should  be  made  at  the  Inter  library  Loan  Office  at  least 
24  hours  in  advance. 


RENEWAL  OF  BOOKS 

BookB  on  loan  to  faculty  members  should  have  been  renewed  or  returned 
during  the  summer.     Reminders  were  mailed  in  May.     Second  notices  will  go 
out  early  in  October.

Virginia,   at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War.     The  collection  contains,   among 
the  4,000  pieces,    several  journals  and  diaries. 

James  Martin  Bell  Papers 

About  15,000  papers  of  a  prominent  Pennsylvania  banker  and  politician 
of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries.      Strong  in  business  and  banking,   the  col- 
lection contains  much  important  information  on  the  building  of  railroads  and 
canals  in  the  1840*8.

OLD   "OFFICIAL  CATALOG"   IS  DISCARDED 

About  fifteen  years  ago  the  administrators  of  the  Library  decided  that 
the  official  catalog  (an  alphabetical  card  list  of  the  Library's  holdings 
arranged  by  main  entries  for  use  by  the  Library  staff)   in  the  General  Library 
was  no  longer  necessary.     Although  that  catalog  was  incomplete,   the  staff  was 
reluctant  to  discard  it  without  testing  their  decision  for  a  £ sw  months.     One 
of  the  catalog  cases  in  the  lobby  of  the  Woman's  College  Library  was  empty  at 
the  time,   and  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  "official,"  so  it  was  installed 
there  on  a  temporary  basis.     The  catalog  space  there  proved  to  be  more  than 
adequate  for  the  "official, "  as  it  stood  in  1939,   so  the  staff  decided  to  con- 
tinue adding  cards  for  additions  to  the  Libraries  as  long  as  there  was  room. 
In  1949,  when  space  in  the  catalog  case  had  been  exhausted,   we  discontinued 
adding  cards,   but  agreed  to  allow  the  static  catalog  to  remain  there  until  the 
Woman's  College  Library  needed  the  space  for  its  own  cards.     That  time  arrived 
last  summer,    at  which  time  the  "official"  cards  were  removed  and  discarded. 

This  rather  full  explanation  is  offered  for  the  information  of  any  who 
may  have  misinterpreted  the  presence  of  the  "official"  cards  in  the  Woman's 
College  Library  as  recognition  by  the  Library  staff  and  Council  of  the  need 
in  that  Library  for  a  card  record  of  all  the  libraries  on  the  campus  and  ac- 
ceptance of  the  responsibility  to  provide  it.

Mrs.  Marie  Price  has  been  appointed  assistant  in  the  Rare  Book  Room, 
replacing  Mrs.  Margaret  Scroggs. 

New  members  of  the  Main  Loan  Desk  staff  are  Mrs.  Evelyn  Battle  and  Mrs. 
Ute  Partain. 

Miss  Helen  Oyler,  Head  of  the  Serials  Section,  and  Miss  Jane  Sturgeon, 
Head  of  the  Descriptive  Cataloging  Section,  are  making  a  September  tour  of 
the  British  Isles. 

Mr.  Powell  is  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  for  the  Miami  Confer- 
ence of  the  American  Library  Association  which  will  be  held  in  June  1956. 
He  continues  to  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Association  of  Re- 
search Libraries,  as  the  ALA  Representative  on  the  Joint  Committee  on  Gov- 
ernment Documents,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  &  By- 
laws of  ALA.

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BOOK  DEALERS  CATALOGS  TO  BE  DELIVERED  BY  LIBRARY  MESSENGER 

In  the  interest  of  accelerating  order  processes  for  out  of  print  ma- 
terial, book  dealers'  catalogs  are  now  being  delivered  to  interested  fac- 
ulty members  by  special  library  messenger.   Many  desirable  items  are  now 
sold  before  our  orders  reach  the  dealers.  By  eliminating  delays  in  deliv- 
ering and  returning  the  catalogs,  orders  will  be  processed  faster  and  a 
higher  percent  of  desirable  items  will  be  acquired. 

Faculty  members  with  offices  on  the  West  Campus  are  urged  to  return 
dealers'  catalogs  personally  to  Miss  Merritt  (221  Library)  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.  Those  on  the  East  Campus  may  deliver  the  catalogs,  addressed  to 
Miss  Merritt,  to  the  Circulation  Department  of  Woman'  s  College  Library, 
where  they  will  be  picked  up  daily  by  library  messenger. 


THE  "MISSING  BOOK" 

Most  college  and  university  libraries  are  continuously  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  "the  missing  book" — the  book  that  is  not  in  its  proper  place 
on  the  shelf  when  it  is  needed  by  a  borrower.  Members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Circulation  Department  search  each  day  for  these  missing  volumes  and  most  of 
them  are  located  within  forty-eight  hours. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  department's  searching  program  depends  heavily 
upon  whether  members  of  the  faculty  and  students  using  the  stacks  report 
books  they  cannot  locate.   The  shelves  of  the  stacks  are  "read"  about  twice 
a  year,  and  booksmisshelved  are  then  restored  to  their  proper  places,  but 
without  the  assistance  of  users  volumes  may  be  "missing"  for  several  months. 

So  in  the  interest  of  better  library  service  to  all  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity Community,  please  report  immediately  to  the  staff  at  the  Main  Loan 
Desk  any  volumes  you  discover  to  be  missing  from  the  shelves  so  that  proper 
steps  may  be  taken  for  their  recovery  or  replacement. 
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BUYING  POLICY  FOR  THE  WOMAN' S  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 

Members  of  the  Library  Staff  and  Library  Council  are  asked  frequently 
about  the  nature  of  the  library  the  University  plans  to  develop  for  the 
Woman's  College,  New  members  of  the  faculty,  and  particularly  library  rep- 
resentatives of  the  several  departments,  regularly  inquire  if  a  policy  has 
been  formulated  to  guide  those  who  recommend  books  for  the  Woman's  College 
Library.  There  is  a  policy,  but  not  a  sharply  defined  one.  Hard  and  fast 
directives  would  serve  no  useful  purpose ^and  would  be  difficult  to  follow. 

When  the  Woman's  College  was  opened  in  1930,  the  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity envisioned  for  it  "a  good  liberal  arts  college  library."  But  the 
book  needs  of  a  liberal  arts  college,  located  in  the  shadow  of  a  strong  re- 
search library,  ere  different  from  those  of  a  college  a  hundred  miles  away. 
The  General  Library  and  other  campus  libraries  make  available  to  students 
in  the  Woman' s  College  thousands  of  seldom  used  books  which  the  Woman' s  Col- 
lege Library  in  a  different  setting  would  be  required  to  purchase.   On  the 
basis  of  local  needs,  then,  a  fairly  broad  and  flexible  policy  has  been  grad- 
ually formulated  which  we  interpret  presently  to  mean  that  we  should  purchase 
for  the  Woman's  College  Library  (a)  books  needed  in  connection  with  courses 
taught  on  the  East  Campus;  (b)  books  used  as  collateral  reading  in  courses 
taught  on  the  West  Campus  but  elected  by  women  students;  (c)  reference  books 
such  as  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  biographical  and  bibliographical  works, 
and  other  similar  materials  needed  by  staff  and  students  on  East  Campus; 
(d)  a  well  selected  collection  of  books  for  general  reading;  (e)  a  limited 
number  of  periodicals  arid  newspapers;  (f)  all  of  the  materials  needed  in 
aesthetics,  art  and  music;  (g)  most  of  the  books  needed  by  psychology  (Since 
the  offices  and  laboratories  of  the  department  are  now  on  the  East  Campus 
many  of  the  books  for  the  department  are  cataloged  for  the  Woman's  College 
Library.   Back  files  of  psychology  journals  ore  on  permanent  loan  to  the 
Woman's  College  Library. ) 

Departmental  fee  funds  are  allocated  by  formula  to  the  East  Campus  and 
West  Campus  libraries.   The  Library  Council  has  made  these  funds  reasonably 
fluid  so  that  departments  may  shift  unexpended  balances  from  one  campus  to 
the  other  without  applying  to  the  Council  for  approval. 

COLLECTION  OF  FOREIGN  CENSUS  PUBLICATIONS 

The  librarians  of  Duke  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  have  agreed 
to  divide  responsibility  for  fairly  exhaustive  collecting  of  published  cen- 
sus materials. 

Duke  will  collect  census  material  from  Great  Britain  and  all  parts  of 
the  British  Commonwealth;  the  U.S.S.R. ;  Far  Eastern  countries  located  geo- 
graphically between  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  eastern  boundary  of  India; 
Mexico;  Central  America;  and  Columbia,  Ecuador,  Brazil,  Bolivia,  and  Peru 
in  South  America. 

At  the  University  of  North  Carolina  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  Africa 
(except  British  Commonwealth  countries);  the  Near  East  (i.e.,  India,  west 
to  Europe);  Continental  Europe  (except  the  U.S.S.R.  ) ;  the  Caribbean;  the 
West  Indies;  and  Latin  American  countries  including  Argentina,  Chile,  Para- 
guay, Uruguay  and  Venezuela.

Should  you  wish  to  suggest   any  books  that  ought  to  be  re- 
printed,  please  csll  them  to  the  attention  of  Miss  Merritt,    Chief  of  Tech- 
nical Processes.     The  name  of  the  publisher,    es  well  as  the  date  of  publica- 
tion should  be  included  with  the  author  and  title.      In  recommending  books 
it    should  be  kept  in  mind  that  those  with  the  greatest   sales  potential  to 
libraries  and  to  scholars  will  have  the  best  chance  of  being  reprinted.

NOTABLE  ACQUISITIONS 

The  screen  play  of  the  best  selling  novel  by  Frances  Gray  Patton, 
Good  Morning.  Miss  Dove,  has  been  received  as  a  gift  of  Samuel  Engel, 
producer,  20th  Century  Fox.   Last  year  the  original  manuscript  of  the 
novel  was  presented  to  the  library  by  the  author. 

An  important  addition  to  the  General  Robert  L.  Eichelberger  papers, 
consisting  of  about  400  family  letters  written  by  General  Eichelberger 
while  he  was  serving  with  the  A. E.F.  in  Siberia,  has  been  received  by  the 
library. 

The 'Manuscript  Department  has  recently  acquired  the  personal  and  of- 
ficial papers  of  Edwin  T.  Booton,  lawyer,  insurance  agent,  and  local  poli- 
tician of  Luray,  Virginia  during  the  latter  half  of  the  19th  century.  About 
10,000  items  are  included  in  this  collection. 

Several  small  collections  of  19th  century  papers  have  been  acquired 
in  late  months,  notably  the  Leach- Lancaster  correspondence  which  includes 
approximately  100  letters  written  during  the  Confederacy;  the  Captain  Jo- 
seph Long  papers,  containing  209  letters  written  between  1820  and  1850  by 
friends  who  had  moved  west;  and  the  Philip  J.  Weaver  papers  of  business 
correspondence  regarding  land  speculation  in  Mississippi  and  Alabama  dur- 
ing the  19th  century. 

Interesting  additions  to  the  Rare  Book  Collection  include  a  nicely 
bound  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  Washington  Irving' s  Sketchbook.  1819-1820, 
and  four  incunabula  printed  between  1474  and  1491.

This  year's  speaker  will  be  John  Malcolm  Brinnin,  poet,    editor,  and 
teacher,  now  actively  engaged  as  the  director  of  the  Poetry  Center  of  the 
TM-TWHA  in  Hew  York  City  and  teacher  at  the  University  of  Connecticut.     While 
his  works  include  several  volumes  of  poems,   Mr.   Brinnin' s  latest  contribution 
is  a  biographical  study,  Dylan  Thomas  in  America,  an  Intimate  Journal. 


CONFEDERATE  IMPRINTS 

Mar  Jorle  Lyle  Crandall'  s  Confederate  Imprints,   a.  Checklist  Based  on  the 
Collection  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum  has  been  published  recently  in  two  volumes 
and  is  available  for  consultation  in  the  Reference  Room  of  the  General  Library. 
Although  the  compiler  makes  no  claim  that  this  is  an  exhaustive  work,   the  in- 
clusion of  some  5,121  Confederate  items  makes  it  one  of  the  more  nearly  com- 
plete checklists  in  the  field  of  national  bibliography  and  an  important  tool 
for  students  of  Civil  War  History. 

Walter  Muir  Whitehill  in  the  introduction  reports  that  the  Duke  University 
Library  has  1,224  of  the  titles  listed  and  that  two  of  our  staff  members,  Mattie 
Russell  and  Jay  Luvaas,  assisted  the  compiler  in  the  preparation  of  the  check- 
list. 
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THE  WALT  WHITMAN  COLLECT ION:  USE  AND  GROWTH 

The  Bare  Book  Room  reports  sn  unusual  recent  "run"  on  the  Walt 
Whitman  Collection.  Numerous  demands  upon  the  Collection  in  the  weeks 
Just  past  are  perhaps  in  part  a  belated  result  of  the  emphasis  on 
Whitman  in  1955,  the  centenary  of  Leaves  of  Or as a .  Whitman  scholars 
making  use  of  manuscript  material  have  included.  Br,  Harold  W.  Blodgett, 
editor  of  The  Best  of  Whitman.  1953;  Professor  Tskashi  Sugiki  of  Rikkyo 
University,  who  is  preparing  a  bibliography  of  Whitman  translations  and 
criticism  in  Japan;  and  one  of  Professor  Clarence  Oohdes'  graduate  stu- 
dents, Mr.  Loren  Davidson,  now  at  work  on  Whitman's  Song  of_  Myself.. 
There  have  been  several  requests,  from  these  scholars  and  othere,  for 
photographic  copies  of  manuscripts  in  the  Whitman  Collection. 

The  Whitman  Collection  is  also  growing.  Thanks  to  a  gift  of 
interest  and  value  from  the  Swarthmore  College  Library,  local  scholars 
will  now  have  access  to  materials  formerly  in  the  private  collection 
of  Clifton  Joseph  Furness,  editor  of  Walt  Whitman' s  Workshop.  1928. 
The  collection  contains  four  notebooks  filled  with  typescript  copies 
of  Whitman  MSS.  culled  from  important  collections  by  Professor  Furness; 
a  large  number  of  photostats  of  MSS. ;  several  valuable  periodicals,  in- 
cluding a  complete  run  of  the  rare  Japanese  Blake  end  Whitman.  1931-1932; 
together  with  Japanese  translations  of  Leaves  of  Grass,  and  some  other 
books.  These  materials,  though  not  yet  fully  processed  by  the  Library, 
have  already  been  of  use  to  some  of  our  visiting  researchers. 


GIFT  NOTES 


Rare  Medical  Manuscript. 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Schuman  have  presented  to  the  Duke  Hospital 
Library  a  rare  15th  century  manuscript  of  the  celebrated  Regimen 
Sanltatig  Salernitanum  of  Magninus  of  Milan  to  be  added  to  the  Josi&h 
C.  Trent  Collection  in  the  History  of  Medicine.  The  flegimen  is  a  sort 
of  handbook  of  domestic  medicines  and,  according  to  some  scholars,  was 
the  backbone  of  all  practical  medical  literature  up  to  the  time  of  the 
Renaissance.  Although  it  exists  in  innumerable  manuscripts,  some  dat- 
ing as  early  as  the  thirteenth  century,  this  copy  is  the  only  one  known 
to  be  in  America. 

Chinese  Scrolls, 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  John  Foster  Dulles,  the  James  A. 
Thomas  Memorial  collection  has  recently  acquired  two  antique  Chinese 
silk  scrolls.  These  gifts,  on©  dating  from  the  late  Sooag  Dynasty 
(960-1279  AD)  and  the  other  a  product  of  the  late  17th  century,  will 
be  exhibited  in  the  Thomas  Room  of  the  Woman's  College  Library. 

CURRENT  RELIGIOUS  PERIODICALS  NOW  IN  DIVINITY  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

Approximately  200  current  theological  periodicals  and  journals 
have  been  moved  from  the  Periodical  Room  of  the  General  Library  to  the 
Divinity  School  Library.  All  bound  volumes  of  the  journals,  however, 
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will  continue  to  be  housed  and  serviced  in  the  General  Library.  This 
move  would  have  been  made  years  ago  had  shelf  space  in  the  old  Divinity 
Library  permitted. 


INCREASE  SHOWN  IN  BOOK  LOANS 

Circulation  summaries  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  current 
fiscal  year  show  an  increase  of  3.9  percent  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  1954-55  in  the  total  number  of  books  charged  at  all  service 
points  in  the  University  Libraries.  The  largest  increases  occurred 
in  the  College  of  Engineering  Library  (36  percent)  and  the  Divinity 
School  Library  (23.5  percent),  while  all  other  departments  reported 
minor  increases.  A  decrease  of  1.9  percent  in  the  use  of  reserve  books 
has  been  offset  by  an  increase  of  8.5  percent  in  the  number  of  books 
charged  for  home  use.

Professor  Thomas  B.  Alexander  of  Georgia  State  Teachers  College 
did  research  on  the  "Perslstance  of  Whiggery,  1860-1890. "

collection  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  second  volume 
of  his  biography  of  Jefferson  Davis. 

Mr.  Burke  Davis  of  Guilford  College  has  been  a  frequent  visitor, 
studying  manuscripts  relating  to  Civil  War  participants. 


INTERESTING  ACQUISITIONS 

The  Manuscripts  Department  has  acquired  recently  a  letter  written 
by  Thomas  Carlyle  In  1867  in  which  the  writer  expresses  doubt  that  any 
collection  of  papers  or  books  on  the  Civil  War  would  ever  be  very  sale- 
able in  England  or  on  the  Continent. 

Also  received  by  the  Manuscripts  staff  is  a  collection  of  the  cor- 
respondence of  George  Harvey,  written  between  1891  and  1910  when  he  was 
editor  of  the  North  American  Review  and  president  of  Harper  and  Brothers. 

The  University  of  Kentucky  Library  has  sent  to  us  on  exchange  a 
positive  microfilm  copy  of  the  Kentucky  Reporter,  a  weekly  newspaper 
published  in  Lexington  from  1808  to  1830.

A  small  selection  of  worthwhile  books  of  current  interest  to  both  faculty 
and  students  is  maintained  in  the  Undergraduate  Reading  Room  for  browsing  and 
recreational  reading.     When  these  titles  have  outlived  their  usefulness  on  the 
current  literature  shelves,    they  are   transferred  to  the   stack  collection. 

Selection  of  materials  for  these  shelves  is  handled  largely  by  the  library- 
staff.     However,   if  there   are  titles  of  interest  which  you  would  like  to  see  added 
to  the  current  literature  collection,   please  call  them  to   the  attention  of  Mrs. 
Harrison,   Librarian  of  the  Undergraduate  Reading  Room.      Indefinite  loan  privileges 
accorded  to  faculty  members  do  not  qpply  to  books  on  the  current  literature 
shelves.     Since  this  collection  is  small  and  heavily  used,   faculty  members   are 
expected  to  observe   the  usual  llj-day  limit  on  these  books. 
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CIRCULATION  SUMMARY 

During  1955-56  the  number  of  books  charged  at  all 'circulation  points  in 
the  University  libraries   totalled  3Ul,5l3,    an  increase  of  9,900  over  the  pre- 
vious fiscal  year.     A  decrease  of  U,035  in  the  number  of  reserve  book  charges  was 
off -set  by  an  increase  of  13,935  in  the  number  of  books  charged  for  home  use. 

RECENT  ADDITIONS  TC  THE  MANUSCRIPTS  COLLECTION 

Iverson  L.    Brookes  Papers,   1831-1888 

The  correspondence  of  a  Baptist  preacher  and  landholder  in  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia.     These  letters,   357  in  number,   contain  much  interesting  information 
on  political  and  economic  conditions  in  the  South  and  include  many  valuable 
comments  on  religious  issues  of  the  day. 

Armistead  T.  M.  Filler  Papers,   1821-1935 

The  personal  and  business  correspondence  of   the  Filler  family,  prominent 
planters  of  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,    containing  about  U800  items  and  21  bound 
volumes.     Filler  was  connected  with  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  was   a 
member  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,    and  had  interests  in  silver 
mines,    livestock,   insurance  and  the  marble  business.     This  collection  contains 
numerous  letters  from  Woodrow  Wilson,   General- Marcus  Wright,   J.   K.  Vardaman  and 
William  G.  McAdoo. 

John  P.   Grace  Papers,   1906-19UO 

Containing  5,097  items  and  three  bound  volumes,    these  papers  constitute 
a  significant  addition  to  the  John  P.   Grace  papers   already  in  the  Duke  Uni- 
versity Library.     Most  of  the  letters  were  written  while  Grace  was  mayor  of 
Charleston,  S.   C.    and  they  deal  in  large  measure  with  local,   state,    and 
national  politics. 

During  the  past  year  about  2,000  papers  from  the  office  of  Dean  Wilburt 
C.   Davison  of   the  Medical  School  have  been  added  to   the  University  Archives 
Collection.

1.  A  letter,    dated  1775,   of  John  Montagu,  Fourth  Earl  of  Sandwich, 
which  comments  on  the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution; 

2.  The  papers  (1792-183U)  of  Sir  John  Newport  of  Waterford,  Ireland, 
containing  68  items  significant  for  the  history  of  Franco-British  relations 
following  Napoleon's   return  from  Elba; 

3.  The  papers   (170U-1877)    of  Arthur  Wellesley,  First  Duke  of  Wellington, 
containing  73  items  concerning  political  and  irilitary  affairs.

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BOOKS  ORDERED  "RUSH"  COST  THE  LIBRARY  MORE 


The  number  of  books  ordered  "rush"  during  the  last  two  months  makes  us 
wonder  if  members  of  the  faculty  are  aware  of  the;  extra  cost  to  the  library  of 
giving  books  this  special  treatment.   Between  August  15  and  October  IS,  294 
titles  (907  volumes)  received  it.   Some  "rush"  orders  will  always  be  necessary, 
but  we  hope  that  knowledge  of  the  additional  cost  of  such  service  will  encour- 
age everyone  to  hold  them  to  a  minimum. 

Frequently  the  library  receives  less  discount  on  a  book  ordered  "rush" 
than  would  have  been  received  had  several  titles  been  ordered  at  the  same  time. 
But  most  of  the  extra  cost  lies  in  the  cost  of  processing  them.   From  the  re- 
ceipt of  an  order  in  the  Technical  Processing  Division  until  the  book  has  been 
cataloged  and  delivered  to  its  proper  place  on  the  shelves,  at  least  eight  mem- 
bers participate  in  the  operation.   Normally,  books  move  from  the  Receiving 
Room  to  the  shelves  in  assembly-line  fashion.   Those  ordered  '"rush",  however, 
must  be  removed  from  the  regular  order  and  given  special  treatment  by  sach  of 
the  eight  parsons.  An  example  or  two  of  the  extra  attention  each  title  requires 
before  it  ever  readies  the  Catalog  Department  may  be  in  order:  two  extra  cards 
must  be  made  for  the  Shipping  and  Receiving  Roon  attendant  who  must  check  all 
incoming  packages  each  day  and  for  the  checking  assistant  in  the  Order  Depart- 
ment who  must  trace  the  order  if  the  book  is  not  received  immediately.  Since  a 
book  so  ordered  generally  arrives  ahead  of  the  invoice,  special  handling  and 
record-keeping  are  required.   This  kind  of  treatment  must  continue  as  the  book 
proceeds  through  the  Cataloging  Department. 

Your  "rush"  orders  will  still  be  executed  promptly,  but  any  reduction  in 
the  number  of  books  so  ordered  will  mean  more  boors  acquired  and  processed  tor 
the  University  libraries.

RENEWAL  OF  BOOKS  BORROWED  BY  FACULTY 

Faculty  members  who  have  not  renewed  or  returned  books  borrowed  before  April  X 
are  reminded  that  this  annual  renewal  must  be  complete  before  the  end  of  the 
first  semester.   The  Circulation  Department  mailed  second  reminder  notices  during 
October.  A  prompt  response  will  be  appreciated. 

RESERVE  BOOKS 

This  fall  over  13,600  volumes  have  been  processed  and  placed  on  open  shelf 
reserve  in  the  two  reading  rooms  of  the  General  Library  and  in  the  reserve  area 
of  the  Woman's  College  Library.  This  represents  an  increase  of  about  20%  over 
last  year.   In  our  strictly  lay  opinion  mori'  volumes  are  reserved  for  soms  courses 
than  appear  necessary:  for  example,  more  than  400  volumes  are  reserved  for  one 
course;  for  another,  almost  every  book  the  librrry  owns  on  the  subject  has  been 
reserved. 

Reading  room  attendants  report  that  generally  fewer  books  are  borrowed  from 
large  reserves  than  from  smaller,  more  selective  collections  in  the  same  general 
field.  Also,  that  the  larger  collections  appear  to  overwhelm  students  to  the 
extent  that  they  browse  less  in  these  than  in  the  small  collections,   The  reserve 
book  problem  is  an  old  one  which  requires  constant  study.   If  you  have  fresh 
ideas  on  the  subject  you  should  confer  with  Mr.  Strowd,  Head  of  the  Circulation 
Department,  or  Mr.  Waggoner,  Assistant  Librarian,

EXPERMENT  IN  READING 

An  experimental  program  designed  to  stimulate  reading  in  the  introductory 
course  in  Political  Science  is  being  tried  for  the  first  time  this  fall.  A 
series  of  weekly  book  lists  and  posters,  and  correlation  of  class  work  and 
library  reading  are  some  of  the*  features  of  the  program,  which  was  drawn  up 
by  the  Library  staff  and  the  Political  Science  Department.

NEW  MICROPRINT  READER  IN  WOMAN'S  COLLEGE 
LIBRARY 

The  Woman's  College  Library  has  acquired  a  Kodagraph  Microprint  Reader, 
which  accommodates  cards  of  sizes  up  to  8-1/2  inches  in  width  by  14  inches  in 
length.  This,  along  with  a  Kodagraph  Film' Reader  for  projection  of  16  mm.  and 
35  mm.  microfilm,  provides  complete  facilities  for  the  use  of  microprinted  and 
microfilm  materials  on  the  Bast  Campus. 


GRADUATE  LIBRARY  TOURS 

At  the  beginning  of  each  semester  library  orientation  tours  for  new  graduate 
students  are  conducted  by  staff  members  of  the  Reference  Department.  Bach  group 
of  students  is  given  a  short  lecture  on  library  facilities  and  how  to  use  them 
by  Florence  Blakely,  Head  of  the  Reference  Department,  and  a  guided  tour  of 
various  rooms  and  departments  by  other  members  of  the  library  .staff.

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GRAY  HERBARIUM  INDEX 

The  Botany  Department  has  acquired  a  photostatic  copy  of  the  Gray 
Herbarium  card  index.   Issued  quarterly  to  subscribers,  this  index 
accounts  for  all  new  names  and  new  combinations  applied  in  any  category 
to  the  flowering  plants  and  pteridophytes  of  the  western  hemisphere. 
Although  it  duplicates  Index  Ke wens is  insofar  as  concerns  generic 
names  and  binomials,  the  index  is  invaluable  to  students  of  New  World 
plants  since  it  accounts  for  Latin  names  given  to  vascular  plants 
since  1.^73,  irrespective  of  category  and  irrespective  of  whether  pub- 
lished in  a  New  World  or  an  Old  World  publication. 


COMMONWEALTH  FUND  ACQUISITIONS 

As  a  result  of  the  library  program  sponsored  by  the  Duke  University 
Commonweal t-h-S tudies  Center,  the  library  has  acquired,  thus  far,  some 
550  titles  relating  to  British  Commonwealth  countries.  Other  Common- 
wealth acquisitions  during  the  past  two  years  include  official  govern- 
ment publications;  thirty-one  periodicals  (non-official);  nine  news- 
papers; and  the  publications  of  various  political  and  economic  groups 
in  Africa,  Australia,  Canada,  New  Zealand  and  the  United  Kingdom.   In 
an  effort  to  facilitate  the  processing  of  these  materials  for  use,  the 
Committee  on  Commonwealth  Studies  provided  for  the  part-time  employment 
of  a  trained  librarian,  Mrs.  Olin  Mouzon,  in  September. 
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FACULTY  REPRINTS 

Reprints  of  faculty  publications  are  added  to  the  permanent  col- 
lection and  are  readily  available  as  a  part  of  the  closed  shelf  pam- 
phlet collection.   Since  the  library  has  most  of  the  journals  in  which 
these  articles  were  originally  published,  and  since  almost  all  of  them 
are  indexed  in  one  or  more  of  the  periodical  indexes  on  the  campus, 
faculty  reprints  are  given  very  brief  and  simple  cataloging.  As  a 
general  rule  only  author  cards  will  be  filed  in  the  public  catalog 
unless  an  author  presents  sufficient  reasons  for  more  complete  cata- 
loging for  the  reprint  of  his  article.  Reprints  should  be  sent  to 
Miss  Gertrude  Merritt,  Chief  of  Technical  Processing,  Room  220, 
Library. 


ARL  FOREIGN  NEWSPAPER  PROJECTS 

In  the  interest  of  reducing  duplication  of  foreign  newspaper 
files  in  this  country  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries  has  estab- 
lished a  pool  of  foreign  newspapers  on  microfilm  at  the  Midwest  Inter- 
library  Center  in  Chicago.   This  pool  is  being  maintained  by  annual 
subscription  fees  which  entitle  participating  libraries  to  borrow 
microfilm  from  the  collection  and  to  purchase  positive  film  at  cost. 
To  date  films  for  eighty-nine  newspapers  are  available  from  the  Center. 
Duke  is  participating,  and  a  list  of  the  papers  may  be  seen  in  the 
Newspaper  Room  or  in  the  Reference  Room. 


A.L.A.  DISTINGUISHED  BOOK  AWARDS 

The  American  Library  Association  announced  recently  that  awards 
totalling  $30,000.00  will  be  made  by  the  Association  to  the  authors 
of  books  published  in  1956  and  in  1957  which  "make  distinguished  con- 
tributions to  the  American  tradition  of  liberty  and  justice".  Each 
year  awards  of  $5,000  each  will  be  presented  to  the  authors  of  the 
most  distinguished  books  published  in  the  United  States  in  three  cate- 
gories: (1)  contemporary  problems  and  affairs  (non-fiction);  (2)  history 
and  biography  (non-fiction);  (3)  imaginative  literature  (fiction, 
poetry  or  published  drama). 

Anyone  may  suggest  published  writers  to  be  considered  for  the 
awards.  Separate  juries  of  three  persons  prominent  in  each  of  the  three 
fields  of  work  represented  by  the  categories  will  select  the  award 
winners.

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INCREASE  IN  CIRCULATION 

Circulation  summaries  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  current 
fiscal  year  show  an  increase  of  5.9%  over  the  corresponding  period 
of  1955-56  in  the  total  number  of  books  charged  at  all  service  points 
in  the  University  Libraries.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  although  the  number  of  books 
placed  on  reserve  increased  by  207o  over  last  year,  (see  Newsletter 
of  October,  1956)  the  increase  in  reserve  book  use  was  only  1.8%. 
During  the  same  period  of  1955-56  reserve  book  loans  had  increased 
by  6.3%  over  1954-55. 

BOUND  PERIODICALS  SHIFTED  TO  NEW  LOCATION  IN  W.C.L. 

During  recent  weeks  the  bound  periodicals  collection  of  the 
Woman's  College  Library  has  been  moved  from  the  Reference  Room  and 
the  fourth  floor  of  the  stacks  to  the  central  storage  area  adjacent 
to  the  basement  reading  room.   This  relocation  brings  all  bound 
periodicals  together  in  one  room  near  a  reading  area  and  releases 
shelves  needed  for  expansion  of  the  book  collection.

A  joint  committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Association  and 
the  North  Carolina  English  Teachers'  Association  is  preparing  an 
annotated  bibliography  of  North  Carolina  fiction.   The  following  staff 
members  are  assisting  in  this  project:  Florence  Blakely,  NCLA  com- 
mittee member  Mary  Canada,  Esther  Evans  and  Mary  Frances  Morris. 

With  the  aid  of  Edwin  Hix  and  Mary  Canada  the  NCLA  Committee  on 
the  Conservation  of  Newspaper  Resources,  of  which  Mr.  Powell  is  chair- 
man, is  attempting  to  locate  files  of  the  more  significant  North 
Carolina  newspapers  published  since  the  advent  of  wood  pulp  paper  in 
1870.   This  is  the  first  step  in  a  proposed  statewide  filming  project 
to  preserve  complete  files  of  the  important  newspapers  of  North  Carolina 
published  since  that  date.  Other  projects  of  the  committee  include  the

MR.  LAMBETH'S  GIFT 

Mr.  J.  Walter  Lambeth  of  Thomasville ,  N.  C.  has  given  the  University 
$10,000  for  developing  in  the  library  a  "J.  Walter  Lambeth  Collection" 
of  books  to  increase  our  knowledge  of  world  problems  and  to  promote 
international  understanding.   In  addition  Mr.  Lambeth  has  bequeathed 
to  the  library  his  official  correspondence  papers,  documents  and  about 
one  thousand  books.  Among  the  papers  are  some  thirty  speeches  delivered 
by  Mr.  Lambeth  in  and  out  of  Congress  since  1930. 

Mr.  Lambeth  is  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College  (Class  of  1916).  He 
describes  himself  as  an  admirer  of  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  during  his  years 
in  Congress  he  had  many  eminent  men  as  his  close  friends:   Josephus 
Daniels,  Cordell  Hull,  and  Frank  P.  Graham  among  others.   Mr.  Lambeth 
has  been  mayor  of  his  native  city,  and  a  Senator  in  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly.  His  interest  in  books  and  libraries  is  well  known; 
it  is  attested  not  only  by  his  recent  gift  to  this  Library,  but  by  a 
joint  contribution,  with  his  sister,  of  $75,000  toward  providing  a  new 
building  for  the  public  library  in  Thomasville. 

MUSEUM  PIECES  IN  THE  LIBRARY 

In  connection  with  the  Founders'  Bay  exhibit  in  December,  honoring 
James  B.  Duke,  the  Library  acquired  (on  long-term  loan)  the  gold  watch 
and  glasses  case  which  were  used  by  Mr.  Duke  for  many  years,  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1925.  These  valuable  and  interesting  items  are  now 
kept  in  the  Library  vault.  They  are  two  among  the  many  museum  pieces 
or  mementos  which  the  Library  has  inherited  or  otherwise  acquired  during 
the  years  of  its  existence.

Some  of  the  other  relics  are  Mr.  Duke's  desk  set,  a  copy  of  the 
Endowment  Indenture  engraved  on  trass  plates,  several  swords.  Trinity 
College  flags,  a  dress  suit,  cane  and  shoes  which  belonged  to  Wash- 
ington Duke,  the  pen  with  which  the  indenture  was  signed,  one  of 
J.  B.  Duke's  desks,  saddle  bags  of  the  1860's  used  by  B.  A.  York 
(the  son  of  Brantley  York  of  Union  Institute,  which  was  a  predecessor 
of  Trinity  College),  a  brick  from  the  White  House,  the  trowel  used 
by  Doris  Duke  in  laying  the  cornerstone  of  the  West  Campus  (June  5, 
1928),  a  Wedgewood  pitcher  bequeathed  to  the  University  by  the  late 
Professor  N.  I.  White,  a  carved  wooden  crown  from  Durham  Castle  in 
England,  a  bronze  medallion  in  honor  of  James  Russell  Lowell,  a 
watch  said  to  have  belonged  to  Lord  Delaware,  and  a  bust  of  the 
novelist  and  Dante  scholar,  Henry  Uellamann, 
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FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DINNER 

The  annual  dinner  meeting  of  the  Friends  of  Duke  University  Library 
was  held  on  Thursday,  April  25,  in  the  West  Campus  Union  Ballroom. 

Dr.  William  Kaye  Lamb,  Dominion  Archivist  and  National  Librarian  of 
Canada,  spoke  on  the  subject  of  "The  National  Library  of  Canada  and 
Canadian  Bibliography."  Dr.  Lamb  was  Librarian  of  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  from  1940  until  1948.   In  the  latter  year  he  was  assigned 
by  the  Canadian  government  to  the  task  of  planning  a  National  Library, ?

Results  of  the  1957  undergraduate  student  book  collectors'  contest 
were  announced  at  a  meeting  in  the  Rare  Book  Room,  Wednesday  afternoon, 
April  24,  as  follows:   first  prize  of  $25  to  Repton  H.  Merritt  of  the 
senior  class,  who  also  won  the  first  prize  in  1956,  for  his  general  collec- 
tion; second  prize  of  $15  to  George  C.  Hudson,  Jr.,  a  sophomore,  for  his 
collection  of  poetry  and  short  stories;  and  third  prize  of  $10  to  Frank 
N.  Egerton  III,  a  junior,  for  his  collection  of  ornithology  and  other  nat- 
ural history. 

At  the  awards  meeting  Professor  John  Alden  of  the  Department  of 
History  spoke  informally  about  his  experiences  as  a  contributor  of  a 
volume  in  the  American  Nation  Series.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  according  to  library  records, 
3,558,512  books  have  been  borrowed  from  Duke  University  libraries  since 
July  1,  1925.  This  is  an  average  of  267,422  books  loaned  per  year.  The 
largest  number  of  books  loaned  during  any  one  year  in  this  period  was 
441,409  in  1946-47;  the  smallest  number  was  44,900  in  1926-27.  Circu- 
lation statistics  from  the  Law  and  Medical  Libraries  are  not  included 
in  these  records.

CONTROL  FILES  OF  JEFFERSON  PAPERS  AVAILABLE  ON  FILM 

The  editorial  offices  of  The  Papers  of  Thomas  Jefferson  has  announced 
recently  that  positive  microfilm  copies  of  the  editorial  control  files  of 
The  Papers  have  been  deposited  in  the  following  libraries:   Library  of 
Congress,  Princeton,  University  of  Virginia,  Massachusetts  Historical  So- 
ciety, Missouri  Historical  Society,  University  of  Chicago,  and  the  Henry 
E.  Huntington  Library.   These  control  files  provide  a  convenient  location 
guide  to  some  60,000  documents  and  letters  written  by  or  to  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son that  are  to  be  found  in  several  hundred  public  and  private  repositor- 
ies.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  editors  that  tne  film  copies,  available  from 
the  above  libraries  through  interlibrary  loan,  will  provide  scholars  with  a 
useful  guide  tq  aid  them  in  their  researches  during  the  years  that  the 
editorial  work  on  The  Papers  is  being  carried  forward.  Editor  of  The 
Papers  is  Julian  P.  Boyd,  '25,   M.A.  '26,  Librarian  of  Princeton  University, 
from  1940-52.

Enlargement  of  the  bulletin  board  space  where  current  litera- 
ture materials  are  advertised  has  already  resulted  in  a  marked  increase 
in  the  use  of  the  Current  Literature  Shelf. 

This  area  will  continue  to  be  used  to  exhibit  and  advertise  materials 
and  events  of  current  interest  to  the  University  community.   Working 
Closely  with  the  Student  Union  Committee  and  the  Student  Forum,  and  with 
the  frequent  cooperation  of  the  Gothic  Book  Shop,  the  Undergraduate  Read- 
ing Room  staff  has  exhibited  materials  relative  to  each  of  the  speakers 
brought  to  the  campus  this  year.   Undergraduate  reaction  to  this  type  of 
exhibits  has  been  most  favorable  and  encourages  the  library  to  continue 
them  along  the  same  lines  in  the  future. 


LIBRARY  LECTURES  TO  FRESHMEN 

During  the  first  weeks  of  each  spring  semester  the  staff  of  the 
Reference  Department  gives  formal  lectures  to  about  forty  classes  of 
English  2  students.  These  lectures  are  timed  to  coincide  with  the  begirw 
ning  of  the  students*  research  on  term  paper  topics.  They  include  a  brief 
description  of  the  collection,  an  explanation  of  services  provided  in  each 
department  and  a  discussion  on  how  to  use  the  card  catalog,  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  subject  approach  to  the  catalog. 
Periodical  and  newspaper  indexes  are  also  stressed  to  some  extent  while 
subject  bibliographies  are  discussed  as  far  as  time  permits. 

These  lectures  provide  new  students  with  general  information  on  thq 
library  and  are  not  slanted  in  the  direction  of  any  particular  subject 
fie^d.   Instruction  in  the  library's  resources  on  special  subjects  may  be 
received  by  any  class  or  individual  upon  application  to  Miss  Blakely,

A  volume  of  the  minutes  of  the  Guilford  Circuit  of  the 
Methodist  Church  of  North  Carolina  for  the  period  from  June

Dearmont  was  colonel  of  the  Clarke  County  (Va,) 
militia  prior  to  the  Civil  War  and  was  active  witl. 
it  during  the  John  Brown  outbreak.   During  the  war 
he  was  salt  agent  for  the  county  and  a  member  of 
Mosby's  Cavalry. 

Henry  McCulloh.   Papers,  1745-1750.   1  item  and  1  volume. 
The  item  is  a  land  grant  from  George  II  to  Henry 
McCulloh,  a  quitrent  agent  in  North  Carolina  for 
His  Majesty's  Government.   The  manuscript  volume

RENEWAL  OF  BOOKS  CHARGED  TO  FACULTY  MEMBERS 

Notices  will  be  mailed  in  May  calling  your  attention  to  the  University 
requirement  that  all  books  borrowed  by  members  of  the  faculty  must  be  re- 
turned or  renewed  once  a  year.  Renewal  lists  should  include  the  call  num- 
bers, authors  and  titles  for  all  books  borrowed  before  April  1,  1957. 
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In  the  past  it  has  been  observed  that  discrepancies  occur  in  the 
records  of  books  charged  to  faculty  members,  and  occasional  misunderstand- 
ings develop  because  a  faculty  member  lends  a  library  book  he  has  charged 
to  himself  to  one  of  his  colleagues  or  to  a  student  who  may  be  in  need  of 
the  book  or  books  in  question.   Presumably  the  faculty  member  who  lends 
the  book  expects  the  new  borrower  to  assume  responsibility  for  it. 

We  ask  your  cooperation,  therefore,  in  seeing  that  library  books  are 
not  transferred  to  another  borrower  without  appropriate  changes  in  the 
charging  records.   In  order  that  such  changes  may  be  made,  the  book  in 
question  must  be  returned  to  the  loan  desk  from  which  it  was  borrowed. 

Incidentally,  the  indefinite  loan  privileges  accorded  to  faculty  mem- 
bers do  not  apply  to  books  on  the  Current  Literature  shelf.   Faculty  members 
are  expected  to  observe  the  usual  fourteen  day  limit  on  these  books. 


WORK  CONTINUED  ON  MAZZONI  COLLECTION  BY  MISS  ELIZABETH  LANSING 

Listing  and  cataloging  the  Mazzoni  collection  is  being  continued  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Lansing,  who  joined  the  staff  on  a  part  time  basis  last 
November.   The  collection,  which  was  acquired  by  the  University  in  1948, 
was  assembled  by  Professor  Guido  Mazzoni,  a  distinguished  literary  historian 
and  scholar  who  taught  for  many  years  at  the  University  of  Florence. 

The  listing  of  the  books  in  the  collection  is  virtually  finished,  but 
approximately  63,000  pamphlets  remain  to  be  processed. 
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GROWTH  AND  USE,  1956-57 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1957,  50,514  volumes  were  cataloged  and  of- 
ficially added  to  the  libraries  of  the  University. 

Present  holdings  include  1,292,448  volumes;  2,557,938  manuscripts;  9,146  micro- 
film reels;  and  4,642  periodicals  received  regularly.

RESERVE  BOOKS 

Reserve  lists  should  be  turned  in  to  the  circulation  librarian  of  the  appro- 
priate library  at  least  ten  days  before  the  effective  date  of  the  reserve.  This 
will  enable  the  library  staff  to  process  each  reserve  properly  and  will  eliminate 
much  of  the  confusion  among  the  students  during  the  first  week  of  assignments. 
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During  the  past  year  reserve  room  librarians  reported  that  many  reserve 
books  had  never  been  used.   In  view  of  the  continuing  increase  in  the  number 
of  volumes  requested  for  reserve  by  members  of  the  faculty  (e.g.  18,000  in 
1955-56;  24,000  in  1956-57)  and  the  limited  amount  of  space  in  the  reserve  rooms, 
it  might  be  well  to  review  your  reserve  requests  and  eliminate  some  of  the 
materials  that  are  no  longer  needed. 


WOMAN'S  COLLEGE  LIBRARY  RESERVE  BOOK  ROOM 

For  a  number  of  years  reserve  books  in  the  Woman's  College  Library  have 
been  shelved  in  a  section  of  the  stacks  adjacent  to  the  Circulation  Desk,  taking 
up  valuable  stack  space  and  creating  other  problems  for  the  Circulation  Depart- 
ment.  To  relieve  these  conditions  the  north  reading  room  has  been  converted 
into  a  reserve  book  room  where  reserve  books  will  be  convenient  to  one  of  the 
study  areas.  Closed  reserves  will  be  kept  in  the  office  adjacent  to  this  room, 
and  all  reserve  books  will  be  serviced  and  charged  at  a  new  charging  desk  located 
in  the  corridor.

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COPY  SERVICE  FOR  FACULTY  AND  STUDENTS 

The  Library  can  now  make  its  XeroX-Multilith  equipment  available 
for  copying  materials  for  faculty  and  students.  Heretofore,  because 
certain  time-consuming  mechanical  adjustments  were  necessary  in  shift- 
ing from  card  work  for  the  Library  to  sheet  work,  requests  by  members 
of  the  faculty  and  students  were  processed  only  on  Saturdays.  These 
mechanical  adjustments  still  have  to  be  made,  but  additional  staff  time 
now  permits  both  machines  to  be  operated  simultaneously,  which  was  not 
possible  before. 

Only  flat  sheets  (up  to  legal  size)  can  be  copied  with  this  equip- 
ment. Where  multiple  copies  of  material  in  bound  volumes  are  needed, 
the  first  copy  can  be  made  as  a  photoprint  in  the  Newspaper  and  Micro- 
photography  Division  and  the  remaining  copies  with  XeroX-Multilith. 

The  following  revised  charges  for  XeroX-Multilith  reproductions 
have  been  in  effect  since  October  15:   Single  copy,  25  cents  per  page; 
copies  2  and  3,  10  cents  each;  copies  4  through  25,  one  cent  each;  all 
above  25,  one  half  cent  each.

This  list  will  be  compiled  each  month 
from  reprints  of  faculty  publications  which  have  been  sent  to  Miss 
Gertrude  Merritt,  Chief  of  Tecnnical  Processing,  Room  220  Library. 
Notice  of  these  publications  will  also  be  made  in  subsequent  issues  of 
the  Newsletter. 


CHANGES  IN  THE  WOMAN'S  COLLEGE  LIBRARY  BUILDING 

During  the  past  few  months  several  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
physical  arrangements  of  the  Woman's  College  Library.  The  collection 
of  children's  books  has  been  shifted  from  the  books  tack  to  a  room  in 
the  basement  where  suitable  shelves  will  soon  be  installed  to  accommo- 
date it.  As  reported  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Newsletter,  the  north 
reading  room  has  been  converted  into  a  reserve  reading  room  and  now  con- 
tains all  reserve  books  previously  shelved  in  the  bookstacks.  The  stack 
collection  has  been  shifted  to  take  advantage  of  the  space  made  possible 
by  these  two  moves. 

On  the  south  of  the  entrance  corridor,  the  Booklovers'  Room  has  been 
re-established  as  a  browsing  room.  A  representative  collection  of  books 
in  attractive  editions  will  be  available  here  for  recreational  read- 
ing. 

The  walls  in  the  stack  rooms  were  repainted  during  the  summer. 


LIBRARY  HANDBOOK  REVISED 

A  new  edition  of  the  Students'  Guide  to  the  General  Library  has 
just  been  received  from  the  printer.  Designed  as  a  handbook  for  new 
students,  it  gives  a  brief  description  of  the  services  offered  by  the 
General  Library  and  detailed  instructions  on  the  use  of  the  card  cata- 
log and  reference  services.  While  general  distribution  to  Freshman 
classes  will  not  be  made  until  February,  copies  are  available  to  inter- 
ested students  and  members  of  the  faculty  at  the  Reference  Desk  and  in 
the  Undergraduate  Reading  Room. 


FILM  ON  THE  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

During  the  summer  a  15  minute  motion  picture  on  the  use  of  the 
library  was  filmed  by  W.  K.  Stars  with  the  assistance  of  several  mem- 
bers of  the  Library  staff.  This  movie,  produced  on  16  mm.  color  film 
with  magnetic  sound  track,  will  be  used  as  an  aid  in  orienting  groups 
of  new  students  to  the  Library.   It  explains  in  successive  steps  the 
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use  of  the  card  catalog,  how  a  student  may  obtain  books  at  the  Main 
Loan  Desk,  and  uses  that  may  be  made  of  materials  in  the  reference 
collection.   In  conclusion,  the  film  shows  some  of  the  many  types  of 
material  that  may  be  accumulated  on  one  subject  from  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  library.  >

Biologia  Centrali-Americana.  (Zoological  Volumes) 

London,  1879-1915. 

This  monumental  work  consists  of  sixty-three 
volumes,  of  which  fifty- two  are  devoted  to  zoology.   Edited 
by  Frederick  Du  Cane  Godman  and  Osbert  Salvin,  the  work 
made  its  original  appearance  in  257  paper-covered  parts 
over  a  period  of  thirty-six  years.  The  animals  of  Central 
America — with  the  exception  of  Crustacea,  Protobracheata, 
Vermidea,  and  certain  groups  of  insects — are  carefully  pre- 
sented, arranged  by  their  orders,  tribes,  families,  genera, 
and  species.   The  descriptions  and  plates  are  the  work  of

HAVE  YOU  FINISHED  WITH  THAT  BOUND  PERIODICAL? 


Demands  made  upon  the  collection  of  bound  periodicals  are  always 
heavy,  but  especially  in  the  spring  when  work  on  term  reports  and  research 
papers  is  intensified.   Most  students  hesitate  to  ask  the  library  staff 
to  recall  volumes  charged  to  members  of  the  faculty,  and  consequently 
fail  to  examine  certain  material  which  would  contribute  to  their  study. 
If  members  of  the  faculty  would  return  bound  volumes  of  periodicals  as 
soon  as  they  have  finished  with  them,  the  library  would  be  more  useful 
to  other  members  of  the  University  community. 
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ROLLED  BOOKS? 

A  reproduction  of  Samuel  Wilson's  The  Kentucky  English  Grammar 
(published  in  1797)  is  the  first  title  the  Library  has  received  in 
"rolled-book"  form.   This  book,  printed  on  a  continuous  roll  of  paper, 
was  reproduced  from  film  at  University  Microfilms,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan, 
on  a  new  XeroX  continuous  printer.  This  printer  utilizes  the  Xero- 
graphic process  to  make  enlarged  printed  versions  of  microfilmed  ma* 
terials,  and  at  a  cost  slightly  more  per  page  than  the  microfilm  it- 
self. The  pages  may  be  cut  from  the  roll  and  bound  into  book  form. 

This  new  invention  of  the  Haloid  Company  will  be  of  special 
value  to  scholarship  in  that  it  makes  possible  paper  copies  of  rare 
materials  hitherto  obtainable  only  on  microfilm* 


GIFT  OF  AQUATINTS 

The  Library  is  the  grateful  recipient  of  seven  aquatints  of  in- 
teriors  of  famous  British  libraries.  These  handsome  engravings  are 
the  gift  of  Winston  Broadfoot,  Director  of  the  George  Washington 
Flowers  Memorial  Collection,  and  now  hang  in  the  library  office.

CIRCULATION  STATISTICS 

While  members  of  readers  service  departments  report  continued  heavy 
use  of  library  facilities,  circulation  summaries  for  the  first  six 
nonths  of  the  current  fiscal  year  show  a  decrease  of  3.6  per  cent  from 
the  total  recorded  circulation  of  the  same  period  of  1956-57.   This 
decrease  is  a  direct  result  of  the  sharp  decline  —  38.3  per  cent  — 
in  reserve  book  charges  of  the  Woman's  College  Library,  where,  in  the 
new  reserve  reading  room,  for  the  first  time,  readers  may  use  reserve 
books  in  the  library  building  without  charging  them  out  formally.   By 
the  use  of  comparative  statistics  we  are  able  to  estimate  that  the 
recorded  circulation  of  reserve  materials  actually  represents  only  60 
per  cent  of  their  total  use.

A  Cormac  book  printer  has  recently  been  added  to  the  photocopying 
equipment  of  the  Newspaper  and  Microphotography  Division  of  the  General 
Library*  Consisting  of  two  simple,  compact  units,  this  photocopier 
will  make  exact  copies  of  all  types  of  printed  or  written  materials  up 
to  Il"xl7"  in  size,  and  in  a  fraction  of  the  time  required  to  develop 
a  photograph,  A  special  feature  of  Cormac  is  that  it  will  reproduce 
pages  from  tightly  bound  volumes  if  there  is  an  inner  margin  of  as  much 
as  one-half  inch. 

The  charge  to  faculty  and  students  for  copies  of  materials  re- 
produced on  the  Cormac  book  printer  will  be  25  cents  per  page.  For  ad- 
ditional information  see  Mr.  Edwin  J.  Hix,  Newspaper  and  Microphotography 
Division.

Faculty  members  may  borrow  on  indefinite  loan  any  books  and  other 
materials  not  in  restricted  categories,  subject  to  an  annual  inventory 
when  all  materials  must  be  returned  or  renewed,  and  subject  also  to  re* 
call  after  two  weeks,  if  needed  by  another  reader.  Faculty  members  in- 
clude! 1)  administrative  officers  of  the  university,  2)  teaching  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty,  and  3)  members  of  the  library  staff. 

Other  members  of  the  university  community,  including  1)  wives  and 
families  of  members  of  the  faculty,  2)  non-teaching  doctors,  residents, 
internes,  etc*  in  the  hospital,  and  3)  research,  secretarial  and  clerical 
assistants  in  the  several  schools,  colleges  and  departments,  may  borrow 
materials  for  specific  periods  of  time  ranging  from  three  hours  for  re-' 
serve  books  to  two  weeks  for  unrestricted  books  from  the  stacks.

The  Library  recently  acquired  a  six  volume  history  of  the  United 
States  Merchant  Marine  as  a  gift  from  the  Fairburn  Marine  Educational 
Foundation.   Bntitled  Merchant  Sail,  and  compiled  by  William  Armstrong 
Fairburn  (1876-1947),  this  work  has  been  called  "the  greatest  single 
compilation  of  U,  S.  merchant  sailing  materials  collected  and  reproduced," 
The  set  was  published  by  the  Foundation  and  distributed  gratis  to  selected 
educational  institutions  in  the  United  States, 

This  huge  history  of  the  merchant  fleet  represents  many  years  of 
compiling  and  interpreting  information  about  merchant  sailing  during 
the  colonial  and  early  national  periods  of  the  United  States.  Outstand- 
ing among  the  notes,  essays  and  statistics  contained  therein  is  the  124 
page  index  of  vessels  which  lists  over  13,000  names  with  dates  and 
places  of  building.  The  set  is  shelved  in  the  stacks  of  the  General 
Library.

CIRCULATION  STATISTICS 

Circulation  summaries  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  current  fiscal 
year  showed  a  decrease  of  7,4  percent  in  the  number  of  books  lent  from  all 
service  desks  in  the  University  Libraries,  This  decrease  in  recorded 
circulation  may  be  attributed  to  a  change  in  the  administration  of  reserve 
books  in  the  Woman's  College  Library,  All  reserve  books  are  now  on  open 
shelves  in  the  North  Reading  Room,  where  they  may  be  consulted  without  a 
charge  record  being  made.  Formerly  every  reserve  book  used  was  charged 
at  the  Loan  Desk,  This  new  arrangement  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  of 
42.1  percent  in  reserve  book  circulation  since  September,

COPYING  EQUIPMENT  ON  A  SELP-SBRVICB  BASIS 


During  the  summer  the  library  acquired  two  pieces  of  copying  equip- 
ment for  the  use  of  students  and  members  of  the  faculty.  The  Premier 
Thermo-Fax  copier,  capable  of  making  exact  copies  from  single  sheets  or 
bound  volumes,  will  be  equipped  with  a  coin  operated  paper  dispenser  and 
set  up  for  public  use  in  the  Public  Catalog  Room,  A  Thermo-Fax  "Reader- 
Printer",  which  makes  paper  copies  from  microfilm  at  the  push  of  a 
button,  has  been  installed  in  the  Newspaper  and  Photographic  Services 
Department  (Room  020),  Both  machines  are  operated  on  a  "self-service" 
basis  at  a  cost  of  ten  cents  per  copy  to  the  user* 


LIBRARY  ORIBNTATION  FOR  NEW  STUDENTS 

Instruction  to  freshmen  in  the  use  of  the  library  will  be  given 
this  fall  by  members  of  the  Reference  Department  staff  in  two  separate 
lectures  as  a  part  of  the  English  Department's  new  freshman  English 
program.  The  first  of  these  lectures,  given  on  October  10  and  11  to  com- 
bined classes  of  freshman  English,  was  a  general  orientation  lecture  on 
the  use  of  library  resources  and  facilities  available  at  Duke.  The  final 
lecture,  to  be  held  on  November  21  and  22,  will  stress  the  importance  of 
reference  materials.  The  use  of  audio-visual  materials  and  a  special 
library  exercise  prepared  by  the  Reference  Department  staff  are  new 
features  of  this  program* 
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At  the  beginning  of  each  semester  library  orientation  tours  for 
new  graduate  students  are  conducted  by  staff  members  of  the  Reference 
Department.  This  year  92  new  graduate  students  took  advantage  of  this 
service.  Special  tours  have  also  been  scheduled  for  Woman's  College 
freshmen  and  first  year  medical  students. 


GREEK  LECTIONARY  MICROFILMED 

A  microfilm  copy  of  a  Greek  lectionary,  thought  to  be  of  the 
12th  century,  has-  been  made  by  Photographic  Services  and  added  to  the 
Library's  film  collection.   The  original  is  owned  by  Mr.  Harry  A. 
Walton,  Jr.,  Covington,  Virginia.   The  text  fills  334  leaves,  30  x  24 
cm.,  with  readings  for  the  "movable  feasts",  beginning  with  Easter. 
Writing  appears  in  three  inks:  black  for  the  narrative;  gold  overlyiag 
red  for  headings,  for  the  words  of  Jesus,  Mary,  and  the  voice  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  for  the  opening  of  the  Easter  and  New  Year  readings; 
red  alone  in  various  portions  including  utterances  of  the  disciples, 
John  the  Baptist,  and  the  angel  of  the  annunciation.  Ekphonetic 
notation,  which  served  as  a  guide  for  the  lector's  declamation,  appears 
in  colors  contrasting  with  those  of  the  lettering,  blue  regularly  ac- 
companying text  in  gold  or  red,  red  accompanying  black.  A  detailed 
study  of  the  color  scheme  is  being  conducted  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  Kenneth  W.  Clark. 


MAP  COLLECTION 

At  the  beginning  of  World  War  II  no  adequate  supply  of  good  up- 
to-date  tactical  maps  of  combat  or  probable  combat  areas  existed  in 
the  United  States.  As  a  result,  some  tactical  military  units  were 
forced  to  operate  over  difficult  foreign  terrain  without  the  help  or 
guidance  of  previously-prepared  maps.   In  order  to  prevent  a  recur- 
rence of  this  situation  the  Array  Map  Service,  in  September,  1945,  in- 
augurated a  map  depository  program  by  which  certain  selected  libraries 
in  the  United  States  (including  Duke)  agreed  to  receive  on  deposit 
copies  of  maps  printed  by  the  A.M.S.   In  the  event  of  another  national 
emergency  the  U.  S.  Government  will  now  be  able  to  accumulate  rapidly 
multiple  copies  of  maps  of  almost  any  given  area  by  recalling  them 
from  Army  Map  Service  depositories.  This  program  has  recently  been  re- 
instated after  having  been  suspended  from  1950  (Korean  conflict)  until 
the  spring  of  1958. 

The  maps  are  of  varied  size,  form,  color  and  scale.  They  include 
detailed  information  of  military  significance,  but  are  also  of  consid- 
erable value  to  research  in  economics,  geography,  geology,  political 
science  and  allied  fields. 

The  Library's  map  collection,  consisting  of  some  30,000  maps,  is 
filed  in  special  cabinets  in  the  Documents  Room.   In  addition  to  the 
A.M.S.  depository  maps  the  collection  contains  U.  S.  Geological  Survey 
Topographic  maps,  North  Carolina  county  maps,  and  other  miscellaneous 
items.  All  maps  in  the  collection  are  available  for  loan  to  faculty 
and  students. 
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•  THB  WILLBY  COLLECTION  OF  LICHENOLOGY 

The  University  has  recently  purchased  the  lichenological  library 
of  the  late  Henry  Willey  (1824-1907),  pioneer  American  lichenologist 
and  editor  of  the  New  Bedford  (Mass,)  Standard,  This  collection  con- 
tains some  450  titles,  including  a  large  portion  of  the  more  important 
lichenological  studies  published  from  1850  to  1900  and  several  rare 
monographs  by  Montagne,  Martins,  Nylander,  Miiller  Argoviensis,  Krerapel- 
huber,  Hue,  Massalongo,  and  Garavaglio,  Local  interest  in  lichenology 
has  increased  considerably  since  the  acquisition  of  the  Harmand  herb- 
arium of  lichens  last  year,  and  now  more  extensive  research  in  this 
field  will  be  possible. 


LONG  RANGB  PLANNING 

The  long  range  needs  of  the  University  Libraries  are  being  de- 
scribed in  a  report  now  being  drafted  by  members  of  the  library  staff, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Library  Council  and  a  special  committee  ap- 
pointed by  Vice  President  Gross,  Members  of  the  faculty  are  invited 
and  urged  to  submit  their  thoughts  on  the  kind  of  library  buildings, 
collections  and  staff  that  will  be  required  by  the  University  commun- 
ity in  the  decade  immediately  ahead.

ENGINEERING  INDEX  CARD  SERVICE 

The  current  Index  to  engineering  literature  is  now  available  on 
cards  in  the  School  of  Engineering  Library. 

The  Engineering  Index,  now  in  its  74th  year,  reviews  technical  lit- 
erature published  in  some  1400  leading  periodicals  and  society  trans- 
actions as  well  as  a  number  of  bulletins  and  reports  of  government  bureaus, 
research  laboratories,  technical  institutions  and  other  agencies.  Last 
year  it  provided  annotated  references  to  27,000  articles  in  255  subject 
divisions. 

For  current  work  the  annual  Index  is  kept  up  to  date  by  a  weekly 
card  service  which  supplies  brief  abstracts  of  important  articles  in 
current  engineering  literature.  This  service  has  been  obtained  for  the 
College  of  Engineering  for  the  current  year  and  is  now  available  to  all 
members  of  the  University  community.   It  is  published  on  standard  3X5 
library  cards  containing  subject  heading  classification,  title  of  the 
article,  author  of  the  article,  title  and  date  of  the  publication  and  a 
brief  summary  of  the  article.  As  the  cards  are  received  they  are  filed 
in  a  special  card  catalog  cabinet  in  the  reading  room  of  the  College  of 
Engineering  Library. 

All  materials  indexed  by  this  service  are  retained  by  the  Enginee«» 
ing  Societies  Library  in  New  York  which  will  supply  microfiln,  photo- 
prints or  translations  of  the  text  of  any  reference  supplied  by  the 
Engineering  Jnd^x.

STUDENT  BOOK  COLLECTORS 

Twenty  contestants  took  part  in  the  1959  Undergraduate  Student  Book 
Collectors  Contest.  This  was  the  highest  number  ever  to  compete.  Two 
of  the  three  winners  were  seniors,  and  the  third  a  sophomore. 

George  C.  Hudson,  Jr.,  won  the  first  prize,  $75,  for  his  "Poetry 
and  General  Collection."  Wallace  V.  Kaufman  won  the  second  prize,  $30, 
for  his  "General  Humanities  with  Emphasis  on  Literature  of  England  an 
America."  Donald  K.  Fry,  Jr.  won  the  third  prize,  $20,  for  his  "General 
Collection  with  Emphasis  on  Literature."  Hudson  and  Fry  are  seniors; 
Kaufman  is  a  sophomore.  Mrs.  Rochelle  Goldbloom  received  honorable  men- 
tion for  her  collection  entitled  "Literature  and  Related  Fields;"  and 
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JUndolph  Thrasher  likewise  received  honorable  mention  for  his  "Modern 
Poetry,  Fiction,  and  Criticism."  Both  of  the  latter  are  seniors. 

At  the  awards  meeting  Professor  S.  K.  Heninger,  Jr.  of  the  Depart* 
ment  of  English  spoke  informally  on  the  topic,  "From  Dealer's  Catalogue 
to  Bookshelf." 

The  Chairman  of  the  Undergraduate  Committee  of  the  Friends  of  Duke

ADDITIONS  TO  THE  MP  COLLECTION 

The  George  Washington  Flowers  Collection  has  recently  acquired 
forty  early  American  maps  of  the  17th,  18th  and  19th  centuries.  Twenty 
of  these  maps  are  of  individual  southern  states  in  the  ante-bellum 
period,  and  reflect  the  changing  boundaries  of  states  and,  particularly, 
of  counties.  Many  of  the  18th  century  maps,  containing  interesting  and 
imaginative  errors,  show  how  little  was  known  of  lands  beyond  the 
southern  frontier. 

Reasonably  scarce  and  especially  fine  for  detail  is  William  Faden's 
"A  plan  of  attack  on  Fort  Sullivan,  near  Charleston  ...  from  drawings 
made  on  the  spot"  (1776).  Henry  Popple's  "A  Map  of  the  British  Empire 
in  America  with  the  French,  Spanish  and  Dutch  settlements  adjacent 
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thereto",  published  in  1740,  is  quite  large  and  an  exceptional  example 
of  cartography  of  that  time.  The  oldest  map  among  •these  acquisitions 
is  Janson's  "Nova  Anglia  Novum  Belgium  et  Virginia  tl645i".

LIBRARY  ORIENTATION  FOR  NEW  STUDENTS 

Freshmen 

For  a  number  of  years  library  instruction  to  freshmen  has  been 
accomplished  by  staff  members  of  the  Reference  Department  with  the 
cooperation  and  help  of  the  English  Department.     Library  lectures 
were  delivered  to  each  of  the  regularly  scheduled  Freshman  English 
classes  as  a  part  of  the  academic  program.     However,   with  the  devel- 
opment     of  new  teaching  methods  inaugurated  last  year  by  the  English 
Department,    schedule  difficulties  were  magnified  to  such  an  extent 
that  a  mutual  decision  was  reached  to  offer  library  instruction  inde- 
pendent of  any  academic  department. 

This  year,   through  the  cooperation  of  the  deans  of  Trinity  College 
and  Woman's  College,    each  member  of  the  freshman  class  was 
assigned  to  one  of  seven  lectures  scheduled  for  late  September  and 
early  October.     Attendance  was  compulsory  and  only  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  class  failed  to  receive  instruction. 

Graduate  Students 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester  the  staff  of  the  Reference  De- 
partment conducted  tours  of  the  General  Library  for  new  graduate 
students.     This  year  111  students  from  18  departments  took  advantage 
of  this  service. 
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CHECK  POINT  TO  BE  OPERATED  AT  MAIN  LOAN  DESK 

During  the  first  week  of  November  the  Circulation  Department  will 
begin  to  operate  a  check  point  at  the  entrance  to  the  General  Library 
stacks  where  briefcases  and  books  in  the  possession  of  persons  leav- 
ing the  stacks  may  be  examined.     Members  of  the  faculty  and  staff, 
as  well  as  other  library  users  leaving  the  stacks,   will  be  requested 
to  submit  for  examination  all  materials  in  their  possession  when  the 
check  point  is  in  operation. 

VISITORS 

Sing-wu-Wang,   Director  of  the  Provincial  Taipei  Library,   Taipei, 
Taiwan  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Library  Asso- 
ciation of  China,   visited  the  library  on  September  11.     Sponsored  by 
the  Cleveland  Public  Library,   Mr.    Wang  is  a  participant  in  the 
Jointly-Sponsored  Program  for  Foreign  Librarians.     He  is  interested 
mainly  in  library  administration  as  exemplified  in  a  variety  of  in- 
stitutions in  the  United  States. 

Two  Indian  documents  librarians,    Om  Sharan  Sachdeva  and  Sur- 
ender  Nath,    spent  three  days   in  October  studying  handling  and  use  of 
government  documents  in  the  General  Library.     They  were  particularly 
interested  in  the  acquisition  and  servicing  of  Commonwealth  materials 
and  state  documents. 


CARRELL  SHORTAGE 

Each  year  requests  for  car r ell  assignments  far  outnumber  the 
carrells  available  in  the  General  Library  stacks.     Normally  one  person 
has  been  assigned  to  each  of  the  274  carrells.     This  year,   however,   be- 
cause of  an  overwhelming  number  of  applicants,   it  has  been  necessary 
to  assign  more  than  one  student  to  a  carrell  when  possible.     At  the 
present  time  each  of  forty- six  carrells  are  occupied  by  two  first-year 
students  in  the  M.  A.   program. 


LIST  OF  CURRENT  NEWSPAPERS 

A  list  of  86  domestic  and  foreign  newspapers  currently  received 
in  the  General  Library  has  been  compiled  by  Mrs.   Amanda  Morris. 
Copies  are  available  in  the  Newspaper  and  Photographic  Services  De- 
partment. 

The  libraries  presently  subscribe  to  99  newspapers  and  5,  114 
periodicals. 
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FOREIGN  PRESS  AND  INFORMATION  OFFICE  RELEASES 

The  press  and  information  offices  and  the  embassies  of  many- 
nations  of  the  world  regularly  send  materials  to  the  library  that 
contain  current  information  concerning  the  governments  and 
peoples  of  those  countries.     Publications  such  as  Indiagrams ,  Report 
on  Indonesia,   News  of  Turkey,   Hungarian  Review,   and  Korean 
Review    may  be  found  on  display  racks  opposite  the  desk  in  the 
Periodical  Room.     Non-current  issues  are  shelved  temporarily  in 
the  adjoining  alcove  and,   after  several  months,   are  discarded. 
This  material,   tinged,   perhaps,   by  propaganda,    should  neverthe- 
less offer  important  current 'information  to  the  student  of  foreign 
affairs.

During  the  year  ending  June  30,    1959    47,488  volumes  were  cata- 
loged and  officially  added  to  the  libraries  of  the  University.

Items 
in  the  collection  which  have  been  superseded  by  later  volumes  are  discarded 
after  two  years.     A  few  important  serials  are  bound  and  added  to  the  perma- 
nent collection.

A  card  index  to  selected  subjects  appearing  in  the  Durham  Morning  Herald 
since  1931  is  accessible  in  the  reading  room  of  the  Newspapers  and  Photo- 
graphic Services  Department.     This  is  an  index  to  all  news  printed  about  Duke 
University  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina;  all  official  news  items  con- 
cerning Durham,  Durham  County  and  the  State  of  North  Carolina,   important 
stories  involving  Woman's  College  in  Greensboro,   N.    C.  State  College,   and 
North  Carolina  College;  and  feature  articles  on  such  subjects  as  tobacco,    seg- 
regation,  the  Research  Triangle,   and  strikes.     National  and  international  news 
stories  are  indexed  in  the  New  York  Times  Index   and  are,   therefore,   purposely 
omitted.

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REPRINT  EXPEDITING  SERVICE 


Curators,    scholars  and  librarians  have  long  been  concerned  about  the 
deterioration  of  books  and  periodicals  from  use  and/or  paper  disintegration. 
Today  replacements  for  copies  of  many  heavily  used  titles  are  not  be  be 
found.     The  magnitude  of  the  problem  has  been  emphasized  by  recent  laboratory 
studies  which  indicate  that  88  percent  of  non-fiction  titles  published  between 
1900  and  1939,   and  57  percent  of  those  published  between  1940  and  1949,    cannot 
be  expected  to  last  through  this  century  because  of  the  low  permanence  of  the 
paper  on  which  they  were  printed.     In  1957  the  Virginia  State  Library  received 
a  grant  from  the  Council  on  Library  Resources,   Inc.   for  the  study  of  the 
deterioration  of  modern  book  papers.     An  additional  grant  to  explore  methods 
by  which  permanent  or  more  durable  papers  may  be  manufactured  was  obtained 
in  1958.     These  two  studies  resulted  in  the  actual  manufacture  and  marketing 
of  paper  which  has  a  life  expectancy  of  three  hundred  years.     Meanwhile,   to 
help  meet  this  problem  limited  programs  of  photocopying,    republication  and 
restoration  have  been  developed. 

In  1956  the  American  Library  Association  established  a  Reprint  Expediting 
Service  whose  function  is  to  promote  the  reprinting  of  worthwhile  books  of 
interest  to  scholars  and  libraries.     Members  of  the  faculty  are  encouraged  to 
suggest  out-of-print  titles  that  ought  to  be  reprinted  because  of  their  importance 
to  research.     Suggestions  may  be  submitted  to  Miss  Merritt,    Room  220,   General 
Library,   and  should  include  author,   title,   publisher  and  date.     All  titles 
suggested  will  be  sent  to  the  Reprint  Expediting  Service  for  listing  in  its  Bulletin.

BOOKS  BEING  BOXED 

Everyone  who  uses  the  General  Library  has  long  been  aware  of  increasingly 
crowded  conditions  of  shelves  in  the  central  bookstacks.     For  a  year  or  more 
the  Circulation  Department  has  been  compelled  to  stack  books  and  journals  on 
the  floor  for  want  of  shelf  space.     It  became  necessary  during  the  past  summer 
to  begin  removing  from  the  shelves  and  storing  selected  materials.     These 
materials  will  remain  in  storage  until  additional  General  Library  space  is 
provided. 

Selected  periodicals  and  journals  on  the  third  level  of  the  stacks  are  now 
being  boxed  for  storage;  decisions  concerning  materials  located  on  the  fourth 
(literature)  and  fifth  (history)  levels  must  be  made  next. 

Members  of  the  faculty  are  urged  to  help  select  materials  which  may  be 
stored  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  the  teaching  and  research  programs 
of  the   University.

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Deans  of  the  Woman's 
College,   Trinity  College  and  the  School  of  Nursing  each  freshman  student 
was  required  to  attend  one  of  the  seven  lectures  scheduled.

This  library  has  been  designated  to  receive  complete  translations  of  Russian 
scientific  articles  prepared  under  contract  with  the  Israel  Program  for  Scientific 
Translations.     Those  distributed  are  now  available  for  examination  in  the 
Documents  Department. 

A  group  of  interesting  maps,    acquired  for  the  Flowers  Collection  has  been 
added  to  the  map  collection.     They  are  reprints  of  Coast  Survey  maps,   known 
as  Coast  Charts  and  Harbor  Charts,    which  were  3d  and  4th  in  a  series  of 
nautical   charts  published  by  the  U.   S.    Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  19th  century.

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UNIQUE  VIRGINIA  IMPRINT 

The  first  press  in  Petersburg,    Virginia,    was  established  by  William 
Prentis  and  Miles  Hunter  in  1786.     Except  for  their  newspaper,   the  Intel- 
ligencer Press,   the  earliest  surviving  Petersburg  imprint  is  The  Virginia 
Almanac  for  the  Year   1788,   printed,   of  course,   in  1787.     Hunter  died  in  1788 
and  Prentis  carried  on  alone  until  1796  when  he  formed  another  partnership. 
The  last  known  imprint  to  bear  the  name  of  William  Prentis  appeared  in  1799. 

Surprisingly,   William  Prentis  almanacs  are  quite  scarce.     From  the  first 
known  in  1787  to  the  last  known  in  1798,   a  total  of  only  seven  copies  survive, 
one  of  them  defective  and  none  of  them  located  in  Virginia.     No  copies  are 
located  that  were  printed  in  1788,    1789,    1790,    1795,   or  1797.     Not  until  1799, 
the  year  after  Prentis' s  last  known  imprint,   do  we  find  more  than  one  known 
copy  of  a  Petersburg  almanac. 

Recently  the  Flowers  Collection  acquired  one  of  the  elusive  almanacs,    The 
Virginia  Almanack  for  the  Year  of  Our  Lord,    1791.   Being  the  Third  After  the 
Bissextile  or  Leap  Year.     Calculated  to  Answer  Either  Virginia  or  North- 
Carolina.     (Petersburg,    Printed  by  William  Prentis,  n.d.)     Though  this  small 
item  fills  the  almanac  gap  for  1790  printing  (and,   in  fact,   is  the  only  known 
Petersburg  imprint  of  that  date)  there  remains  the  question  of  why  these  Prentis 
almanacs,   of  relatively  late  date  and  no  doubt  wide  circulation,    remain  so 
scarce.

PROPOSED  UNION  LIST  OF  NEWSPAPERS 

For  many  years  librarians  of  research  institutions  have  been  conscious  of 
a  need  for  a  more  satisfactory  union  list  of  American  newspapers.     The  latest 
information  available  for  locating  newspaper  files  is  Gregory's  American 
Newspapers,    1821-  1936.  .  .  ,   published  in  1937,   inaccurate  when  it  appeared, 
now  completely  out  of  date.     A  proposal  to  prepare  a  new  finding  list  for  the 
Southeastern  states  has  been  approved  by  the  Association  of  Southeastern 
Research  Libraries.     Under  ASERL  sponsorship  committees  are  being  organ- 
ized to  assume  responsibility  for  compiling  and  publishing  a  union  list  for  each 
state.     ASERL  will  provide  necessary  funds  and  a  managing  editor  for  the 
overall  project. 

Mary  Canada,    Chairman  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Association's 
Committee  on  Conservation  of  North  Carolina  Newspapers,    recently  attended 
a  meeting  in  Atlanta  where  decisions  were  reached  on  the  format  and  form 
of  the  lists.     She  reports  that  the  North  Carolina  list  will  be  ready  for  the  printer 
in  1962.     The  ASERL  project  is  expected  to  take  about  ten  years. 


RALEIGH  MINERVA 


An  important  rare  volume  of  the  Raleigh  Minerva  was  recently  acquired 
for  the  Flowers  Collection.     This  weekly  newspaper  was  founded  at  Fayette- 
ville  by  Abraham  Hodge  and  William  Boylan  in  March  1796  and  was  published 
there  under  the  title  of  North  Carolina  Minerva  and  Fayetteville  Advertiser. 
In  1799  it  was  moved  to  Raleigh  where  it  was  published  under  various  titles 
(North  Carolina  Minerva  and  Raleigh  Advertiser ,    1799;  North  Carolina 
Minerva,    1800;  Minerva  or~Anti- Jacobin,    1803;  Minerva,    1804)  until  1809 
when  it  became  Raleigh  Minerva.    Publication  continued  until  after  1820;  the 
exact  date  of  its  termination  is  not  known. 

This  acquisition  contains  77  issues  of  the  Minerva,  representing  about  two- 
thirds  of  those.pxinted  between  October,  1816  and  December,    1818.     Seventy- 
six  of  these  issues  were  lacked  by  this  library  and  seventy  of  them  are  not 
known  to  exist  in  any  other  repository. 
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GIFT  OF  RARE  WATER  COLOR  SERIES 

A  series  of  seven  unusual  water  color  drawings,    depicting  famous  events 
in  the  history  and  development  of  the  airplane,   was  given  to  the  library  last 
year  by  the  late  Dean  Emeritus  Alice  Mary  Baldwin.     These  interesting 
pictures  were  originally  received  by  President  "William  Preston  Few  as  a 
personal  gift  from  the  Wright  Aeronautical  Corporation,   and  hung  in  his  office 
until  he  moved  to  the  West  Campus.     They  decorated  Dean  Baldwin's  office 
from  1931  to  1946  and  presently  hang  in  the  Periodical  Room  of  the  General 
Library. 

Included  in  the  group  are  pictures  of  the  planes  flown  by  the  Wright 
brothers,    1903;  Louis  Bleriot,    1909;  Lt.    Commander  Albert  C.    Read,    1919; 
McReady  and  Kelly,    1923;  Lindbergh,    1927;  Kingsford-Smith,    1928;  and 
Commander  Byrd,    1929. 

EXHIBITIONS  IN  THE  GENERAL  LIBRARY 

During  the  next  four  years  the  General  Library  exhibits  committee  will 
arrange  frequent  exhibitions  of  library  materials  relating  to  specific  campaigns 
and  other  events  of  the  Civil  War.     The  first  of  these,   a  general  exhibit  of 
original  manuscripts  displayed  during  January  and  February,    reflected  con- 
temporary military  life  as  described  in  letters  written  by  soldiers  from  the 
ranks  of  both  armies.     The  next  exhibition,    scheduled  for  late  spring  and  early 
summer,   will  commemorate  the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  First  Battle  of 
Bull  Run  (Manassas)  fought  on.  July  21,    1861.     The  committee  plans  to  compile 
and  distribute  a  descriptive  brochure  as  an  added  feature  of  this  exhibit. 

In  April  the  library  will  exhibit  materials  relevant  to  a  "Symposium  on  the 
History  of  Air  Power"  to  be  held  at  Duke  on  April  12  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Duke  University   -  University  of  North  Carolina  Joint  Seminar  on  National 
Security.     The  symposium  is  expected  to  attract  figures  of  national  importance 
from  NASA,   Library  of  Congress,   Air  Force  Magazine,    Flying  Magazine, 
Air  University,   Air  Force  Academy,   and  many  scholars  in  the  field  of  air 
power  and  military  history.

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FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DINNER 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  held  their  annual  dinner  meeting  in  the  West 
Campus  Union  Ballroom  on  the  evening  of  Alril  27.     One  hundred  fifty  people 
were  in  attendance. 

John  Ciardi,   Poetry  Editor  of  the  Saturday  Review,   and  Professor  of 
English  at  Rutgers  University,    gave  a  lively  and  stimulating  talk  on  the  sub- 
ject "What  Good  Is  a  Poem?"    Among  other  things,   he  emphasized  frivolity, 
discipline,   and  attention  to  form  as  earmarks  of  successful  poetry.     The 
capacity  to  be  frivolous,   to  escape  from  taking  oneself  too  seriously,    Ciardi 
said,   is  one  respect  in  which  man  is  superior  to  the  lower  animals.     Many 
would-be  poets  fail  through  their  earnestness  and  their  determination  to  be 
serious  about  abstractions  and  "their  own  decencies.  "    A  successful  poem, 
in  Ciardi' s  opinion,    represents  a  man,   without  pompous  generalizing.     The 
honest  poet  gives  particulars,   uses  his  head,   thinks  a  thing  through,   and  puts 
himself  into  his  poem.     "Poetry  is  never  about  ideas,  "  Ciardi  said  in  con- 
clusion,   "it  is  always  about  the  experience  of  ideas.     Its  good  is  in  what  it 
teaches  you  of  man.  " 

MANASSAS  (Bull  Run)  July  21,    1861. 

An  exhibit  commemorating  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  First  Battle  of 
Manassas  (Bull  Run)  is  currently  displayed  in  the  General  Library.     Fifty-three 
contemporary  letters,   written  on  all  types  of  paper  from  tattered  scraps  to 
elaborate  letterhead  stationary,   have  been  selected  by  Mary  Canada,   Reference 
Librarian,   from  the  thousands  of  Civil  War  manuscripts  in  the  library's 
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collection.  While  much  of  the  material  in  this  exhibition  reflects  the  hopes, 
fears,  and  reactions  of  the  average  civilian  soldier  participating  in  his  first 
major  battle,  letters  of  such  well-known  generals  as  J.E.B.  Stuart,  Joseph 
E.  Johnston,   and  P.G.  T.   Beauregard  are  also  represented. 

The  letters  are  grouped  in  the  exhibit  cases  under  six  subjects:     "Prelude 
to  battle",    "The  Fighting",    "The  Wounded",    "The  Dead",    "Prisoners",   and 
"Reactions".     Printed  leaflets  describing  the  exhibit  are  available  in  the  south- 
east lobby.     A  map  of  the  battleground,    decorating  the  front  of  the  leaflet,   was 
reproduced  from  a  Confederate  imprint  published  by  the  Richmond  Enquirer 
soon  after  the  battle. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  VISITORS  TO  THE  LIBRARY. 

Buses  parked  in  front  of  the  Chapel  are  among  the  signs  of  spring  on  the 
campus.     In  most  cases  these  buses  have  brought  loads  of  elementary  school 
or  high  school  students  to  visit  Duke  University;  and  their  passengers  are  often 
to  be  met  on  campus  walks,   in  the  Chapel,   in  the  Gardens,   in  the  Union,   and, 
more  and  more  often,   in  the  Library. 

The  Library  has  been  visited  by  several  groups  of  public  school  students 
this  spring.     These  visitors  have  been  for  the  most  part  quiet  and  orderly, 
causing  a  minimum  of  interference  with  the  work  of  the  library;  all  have 
appeared  eager  to  learn  something  about  how  a  large  university  library  op- 
erates.    Some  of  the  visits  have  been  brief,    casual,    and  unannounced.     The 
more  thoughtful  teachers  have  made  advance  arrangements  with  the  library; 
and,   in  such  cases,   tours  of  the  library  building  are  conducted  by  members 
of  the  staff- -usually  from  the  Reference  or  Circulation  Department,    or  the 
Rare  Book  Room. 

READERS  SERVICE  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  month  of  April  continually  crowded  reading  rooms,   long  lines 
of  borrowers  at  the  Main  Loan  Desk,   and  scurrying  reference  librarians  pre- 
saged the  heaviest  recorded  use  of  the  library  for  any  single  month  in  the  past 
decade.     Summaries  from  all  service  points  show  that  reference  activities 
increased  by  18.  5  percent  and  circulation  by  9.  7  percent  over  April  of  I960. 
These  summaries  do  not  include  thousands  of  uncharged  materials  used  in 
reading  rooms  and  stacks;  nor  do  they  account  for  many  unrecorded  requests 
for  service  and  information  handled  daily  in  all  reader  service  areas. 

LIBRARY  VISITORS 

Among  the  visitors  to  the  library  in  recent  months  were  the  following 
scholars  who  used  the  manuscripts  collections  in  their  research:     Professor 
Gerald  Gunter,    Columbia  University  Law  School,    one  of  several  scholars 
currently  engaged  in  writing  a  monumental  history  of  the  United  States  Supreme

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EARLY  AMERICAN  NEWSPAPERS  ACQUIRED

is  shown  in  the  checklist  of  its  holdings  published  between  1932  and  1937. 
This  checklist,    issued  in  six  parts  as  one  of  the  Bibliographical  Contributions 
of  the  Duke  University  Libraries,  was  designed  to  furnish  easier  access  to 
the  newspapers  in  the  General  Library. 

The  continued  availability  of  early  American  newspapers  and  their  true 
scarcity  presents  a  paradox  illustrated  by  the  following  list  of  quite  recent 
acquisitions  by  the  Flowers  Collection.

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LIBRARY  ORIENTATION 
Freshmen 

Each  year  the  Reference  Department  conducts  a  program  designed  to 
introduce  incoming  freshmen  to  the  collections  and  services  of  the  General 
Library.     During  the  past  this  orientation  has  taken  various  forms:    conducted 
tours  of  the  building,    class  lectures  to  freshman  English  sections,   and  eve- 
ning lectures  to  large  groups  during  the  first  week  of  classes.     Over  the  years 
the  program  has  been  constantly  improved  through  experimentation  by  the 
reference  librarians. 


This  fall  library  orientation  became  an  officially  scheduled  event  of 
freshman  week  for  the  first  time.     In  groups  of  fifty,   members  of  the  fresh- 
man classes  of  Trinity  College  and  the  College  of  Engineering  attended  the 
18  slide  lectures  presented  by  the  department.     Each  man  was  required  to 
work  out  a  brief  library  exercise  at  the  card  catalog  to  complete  the  orientation. 

Early  in  October  identical  orientation  programs  were  provided  for 
Woman's  College  freshmen  and  first  year  students  in  the  School  of  Nursing. 

Graduate  Students 

In  September  1949  the  Reference  Department  offered  library  orientation 
tours  to  entering  graduate  students  for  the  first  time;  51  students  attended.     By 
September  1959  the  number  of  new  graduate  students  using  this  service  had  more 
than  doubled  and  seven  tours  were  being  offered.     This  year  132  students,   the 
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largest  number  ever  to  register  for  the  program  attended.     Members  of  the 
Technical  Processing  Division  staff  managed  the  tours  while  the  reference 
librarians  were  attending  to  freshman  orientation  duties. 

The  staff  of  Woman's  College  Library   was     similarly  employed  during 
orientation  week  with  several  guided  tours  for  new  students  and  special  orienta- 
tion information  for  graduate  students  in  psychology. 


XEROX-MULTILITH  OPERATIONS  TRANSFERRED 

On  November  1  supervision  of  XeroX-multilith  operations  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Technical  Processing  Division  to  Edwin  Hix,   Head  of  News- 
papers and  Photographic  Services,   Room  020.     This  move  places  responsi- 
bility for  all  copying  services  under  one  supervisor. 

The  needs  of  faculty  members  for  XeroX-multilith  copies  will  continue 
to  be  supplied  as  quickly  as  possible  through  Mr.   Hix.     For  a  large  part  of 
each  day,   however,   this  equipment  is  being  used  to  reproduce  catalog  cards, 
order  cards,   and  other  forms  needed  in  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the 
library.     Therefore,   applicants  for  this  service  should  accept  the  possibility 
that  often  it  will  be  impossible  to  satisfy  their  demands  immediately. 

BOOKS  LISTED  IN  SHORT -TITLE  CATALOG  NOW  ON  MICROFILM 

University  Microfilms  has  recently  released  the  first  year's  issue  of 
microfilms  selected  from  Donald  Wing's  Short  Title  Catalog  of  Books  Printed 
in  England,   Scotland ,   Ireland,    Wales  and  British  America  and  of  English  Books 
Printed  in  Other  Countries,    1641-  1700.      This  film,    consisting  of  forty-four 
reels,   is  available  for  use  in  the  Newspaper  and  Photographic  Services  De- 
partment (Room  020). 

Purposely  omitted  from  the  film  are  separate  printings  of  the  Bible, 
separate  statutes  and  proclamations,  American  imprints  in  Evans,   Baptist 
books  listed  by  Whitley  and  later  printings  of  books  first  printed  before  1641. 
Mr.   Wing  has  also  made  selections  from  the  many  almanacs,    sermons,   li- 
turgical works,   Quaker  tracts,   and  Irish  and  Scottish  official  publications 
listed  in  the  Catalog.     The  Library  has  subscribed  to  this  project  and  will 
acquire  the  additional  Short-Title  reels  as  they  are  released. 

MICROFICHE  READER  NOW  AVAILABLE 

Among  the  many  microforms  currently  on  the  market  is  the  microfiche, 
a  3-l/2"x  4-5/8" transparent  film  record  which  may  include  up  to  80  pages  of 
text.     The  microfiche,   known  also  as  microfilm  sheet,   microsheet,   and  micro- 
filmcard,   was  introduced  first  in  Europe,   but  is  now  growing  rapidly  in  use  in 
America  and  throughout  the  world.     Some  European  publications  can  be  acquired 
only  in  this  form. 


A  Dagmar  Microfiche  reader  recently  purchased  by  the  library  is  avail- 
able in  the  Newspapers  and  Photographic  Services  Department  (Room  020).     This 
reader  is  adaptable  and  may  be  used  for  reading  16mm  and  35mm  microfilm, 
aperture  cards,   and  strip  film  as  well  as  microfiche. 

GENERAL  LIBRARY  EXHIBIT 

"  Author  to  Printer  to  Reader",   an  exhibit  built  around  the  complete  set 
of  original  manuscripts  of  Ovid  Williams  Pierce's  prize-winning  novel,   On  A 
Lonesome  Porch,   is  currently  on  display  in  the  lobby  of  the  General  Library. 
Mr.    Pierce,   a  member  of  the  class  of  1932,    recently  presented  these  papers 
to  the  Library. 

One  episode  from  the  novel  has  been  selected  to  illustrate  its  progress 
from  the  early  formation  of  ideas  to  final  book  forms.     The  first  draft  was 
written  in  pencil  on  yellow  sheets  and  has  been  extensively  revised  and  altered 
on  the  first  typed  draft.     Pages  from  the  publisher's  copy  and  the  galley  proofs 
depict  other  steps  to  the  final  product. 

The  author's  notebook,   containing  chapter  outlines  and  preliminary 
sketches  of  possible  themes  and  methods  for  developing  the  novel,   is  a  fas- 
cinating feature  of  this  exhibit. 

STORAGE  OF  BOOKS 

For  a  year  or  more  the  Circulation  Department  of  the  General  Library 
has  been  boxing  and  storing  selected  periodicals  and  journals  in  order  to  pro- 
vide space  for  new  acquisitions.     Selections  have  been  made  with  the  valuable 
aid  of  some  members  of  the  faculty. 

It  has  now  become  necessary  to  begin  storage  of  obsolete  and  little  used 
classified  materials  in  all  fields.     Members  of  the  faculty  are  urged  to  help  in 
this  problem  by  selecting  books  that  may  be  stored  with  a  minimum  of  incon- 
venience to  the  teaching  and  research  programs  of  the  University.     Suggestions 
should  be  given  to  Elvin  Strowd,  Head  of  the  Circulation  Department  (Room  210A). 

TIME  LIMIT  ON  RETURNING  BOOK  DEALERS'  CATALOGS. 

Members  of  the  faculty  are  urged  to  check  and  return  book  dealers'  catalogs 
to  Miss  Merritt  (221  Library)  within  five  days  of  their  receipt.-       Experience  of 
the  Library  has  shown  that  the  number  of  items  received  from  catalogs  kept  out 
more  than  one  week  does  not  justify  the  time  spent  in  processing.     If  delays  in 
the  return  of  these  catalogs  can  be  eliminated,   orders  will  reach  the  dealers 
more  expeditiously  and  a  higher  percentage  of  desirable  items  will  be  acquired.

The  interlibrary  messenger  service,   operated  each  afternoon,   Monday- 
through  Friday,  is  available  for  the  use  of  the  faculty  who  wish  to  have  library 
books  delivered  to  their  offices.

This  program  has  been  established 
by  the  Sealantic  Corporation  which  has  made  a  grant  of  $875,000  to  the  ATLA 
to  be  spent  over  a  three-year  period  on  the  strengthening  of  the  book  collections 
in  the  libraries  of  the  institutions  which  are  members  of  the  American  Association 
of  Theological  Schools  and  the  American  Theological  Library  Association. 
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PRINTED  MATERIALS  FROM  INDIA  AND  PAKISTAN 

Duke  University  is  one  of  eleven  universities  designated  to  receive  the  current 
publications  of  India  and  Pakistan  acquired  with  Public  Law  480  funds.     It  is  esti- 
mated that  about  9,000  monographs,    500  serial  titles,   and  1,500  government  publi- 
cations of  the  two  countries  will  be  received  each  year  by  each  library,   beginning  in 
1962.     Centralized  cataloging  of  the  materials  in  the  Library  of  Congress  is  being 
discussed  and  may  prove  feasible. 

BOOKLOVERS  ROOM  TO  SERVE  ALSO  AS  ART  GALLERY 

A  grant  from  the  Mary  Duke  Biddle  Foundation  has  made  possible  the  conversion 
of  the  Booklover's  Room  in  the  Woman's  College  Library  into  a  combination  art 
gallery- reading  room.     While  continuing  to  serve  as  a  reading  room,   featuring 
current  books,   it  also  will  be  used,   until  a  new  fine  arts  building  is  available,   by 
the  Fine  Arts  Department  for  rotating  art  exhibitions.     To  accomplish  this  double 
purpose,    cork  wall  panels  have  been  installed  around  the  room  above  new  counter- 
heighth  book  shelves.     The  room  has  been  completely  redecorated  with  wall-to- 
wall  carpeting,   new  furniture  and  new,   more  adequate,   lighting  facilities. 


GROWTH  AND  USE 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,    1961,    57,858  volumes  were  cataloged  and 
officially  added  to  the  libraries.     Holdings  at  the  end  of  the  year  included  1,493,022 
volumes,    3,005,  164  manuscripts,    10,880  microfilm  reels,   42,523  microcards  and 
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microprints;  5,964  periodicals  are  received  regularly.

RESERVES 

During  the  early  part  of  the  spring  semester  seventy-seven  new  reserve 
collections,    containing  3,  172  volumes,   were  established  for  use  in  the  Graduate 
and  Undergraduate  Reading  Rooms  of  the  General  Library.     Twenty- seven  new 
reserve  collections,    containing  768  volumes,   were  established  in  the  Woman's 
College  Library  during  the  same  period. 


FROM  THE  DOCUMENTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Library  Newsletter  of  November,    I960,    included  an  announcement  of 
the  translations  being  received  by  the  Documents  Department  in  the  field  of 
Social  Sciences  relating  to  Communist  China.     Now,    similar  materials  relating 
to  Eastern  Europe  and  the  USSR  are  also  being  received  through  subscription 
from  the  Social  Science  Research  Council.     These  publications  are  prepared  by 
the  U.   S.   Joint  Publications  Research  Service  (JPRS). 

The  Library  is  also  on  the  mailing  list  of  the  State  Department  to  receive 
press  summaries  of  the  U.   S.    Consulate  in  Hong  Kong.     Titles  currently  being 
received  are:    Survey  of  China  Mainland  Press,   Review  of  the  Hong  Kong  Chinese 
Mainland  Press,    Current  Background,   and  Selections  from  China  Mainland  Maga- 
zine. 


GENERAL  LIBRARY  EXHIBITS 

An  exhibit  commemorating  the  battle  between  the  Merrimac  and  the  Monitor 
on  March  9,    1862,   has  been  arranged  in  the  exhibit  cases  on  the  second  floor. 
Early  in  April  the  book  collections  entered  in  the  Student  Book  Collector's  Con- 
test,   sponsored  annually  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library   and  the  Gothic  Book  Shop, 
will  be  displayed  in  these  cases. 

The  exhibit  in  the  southeast  lobby,    'Immorality  and  Profaneness  of  the 
English  Stage,  "    was  prepared  from  the  collections  of  the  University  libraries 
to  coincide  with  the  conference  of  the  Southeastern  Theatre  Association,   which 
was  held  in  Durham  on  March  15  through  17. 
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Through  the  efforts  of  Professor  Glenn  L.   Negley  the  Library  has 
accumulated  one  of  the  important  collections  of  Utopian  literature  in  the  United 
States.     An  exhibition  featuring  some  recent  additions  to  this  collection  will  be 
displayed  in  the  southeast  lobby  during  the  month  of  April. 


PORTRAIT  OF  FORMER  LIBRARIAN  PRESENTED 

In  a  special  presentation  in  the  Circulation  Hall  on  February  22,    Mrs. 
Joseph  Penn  Breedlove  presented  a  portrait  of  her  husband  to  the  University. 
Mr.   Breedlove,   a  graduate  of  the  University  in  the  class  of  1898,   was  li- 
brarian of  Trinity  College  and  Duke  University  from  1898  until  his  retirement 
in  1939.     President  Deryl  Hart  accepted  the  portrait  for  the  University,   and 
Librarian  B.    E.    Powell  expressed  appreciation  for  the  staff.     The  ceremonies 
were  attended  by  several  members  of  the  Library  staff  who  were  associated 
with  Mr.   Breedlove  as  staff  members,   and  by  other  friends  in  the  University 
and  the  city.     The  artist  was  Edmund  Strudwick  of  Hillsboro. 


THE  CIVIL  WAR 

Two  recent  acquisitions  have  added  important  and  interesting  material 
to  the  already  large  Civil  War  holdings  of  the  Library. 

A  substantial  collection  of  general,    special,   and  court  martial  orders  of 
the  Adjutant -General's  Office,    recently  acquired,    gives  the  Library  a  complete 
collection  of  these  orders  that  emanated  from  Washington  during  the  war.     De- 
partments of  the  Cumberland,   the  Gulf,   Missouri,    Tennessee,   and  Texas  are 
heavily,   though  incompletely,    represented  by  their  general  orders.     The  col- 
lection covers,   in  addition,   the  earlier  period  to  about  1830  and  runs  as  late 
as   1890,   being  particularly  strong  for  the  Western  departments  in  the  latter 
period.     Altogether  there  are  almost  100  volumes  with  perhaps   10,000  orders. 

The  George  Washington  Flowers  Collection  of  Southern  Americana  con- 
tinues to  receive  Confederate  Imprints,   and  now  contains  over  2,500.     Recent- 
ly the  Library  received  an  important  group  of  Imprints  consisting  of  eighty-one 
senate  bills  of  the  first  extra  session  of  the  Virginia  Legislature  of  1861.     Prior 
to  this  acquisition  only  eight  Virginia  Senate  bills  for  the  entire  war  period  were 
known  to  exist.

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CONFEDERATE  IMPRINTS 

All  Confederate  Imprints  are  scarce,   and  those  that  are  unique  are  hard 
to  come  by. 

The  Flowers  Collection  recently  acquired  eighty  unique  imprints  that  form 
a  valuable  part  of  Virginia's  history  in  the  early  days  of  the  Civil  War.     These  im- 
prints are  various  Senate  bills  of  the   1861  Extra  Session  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Virginia.     Many  of  the  bills  deal  with  the  routine  business  of  the  state  (with  much 
on  internal  improvements)  but  a  number  of  them  show  the  state  preparing  for  war. 

The  Crandall  and  Harwell  checklists  of  Confederate  Imprints  list  a  total 
of  nine  bills  for  the  Virginia  Senate  for  the  entire  war  period.     To  this  previously 
known  total  we  may  now  add  eighty.     Even  at  that  there  are  at  least  ten  times  that 
many  Virginia  Senate  bills  that  have  not  come  to  light.     Thus  the  search  continues 
with  the  possibility  of  discovery  at  any  place,   any  time. 


PAPYRUS  EXHIBIT 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Sarah  P.    Duke  Memorial  Gardens  and  Professor 
William  L.    Culberson  of  the  Botany  Department,   the  General  Library  now  has  on 
display  a  living  specimen  of  the  papyrus  plant  (Cyperus  papyrus). 

Along  with  the  plant  are  displayed  two  fragments  of  ancient  papyrus  manu- 
scripts, one  Egyptian  and  the  other  Greek,  dated  between  800  B.C.  and  200  A.D.  , 
and  also  a  number  of  books  concerning  papyri,   from  the  Library's  collections. 


Papyrus,   the  most  common  writing  material  among  the  ancient  Egyptians, 
.Greeks,   and  Romans,   was  made  from  the  pith  of  the  plant. 

Other  exhibits  in  the  General  Library  at  this  time  include  the  following:

GROWTH  AND  USE,    1961-62 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,    1962  the  library  collections  were 
increased  by  47,041  volumes  and  20,954  manuscripts,   bringing  the  total  cataloged 
holdings  to  1,537,724  volumes  and  3,026,  118  manuscripts.     By  libraries  the  books 
are  distributed  as  follows:

During  the  year  the  libraries,    excluding  Law  and  Medicine,    circulated 
445,  334  volumes,    an  increase  of  54,  737,    or   14  percent,    over   1960-61.     Of  this 
figure,    281,237  were  circulated  for  home  use,    125,440  were  reserve  books, 
38,  657  were  charged  for  use  in  the  building,    2,  628  were  lent  from  The  Henry 
Harrison  Jordan  Ministers'  Loan  Library,   and  4,  900  were  sent  on  interlibrary 
loan.     Duke  borrowed  1,828  volumes  from  other  libraries  for  use  of  its  faculty 
and  graduate  students.     The  reference  staff  recorded  20,693  reference  questions 
answered. 


MILITARY  COLLECTION  GROWING 

Though  it  is  customary  to  speak  of  this  or  that  collection  in  a  library,   the 
real  worth  of  the  collections  is  not  their  compartmentation,   but  the  way  in  which 
they  fit  in,   while  adding  depth,    with  adjacent  or  related  fields.     Thus  a  war  is  part 
of  the  history  of  the  nations  that  fought  it,   part  of  the  vhole  spectrum  of  military 
annals,    and  part  of  the  past  of  the  places  where  particular  engagements  were  fought. 

Unlike  most  other  Southern  research  libraries,    Duke  University,   through 
the  Flowers  Collection,  has  always  paid  attention  to  the  Northern  side  of  the  Civil 
War  as  well  as  the  Southern.     The  fruits  of  this  broad  collecting  policy  show  an 
interesting  result. 
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The  New  York  Public  Library  has  just  published  volume  one  (the  Northern 
tates)  of  C.   E.   Dornbusch's  "Regimental  Publications  and  Personal  Narratives  of 
le  Civil  War.  "     The  Library  of  Congress  is  shown  to  have  the  largest  collection 
1,233  volumes)  and  the  New  York  Public  Library  the  second  largest  (1,214).     The 
iuke  total,   not  given,   is  now  876  volumes.     In  addition  to  that  number  of  single 
olumes,   the  Dornbusch check-list  cites  a  larger  number  of  serials,   articles,   and 
arts  of  larger  works.     Of  these  Duke  has  about  80  percent.     When  volume  two 
he  Southern  States)  of  Mr.   Dornbusch' s check-list  appears  later  a  comparative 
eport  will  be  made. 

We  see  by  this  example  how  Southern  Americana  in  the  Flowers  Collection 
an  produce  a  fine  Civil  War  collection,   which  in  turn  fits  well  with  a  rapidly  grow- 
lg  military  collection  in  the  General  Library.     The  total  military  collection,   al- 
eady  outstanding,   may  soon  be  the  best  on  any  university  campus. 


XEROX  914 

In  April  a  Xerox  914  copier  was  installed  in  the  photographic  services 
iboratory  of  the  General  Library,    replacing  the  old  Xerographic  equipment  in 
se  since   1953.     This  machine  will  automatically  reproduce  up  to  six  copies  per 
linute  from  bound  or  unbound  originals. 

The  needs  of  faculty  members  and  students  for  Xerox  or  multilith  copies 
'ill  continue  to  be  supplied  as  quickly  as  possible  by  Edwin  Hix,   Head  of  the  News- 
aper  &  Photographic  Department.     Since  this  equipment  will  be  used  for  a  few 
ours  each  morning  to  reproduce  catalog  cards,    order  cards  and  other  forms  neces- 
ary  to  the  operations  of  the  libraries,    some  applicants  for  service  may  have  to 
'ait  a  short  while. 

The  cost  of  Xerox  copies  to  members  of  the  University  community  is  ten 
ents  a  sheet. 


LIBRARY  ORIENTATION 

During  freshman  orientation  week  the  reference  staff  of  the  General  Library 
resented  30  minute  lectures  introducing  the  library  to  all  freshman  men  and  to  the 
reshman  nurses.  By  means  of  color  slides,  new  students  were  acquainted  with  the 
arious  library  departments  and  services.     All  lectures  were  given  in  113  Physics. 

On  October  10  and  11  East  Campus  freshmen  received  similar  instruction, 
'he  freshman  women  had  received  a  thorough  introduction  to  the  Woman's  College 
.library  during  orientation  week. 

Introductory  tours  of  the  General  Library  building  for  new  graduate  students

Miss  Helen  Oyler,   who  for  almost  thirty  years  was  a  member  of  the  library 
staff,   died  at  Duke  Hospital  on  October  7.

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BORROWING  PRIVILEGES  FOR  FACULTY  FAMILIES 

Periodically,   questions  are  raised  concerning  library  privileges  of  members  of 
the  faculty  and  their  families. 

Faculty  members  may  borrow  on  indefinite  time  loan  any  library  materials  not 
in  restricted  categories,    subject  to  an  annual  inventory  when  all  materials  must  be 
returned  or  renewed,   and  subject  also  to  recall  after  two  weeks  when  needed  by 
another  reader.   'Faculty  privileges  are  extended  to  (1)  administrative  officers  of 
the  university,    (2)  teaching  members  of  the  faculty  and  (3)    members  of  the  library 
staff. 

Members  of  faculty  families  are  eligible  to  borrow  materials  under  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  as  university  students.     When  requesting  loans  faculty  wives 
and  children  should  identify  themselves  to  the  attendant,    should  sign  their  own 
names  and  should  check  the  block  marked  "other"  on  the  call  slip. 


JOHN  C.  CALHOUN  MANUSCRIPT  UNCOVERED 

A  holograph  manuscript  of  twenty- six  pages  by  John  Caldwell  Calhoun  of  South 
Carolina  has  been  discovered  recently  in  the  papers  of  an  ante-bellum  Virginia 
congressman,   Henry  Bedinger  III,   which  were  acquired  by  Duke  in  1955.     Mr. 
Bedinger  was  one  of  a  caucus  of  Southern  congressmen  who,   in  December,    1848, 


decided  to  prepare  a  report  to  their  constituents  on  the  "movements  of  anti- slavery 
men  in  the  north".     John  C.    Calhoun  and  four  other  Southern  congressmen  compiled 
the  document,   the  final  version  of  which  appeared  on  January  15,    1849  in  a  much 
milder  form.     The  original  Calhoun  draft  recommended  "resistance  of  the  South 
to  the  enforcement  of  the  Wilmot  Proviso",   but  evidently  other  members  of  the  com- 
mittee felt  that  this  stand  was  too  strong.     This  manuscript  is  Calhoun's  original 
draft  with  corrections  he  himself  made  before  presenting  it  to  his  colleagues. 


LIBRARY  ORIENTATION 

During  freshman  orientation  week  in  September  about  780  men  and  nurses  of 
the  freshman  classes  attended  library  slide  lectures  presented  by  members  of  the 
Reference  Department  staff.     Auditoriums  of  the  Physics,    Engineering  and  Biological 
Sciences  buildings  were  made  available  to  the  department  for  this  program.      Fol- 
lowing the  lectures  each  student  was  required  to  visit  the  General  Library  in  order 
to  complete  a  written  exercise  designed  to  introduce  him  to  the  card  catalogs  and 
periodical  indexes.     A  similar  program,   minus  the  written  report,   was  presented 
to  Woman's  College  freshmen  during  freshman  assembly  on  September   19. 

New  graduate  students  were  introduced  to  the  facilities  and  services  of  the 
General  Library  by  means  of  guided  tours  t  onducted  by  library  staff  members. 
Over   1Z0  students  joined  these  tours.

The  Manuscript  Department  has  supplied  illustrations  for  the  picture"1   essay 
"Leftward  Trends"    (1900-1920),  to  be  published  in  the  forthcoming  History  of  the 
United  States  by  Life  Magazine.  Twenty-five  photographs  from  the  files  of  the 
Socialist  Party  of  America  were  selected  by  the  editors  of  Life  for  the  events, 
places  and  people  they  portray  in  the  history  of  the  Party  as  well  as  for  action 
interest  in  the  pictures  themselves.     Among  the  photographs  selected  was  one 
showing  Eugene  Debs  in  action  on  the  "Red  Special"  train  during  the  presidential 
campaign  of  1908. 


Documents  from  the  manuscript  collection,   illustrating  the  history  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina,   were  exhibited  in  Greensboro  during  the 
summer.     The  exhibition  was  a  part  of  the  sesqui centennial  celebration  of 
the  founding  of  the  Synod  on  October  7,    1812. 


VISITOR 

Among  the  recent  visitors  to  the  library  was  Crawford  Clarke  of  Jackson- 
ville,   Florida,   who  was  one  of  two  students  of  Douglas  Chandor  when  he 
painted  twenty  of  the  pictures  which  hang  in  the  Reference  Room.     Mr.    Clarke, 
now  a  commercial  artist  and  portrait  painter,   told  how  he  and  Lewis  Hart 
helped  Mr.    Chandor  on  the  large  painting  of  Dr.    Few  and  on  the  other  portraits 
of  Duke  Endowment  trustees.     According  to  Mr.    Clarke,   a  native  of  Charlotte, 
the  work  was  done  in  that  city  in  1931.     Hart,   now  deceased,  later  became  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Art  Academy.

GIFT  FROM  GERMANY 

The  library  has  received  by  gift,   through  the  Consulate  of  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany  in  Atlanta,   about  150  recently-published  German  books 
in  the  field  of  history.     These  volumes  were  part  of  an  exhibit  of  German 
books  sponsored  in  the  United  States  during  the  past  two  years  by  the  book- 
sellers1 association  of  Germany.     They  were  on  exhibit  in  the  lobby  of  the 
General  Library  of  the  University  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  March. 


DINNER  MEETING  OF  THE  FRIENDS 


The  annual  dinner  meeting  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  has  been  sched- 
uled for  May  14.     The  speaker  will  be  Dr.   Giles  Edwin  Dawson,   Curator 
of  Books  and  Manuscripts,   Folger  Shakespeare  Library. 

SHIFTING  AND  STORAGE 

The  psychology  journals,   which  have  been  shelved  in  the  Woman's  College 
Library  since  the  1930's,  have  been  moved  to  the  West  Campus,   Room  314, 
Building  9.     They  are  presently  available  for  building  use  only. 

In  order  to  provide  adequate  space  for  other  materials  in  the  900' s  about 
22,000  volumes  covering  American  and  Latin  American  history  have  been 
shifted  from  the  fifth  to  the  second  level  of  the  general  stacks.     Bound  news- 
papers from  Maine,   Maryland,   Massachusetts,   Michigan,   Mississippi,   New 
Hampshire  and  parts  of  New  York,  have  been  stored  and  are  no  longer  avail- 
able. 

About  12,000  volumes  classified  in  the  600's  have  been  moved  to  the  old 
law  library  stacks  located  in  a  wing  of  the  basement  of  the  Languages  Build- 
ing.    A  ramp  connects  this  area  with  the  basement  stacks  of  the  General 
Library. 

EXHIBITS  IN  THE  GENERAL  LIBRARY 

Each  year  the  Notable  Books  Council  of  the  American  Library  Associ- 
ation chooses  approximately  fifty  new  books  which  "made  a  contribution  to 
literature  and  general  knowledge  through  their  informational  value,   literary 
excellence,  perception,   and  sincerity  of  presentation.  "   Books  from  the  1963 
list  are  currently  displayed  in  the  cases  adjacent  to  the  Undergraduate  Read- 
ing Room.     Informational  folders  listing  those  books  and  giving  a  one  sentence 
annotation  of  each  are  available  at  the  reserve  desk.     Thirty-nine  libraries 
in  the  United  States  participated  in  the  selection  of  volumes  listed. 

Books  of  interest  to  those  participating  in  the  conference  on  "Christianity 
and  Social  Revolution  in  Newly  Developing  Nations"  are  being  featured  during 
early  April  in  the  Main  Lobby.     Among  the  speakers  for  this  event  are 
Paul  Albrecht,   Byron  L.  Johnson,   Richard  Shaull  and  Barbara  Ward.    Many 
of  the  volumes  displayed  were  written  by  conference  speakers  or  delegates. 

During  the  latter  part  of  April  a  collection  of  folk  musical  instruments 
will  be  shown  in  the  Main  Lobby  and  in  cases  opposite  the  Circulation  Desk. 
This  exhibit  will  be  a  part  of  the  joint  meeting  of  the  American  Folklore 


Society,   the  Duke  University  Press,   the  North  Carolina  Folklore  Society, 
and  the  Graduate  English  Club  (Duke)  on  April  23-25. 

Materials  from  the  Frank  C.   Brown  Collection  of  North  Carolina  Folk- 
lore will  be  shown  in  one  of  the  lobby  cases.     The  late  Dr.   Brown  became 
interested  in  local  folklore  soon  after  he  began  to  teach  in  Trinity  College. 
In  1913  he  organized  the  North  Carolina  Folklore  Society.     From  that  date 
until  his  death  in  1943  he  and  the  Society  collected  a  large  mass  of  texts, 
notes,   musical  scores,   and  recordings.     The  Duke  University  Press  has 
published  six  volumes  of  this  material.     The  last  volume  of  the  set,    entitled 
Popular  Beliefs  and  Superstitions  from  North  Carolina,   Part  2,  is  edited 
by  Way  land  D.   Hand  and  has  a  publication  date  of  April  24,    1964. 


POTPOURRI 

The  use  of  current  literature  has  increased  by  about  35  percent  over 
last  year.     Records  show  that  approximately  50  percent  of  the  users  of  cur- 
rent literature  are  students,   40  percent  faculty  and  staff,   and  10  percent 
registered,  non-university,   library  patrons. 


One  student  brought  his  tape  recorder  to  the  library  in  order  to  record 
one  of  the  plot  summaries  in  Masterplots. 


A  decided  increase  has  been  reported  in  the  number  of  undergraduates 
who  request  aid  in  locating  original  manuscripts  and  other  source  materials. 


Among  interesting  new  acquisitions  are  44  phonograph  records  (33-1/3 
r.p.m.)  containing  the  Koran  in  Arabic. 


Copies  of  a  bibliography  on  James  Buchanan  Duke  (1856-1925)  are  avail- 
able in  the  Reference  Department.     Compiled  by  Mary  Frances  Morris,  the 
bibliography  covers  selected  materials  in  books,   periodicals  and  newspapers. 
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A  recent  request  received  by  the  Reference  Department  reads  as  follows: 

Dear  Sir: 

I  wish  to  aquire  (sic)  all  of  the  information  I  may  at  least 
within  the  next  two  weeks  on  brain  surgery,   the  physical 
brain,   and  the  mental  mind.     This  is  to  finish  upon  a  sience 
(sic)  project  due  on  the  4th  of  March. 

Also,   if  at  all  possible,  I  wonder  if  you  could  tell  me  where 
I  might  be  able  to  get  a  couple  of  good  size  frogs.     There  is 
an  experiment  of  a  transplant  of  skin  from  the  back  part  on 
the  belly  and  visa  (sic)versa.     With  it  I  need  to  obtain  all 
the  up-to-date  knowledge  as  to  how  I  should  go  about  it  and 
why,   if  successfully  done,   you  can  rub  his  belly  and  he'll 
scratch  his  back  and  also  the  other  way  around.     How  is  it 
the  nerve  message  reaches  his  brain  to  tell  him  to  do  this? 
.  .  .   Why  not  in  human  beings?   .  .  .    etc. 

If  at  all  possible,  please  acknowledge  carefully  and  be  ever- 
so-kind  as  to  let  me  have  all  I  can  within  the  next  two  weeks. 
For  the  science  fair  and  to  me  it  means  a  difference  between 
making  an  A  and  not  having  it.

DISTINGUISHED  VISITOR 

A  distinguished  English  visitor  to  the  Rare  Book  Room  and  the  Manu- 
script Department  on  April  3  was  Sir  Charles  Tennyson,   aged  eighty-four 
and  a  grandson  of  the  Poet. 

Sir  Charles  is  on  a  lecture  tour  in  this  country,    speaking  at  the  Univer- 
sities of  Virginia,   North  Carolina,   Georgia  and  Texas.     Everywhere  he  is 
being  entertained  by  Tennyson  scholars  whose  research  he  has  generously 
and  graciously  aided,   including  three  whose  work  was  done  at  Duke  -- 
Edgar  Shannon,   now  President  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  John  Eidson, 
Professor  of  English  at  the  University  of  Georgia,   and  Mary  Poteat  of  the 
Duke  English  Department.    He  is  lecturing  on  his  grandfather,   but  is  dis- 
tinguished in  his  own  right.     A  graduate  of  Cambridge  University,   a  lawyer, 
and  for  many  years  Secretary  of  the  Dunlop  Rubber  Company,  he  has, 
nevertheless,   made  time  for  scholarly  research  and  writing  to  an  incredible 
degree. 

Sir  Charles  spoke  highly  of  the  Tennyson  collection  at  Duke  and  the 
Tennyson  research  embodied  in  Duke  theses.

GENERAL  LIBRARY  BUILDING 


Working  drawings  of  the  General  Library  building  should  be  completed 
early  in  1965  and  construction  should  start  in  the  spring. 

The  building  will  be  larger  by  35,  000  square  feet  than  that  proposed  in 
the  first  drawings,   but  estimated  construction  costs  exceed  available  funds 
by  a  substantial  sum.     However,    rather  than  decrease  the  dimensions  of 
the  building,   it  has  been  decided  to  reduce  the  total  initial  commitment  by 
leaving  two  floors  unfinished.     The  sub-basement  will  be  left  completely 
unfinished,  and  the  top  floor  will  receive  only  such  treatment  as  funds  per- 
mit.    These  two  floors  will  have  room  for  755,000  volumes  and  perhaps 
250  carrells.     The  other  floors  will  provide  space  at  the  beginning  for  300 
new  carrells,   all  of  the  special  departmental  and  seminar  rooms  envisioned 
for  the  building  and  about  eight  years  growth  of  the  book  collections.     As 
the   unfinished  floors  are  completed,    some  of  the  departmental  rooms  will 
be  moved  to  them.     At  the  beginning,  therefore,   it  will  not  be  possible  to 
place  every  departmental  room  near  the  books  and  journals  of  primary 
interest  to  the  department. 

When  the  building  plans  were  discussed  with  the  faculty  last  month 
some  questions  about  the  departmental  rooms  were  raised  which  suggest 
that  they  require  more  thought  and  discussion.     The  following  may  answer 
questions  and  stimulate  further  thinking: 
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1.  Materials  shelved  in  the  rooms  will  remain  accessible  for  use 
by  anyone  in  the  University. 

2.  The  library  staff  will  not  assume  responsibility  for    restricting 
use  of  the  rooms  to  members  of  a  department. 

3.  Library  funds  will  not  be  available  for  duplicating  materials 
specifically  for  the  departmental  rooms. 

4.  Representatives  of  several  departments  have  expressed  concern 
about  the  inconvenience  to  other  departments  if  periodicals  are 
dispersed  into  these  rooms. 

5.  The  library  staff  is  studying  the  practicability  of  holding  bound 
files  of  heavily  used  journals  intact  in  the  stacks,  and  of  en- 
couraging users  to  consult  them  there.    Additional  seats  would 
be  provided. 

Another  opportunity  to  view  the  plans  and  discuss  them  will  be  pro- 
vided in  January  or  February. 


THE  STEVENSON  CANADIANA  COLLECTION 

Professor  Lionel  Stevenson,  James  B.   Duke  Professor  of  English  and 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  English,  has  presented  to  the  University 
Library  his  personal  collection  of  Canadian  literature.     Assembled  over  a 
period  of  forty  years  or  more,   the  collection  contains  about  five  hundred 
volumes,  many  of  which  carry  authors1  inscriptions. 

Professor  Stevenson  began  to  collect  Canadian  literature  as  a  high- 
school  student  in  Canada  during  the  first  World  War.     He  started  with  the 
first  edition  of  Canadian  Poets,   numbered  and  signed  by  the  editor,  John 
W.   Garvin,   and  presented  by  Albert  E.  S.  Smythe,   one  of  the  poets  included 
in  the  anthology.     While  an  undergraduate  at  the  University  of  British  Colum- 
bia and  a  graduate  student  at  the  University  of  Toronto,   Professor  Stevenson 
expanded  his  collection  and  became  acquainted  with  many  of  the  authors, 
who  wrote  personal  inscriptions  in  his  copies  of  their  books.     The  collection 
was  put  to  practical  use  when  the  collector  was  writing  his  own  first  book, 
Appraisals  of  Canadian  Literature  (Macmillan,    1926).  Since  that  time 
Professor  Stevenson  has  remained  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Authors' 
Association  and  has  often  attended  its  annual  meetings,  thus  continuing  his 
acquaintance  with  Canadian  writers  and  obtaining  their  autograph  inscrip- 
tions . 
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The  collection  is  relatively  strongest  in  poetry,   but  includes  representa- 
tive works  of  fiction,    criticism,   travel,   history,   and  other  literary  types. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  items  is  a  copy  of  Dreamland  and  Other  Poems, 
by  Charles  Mair,   usually  considered  the  first  significant  volume  of  poetry 
issued  after  the  confederation  of  Canada.     Published  in  Ottawa  in  1868,   this 
copy  was  inscribed  for  Professor  Stevenson  by  the  author  almost  sixty  years 
later.     Among  major  Canadian  poets,   there  is  a  particularly  good  representa- 
tion of  Bliss  Carman,   Charles  G.   D.   Roberts,   and  Duncan  Campbell  Scott. 


UNITED  NATIONS  AND  AFFILIATED  AGENCY  PUBLICATIONS 

Since  formation  of  the  United  Nations  in  1945  this  organization  and  its 
affiliated  agencies  have  published  an  ever-increasing  amount  of  material  re- 
lating to  all  aspects  of  civilization,   from  paintings  in  tombs  and  temples  in 
Egypt  to  nuclear  physics,  with  major  emphasis  on  the  social  sciences  and  the 
work  of  the  U.N.   itself. 

This  material  is  issued  in  the  form  of  mimeographed  publications  of  in- 
formation,   relating  to  the  work  of  the  U.N.   and  its  four  major  divisions  (Gen- 
eral Assembly,   Economic  and  Social  Council,  Security  Council,   and  Trustee- 
ship Council);  official  records  of  these  four  divisions;  series  publications  on 
statistics,   demography,    economic  and  social  developments,    etc.;  and  single- 
title  publications,  many  from  the  Office  of  Public  Information  and  of  a  more 
general  nature. 

With  the  exception  of  restricted  publications,   the  Duke  University  Library 
receives   almost  all  materials  sponsored  by  the  U.N.   and  its  related  agencies, 
such  as  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization;  International  Court  of  Justice; 
International  Atomic  Energy  Agency;  and  United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific 
and  Cultural  Organization. 

The  Library's  center  for  United  Nations  publications  is  the  Documents 
Department,   on  the  third  floor  of  the  Library,   where  these  publications  are 
arranged  by  U.N.    sales  number  or  U.N.    classification  number  or  shelved 
as  Official  Records,   alphabetically  by  U.N.   organ  and  numerically  by  session. 

These  publications  are  not  listed  in  the  Card  Catalog  on  the  second  floor, 
but  various  indexes  and  catalogs  in  the  Documents  Department  enable  the 
staff  to  direct  faculty  and  students  to  required  material.     The  Documents  De- 
partment catalog  is  one  of  these  tools;  others  are  Ten  Years  of  U_.N_.   Pub- 
lications,   1945-1955;  United  Nations  Official  Records,    1948-1962;  and  United 
Nations,    1945-1963.    For  general  information  on  a  given  subject,  the  U.  N. 
Yearbook  and  the  U.  N.   Documents  Index  are  helpful. 
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Much  of  the  material  from  related  organizations  is  cataloged  and  sent 
to  the  stacks  or  to  departmental  libraries,   in  the  same  manner  as  similar 
material  from  other  sources.     Cards  for  this  material  are  in  the  Card 
Catalog.     Also,   these  agencies  issue  catalogs  in  which  their  publications 
can  be  located  by  subject,   author,    and  title;  these  catalogs  are  in  the  Docu- 
ments Department. 

The  library  subscribes  to  the  Readex  Microprint  edition  of  microcards 
for  the  U.N.   publications  (symbol  numbers  A/--,    E/--,   S/--,    etc.   and  the 
Official  Records).     Readers  much  prefer  to  use  the  actual  publications,   as 
one  might  expect,    so  are  asked  to  use  microcards  only  when  the  original 
publication  is  not  available.     Many  of  the  U.N.   mimeographed  publications 
are  retained  even  after  their  microcard  copy  arrives,  but  much  of  this  material 
will  have  to  be  discarded  in  the  future. 

The  major  objective  in  setting  up  and  servicing  this  collection  is  to 
provide  for  its  widest  and  most  effective  use;  needless  to  say,    suggestions 
which  might  assist  the  staff  in  realizing  this  objective  are  welcomed. 


USEFUL  FOR  ALL 

The  first  issue  of  Choice;  Books  for  College  Libraries,   a  monthly  pub- 
lished by  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries,    appeared  in  March,    1964. 

For  many  years  librarians  have  sought  a  journal  to  fill  the  void  between 
too-long  delayed  scholarly  reviews  and  those  in  the  popular  media.     Choice 
answers  this  need  with  short,   authoritative  opinions  on  a  projected  2,500 
to  3,000  titles  per  year.     More  than  1,000  professors  who  teach  undergrad- 
uates in  all  parts  of  the  U.S.  ,   and  librarians  with  advanced  subject  degrees, 
evaluate  the  books. 

Although  slanted  toward  college  libraries,    Choice  holds  much  value 
for  the  university  library  as  well.     Because  it  is  arranged  by  the  subject 
areas  which  form  the  basis  of  the  liberal  arts  curriculum,    Choice  will 
appeal  to  faculty  members  who  want  a  quick,    current  survey  of  publica- 
tions in  their  own  and  other  disciplines. 

Choice   is  available  in  the  Reference  Room   of  the  General  Library  and 
in  the  Periodical  Room  of  the  Woman's  College  Library.

CHECKLIST  OF  SCIENTIFIC  PERIODICALS 

The  publication  of  a  new  edition  of  the  Checklist  of  Scientific  Periodicals, 
delayed  by  technical  difficulties  in  the  computing  program  and  other  un- 
avoidable circumstances,   has  been  set  for  the  spring  of  1965.     The  Checklist 
--  a  joint  enterprise  of  Duke,   Carolina,  State,   the  Woman's  College  in 
Greensboro,   and  the  Chemstrand  Research  Library  --  is  being  edited  by 
I.   T.   Littleton,   Librarian  of  State  College.     Prospective  users  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  plans  include  producing  a  supplement  periodically,   and  that  the 
first  is  scheduled  almost  immediately  after  the  appearance  of  the  main 
volume. 


IN  THE  BEGINNING.  .  . 

Orientation  week  has  become  "run  for  the  hills,   the  dam's  busted"   week 
for  most  of  the  library  staff  and  the  library's  regular  patrons.     The  card 
catalog  swarms  all  day  long  like  the  Blue  and  White  Room  at  meal-time, 
and  guided  parties  bump  into  each  other  on  their  serpentine  routes  through 
the  building.     All  this,   we  believe,   is  to  good  purpose,   for  in  this  brief 
orientation  period  all  first  year  men  (after  a  thirty-minute  slide  lecture) 
consult  the  card  catalogs  and  periodical  indexes,   and  first  year  women  get 
their  first  introduction  to  the  General  Library.     While  the  freshmen  converge 
in  the  card  catalog  area,   beginning  graduate  students  take  an  hour's  walking 
tour  of  the  building,   visiting  all  the  public  service  areas  and  becoming  ac- 
quainted with  the  services  available  to  them.     Copies  of  The  Students'  Guide 
to  the  General  Library  are  distributed  to  all  freshmen.

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GENERAL  LIBRARY  BUILDING 


Members  of  the  faculty  who  have  not  seen  the  General  Library  building 
plans  may  be  interested  in  the  following  outline  of  distribution  of  space 
and  activities  in  the  building.  The  working  drawings  are  now  being  reviewed 
and  should  be  ready  for  bidding  within  a  few  weeks.  A  separate  contract  for 
excavation  was  let  in  September. 

MAIN  ENTRANCE 

Is  immediately  north  of  the  present  entrance  to  the  Rare  Book  Room, 
utilizing  space  on  the  south  end  of  the  Language  Building.  From  the 
quadrangle  the  new  building  is  reached  through  a  combination  Entrance- 
Exhibit  Gallery  24  feet  wide  which  runs  alongside  the  Rare  Book  Room. 

FIRST  FLOOR 

To  the  left  of  the  Lobby ,  immediately  upon  entering  the  building,  are 
the  Main  Loan  Desk,  the  office  of  Interlibrary  Loan  and  the  Stack  En- 
trance^ on  the  right  the  Reference  Department  and  current  Periodicals. 
Straight  ahead  is  the  Card  Catalog  and  Technical  Processing  (acquisitions, 
bibliography,  serials  and  cataloging).  The  Bibliography  and  Reference 
collections  are  on  the  right  of  the  Card  Catalog. 

Back  files  of  General  Periodicals  occupy  one  floor  of  the  old  stacks 
which  is  open  to  everyone  from  the  Lobby. 


Approximately  225  seats  for  readers  and  120  for  staff  are  pro- 
vided on  this  floor.  Stairs  and  elevators  provide  access  from  the 
Lobby  to  other  floors.

PRESENT  BUILDING 

The  basement,  first  and  second  floors,  exclusive  of  the  stacks,  will  be 
renovated  and  made  available  for  undergraduate  study  with  an  open  shelf 
collection  of  about  50,000  books.  These  areas  will  provide  534  seats. 
The  old  southeast  entrance  will  be  maintained  and  a  corridor  joining  the 
old  and  the  new  entrance  areas  will  be  constructed.  Guards  and  check- 
points will  be  established  at  each  exit. 

SUMMARY 

The  area  to  be  completed  in  1968,  not  including  the  assembly  room,  will 
seat,  including  all  carrells,  1,198.  The  present  building  when  renovated 
will  seat  534.  A  minimum  of  300  seats  will  be  added  when  the  sub-basement 
and  fourth  floors  are  completed,  bringing  the  seating  capacity  of  the  build- 
ing to  2,032.  About  half  of  these  will  be  at  single  tables. 


The  Reference  Department  maintains  a  file  of  local  translators.  Additional 
names  of  persons  doing  this  type  of  work  are  needed. 
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BOOK  REVIEW  GUIDES 

Since  1905,  when  it  first  appeared,  the  Book  Review  Digest  has  been 
the  principal  source  for  citations  to  reviews  of  books  in  English.  This 
digest  and  index  of  selected  book  reviews  in  about  75  English  and  American 
periodicals  appears  monthly,  with  a  semiannual  cumulation  in  August,  and  an 
annual  volume  in  February.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  books  and  reviews  for  the 
general  reader  rather  than  the  specialist.  The  exclusion  of  many  scholarly 
books  and  all  non-English  language  publications  makes  the  BRD  a  less  than 
perfect  tool  in  an  academic  library. 

Where  does  one  turn  if  citations  do  not  appear  in  the  Book  Review  Digest? 
For  books  published  between  1900  and  1943  an  excellent  source  exists:  Bib- 
liographie  der  Rezerfconen  (Internationale  Bibliographie  der  Zeitschriftenliter- 
atur,  Abt.  CY.       Reviews  appearing  in  from  5,000  to  7,000  journals,  yearbooks, 
Festscriften,  and  newspapers  were  indexed  annually.  Because  of  its  wide 
coverage  it  is  useful  for  finding  materials  in  American  and  English  journals 
as  well  as  those  in  German,  French,  Italian  and  other  European  publications. 

Two  new  guides  to  reviews  help  to  compensate  for  the  Book  Review  Digest's 
limited  coverage.  The  Index  to  Book  Reviews  in  the  Humanities  cites  reviews 
appearing  since  1960  in  more  than  675  journals.  "Humanities"  is  broadly  de- 
fined to  include  art  and  architecture,  biography,  drama  and  dance,  folklore, 
history,  language,  literature,  music,  philosophy,  travel  and  adventure.  The 
Index  appears  annually,  and  beginning  with  1963  cites  non-English  as  well  as 
English  language  reviews.  The  newest  guide  is  the  Book  Review  Index,  published 
monthly  beginning  January  1965.  The  BRI  covers  annually  an  estimated  7,500 
books  as  they  are  evaluated  in  about  15,000  reviews  in  general,  specialized 
and  scholarly  periodicals.  According  to  the  publishers,  Gale  Research  company, 
information  about  a  specific  review  will  reach  subscribers  as  early  as  two 
weeks,  and  no  later  than  six  weeks,  after  the  review  appears. 

In  summary,  the  Book  Review  Digest  serves  as  the  principal  source  of 
reviews  of  books  in  English  since  1905  and  continues  to  be  the  only  source 
for  brief  descriptive  notes  and  quotations  from  reviews.  For  reviews  of  books 
of  specialized  interest,  citations  to  journals  in  30  languages  appear  in  the 
Bibliographie  der  Rezetfjonen  (1900-1943).  Recent  supplementary  guides  are 
the  Index  to  Book  Reviews  in  the  Humanities,  and  the  forthcoming  Book  Review 
Index.  Since  no  index  is  ever  completely  adequate,  scholars  will  need  to 
consult  specialized  sources  for  their  respective  disciplines,  such  as  Tech- 
nical Book  Review  Index,  the  International  Bibliography  of  Historical  Sciences, 
and  the  Index  to  Religious  Periodicals,  for  example.   F.B. 


In  January  the  General  Library  added  eighteen  Russian  daily  newspapers 
to  the  ninety-four  foreign  and  domestic  newspapers  already  on  subscription. 
These  additional  newspapers  are  published  in  Moscow,  Kiev,  Baku,  Erevan, 
Minsk,  Vilnius,  Kishinev,  Alma-Ata,  and  other  cities  of  the  USSR. 
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THE  WHY  AND  WHEREFORES  OF  UNIVERSITY  ARCHIVES 

Should  any  long-time  employee  of  the  University  presume  to  be  a  living 
archive,  as  did  Cardinal  Cleselius  after  serving  four  emperors  of  the  Austrian 
House  for  nearly  sixty  years  ,1  he  might  speculate  on  what  eventually  became  of 
that  archive.  Moreover,  one  must  question  the  infallibility  of  even  a  cardinal's 
memory.  The  implication  should  be  clear—this  University  should  preserve  its 
archives.  By  archives  we  mean  all  printed  and  manuscript  records  created  by 
the  University  in  its  multifarious  operations  and  activities  that  are  adjudged 
worthy  of  preservation  for  reference  and  research. 

The  combined  existence  of  Duke  University  and  its  parent  institutions 
stretches  back  one  and  a  quarter  centuries,  but  the  University  still  does 
not  have  an  Archivist  and  a  program  for  collecting  its  archives  systematically. 
Since  1941  there  have  been  three  committees  on  University  archives,  and  their 
work  has  been  significant  in  laying  the  groundwork  for  the  creation  of  a  De- 
partment of  Archives  when  the  new  library  building  is  completed.  Fortunately, 
over  a  period  of  many  years  a  sizable  quantity  of  archives  has  been  collected, 
but  they  are  only  a  fraction  of  what  should  have  been  collected. 

In  his  essay  De  Archivis  (Venice,  1632),  Baldassare  Bonifacio  tells  of 
the  interest  of  some  of  the  ancients  in  the  preservation  of  their  records. 
He  believed  the  twin  towers  built  by  the  grandsons  of  Noah  to  house  every- 
thing worth  saving  were  nothing  less  than  an  archive. ^  He  quotes  an  order  for 
the  preservation  of  official  records  that  went  out  from  Emperor  Justinian  that 
is  as  applicable  today  as  it  was  then.  The  order  stipulated  that  in  every 
province  of  the  Roman  Empire  there  was  to  be  a  public  building  in  which  the 
"magistrate  (defensor)  is  to  store  the  records,  choosing  someone  to  have  custody 
over  them  so  that  they  may  remain  uncorrupted  and  may  be  found  quickly  by  those 
requiring  them,  and  let  there  be  among  them  an  archives,  and  let  that  which  has 
been  neglected  in  the  cities  be  corrected. "3 

To  shame  ourselves  for  neglecting  our  archives  as  we  have,  we  do  not  have 
to  turn  to  the  ancients.  A  number  of  academic  institutions  in  this  country 
have  done  much  better  by  their  records  than  we  have.  No  doubt,  though,  they 
have  fallen  far  short  of  the  ideal. 

In  recent  years  directives  relative  to  University  archives  have  gone  out 
periodically  from  the  President's  office  to  the  faculty  and  staff.  In  his 
letter  of  December  21,  1964,  President  Knight  requested  that  non-current  rec- 
ords be  held  in  their  places  of  origin,  whenever  this  is  possible,  until  the 
new  library  building  is  finished,  and  when  it  is  not  possible,  that  they  be 
sent  to  the  Library.  The  Curator  of  Manuscripts  can  always  find  space  for 
records  that  must  be  moved  to  make  room  for  more  recentfiOnes .

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Actually  all  archival  materials  are  the  property  of  the  University  and 
only  a  person  so  authorized  has  the  right  to  destroy  them.  For  those  who 
may  be  concerned  about  their  files  being  exploited  by  the  curious  and  sensa- 
tion mongers,  President  Knight  has  given  assurance  that  the  archives  will 
be  for  "scholarly  use,  but  not  for  casual  or  public  study."  At  present  we 
are  working  With  the  proper  authorities  in  Washington  in  developing  procedures 
for  handling  any  classified  material  that  may  COlfle  to  the  Library. 

Through  the  years  the  Library  has  attempted  to  secure  all  the  official 
publications  of  the  Administration  and  student  organizations,  and  this  under- 
taking has  not  been  without  its  frustrations.  A  number  of  faculty  and  staff 
members  have  cooperated  with  the  Archives  Committee  by  sending  records  to  the 
Library,  and  in  some  cases  in  large  quantities.  The  majority,  however,  have 
not  been  heard  from  on  this  score. 

Some  may  ask,  "Why  be  so  much  concerned  about  preserving  the  records 
that  are  no  longer  considered  necessary  for  operating  the  University?"  Are 
we  not  all  interested  in  our  own  heritage,  and  institutions  should  be  inter- 
ested in  theirs.  Not  only  is  history  prologue,  but  it  can  be  useful  in  many 
ways.  Furthermore,  records  that  have  been  regarded  as  inactive  and  only  of 
historical  value  may  prove  to  be  necessary  for  checking  on  a  precedent  or 
examining  the  blueprint  of  an  older  building  that  is  to  be  renovated  or  ex- 
panded. Many  other  reasons  could  be  enumerated  as  to  why  the  administrative 
officers,  faculty,  heads  of  departments,  and  committee  chairmen  should  save 
their  papers.   Granted,  many  of  the  records  that  accumulate  should  not  be 
kept  permanently,  but  it  should  be  left  to  a  person  trained  in  records  manage- 
ment to  determine  which  ones  are  to  be  kept  permanently  and  which  for  a  speci- 
fied number  of  years.  In  the  Federal  Government  and  a  large  majority  of  the 
states,  including  North  Carolina,  there  is  a  public  records  preservation  pro- 
gram established  by  law.  The  creation  of  a  Department  of  Archives  and  the 
appointment  of  an  Archivist  should  not  be  deferred  beyond  1968,  the  scheduled 
date  for  occupying  the  new  library  building.    M.R.

For  a  number  of  years  the  Library  Technology  Project  has  been  of  in- 
valuable service  to  librarians  through  its  program  of  investigation,  testing, 
and  evaluation  of  library  equipment,  supplies,  and  systems.  Information 
from  LTP  is  now  being  made  available  promptly  through  its  "Library  Technology 
Reports,"  a  bi-monthly  loose-leaf  service  designed  to  supply  current  data  on 
such  subjects  as  adhesives,  data  processing,  duplicating^  equipment,  floor 
coverings,  furniture,  photocopiers,  lighting  and  others.  A  copy  of  this 
publication  is  available  at  the  Reference  Desk. 


A  box  of  income  tax  aids  is  available  in  the  Reference  Department.  In- 
cluded are  pamphlets  published  by  Commerce  Clearing  House  and  Prentice-Hall.

CAMP 


Duke  scholars  interested  in  African  studies  have  at  their  disposal  a 
collection  of  source  materials  gathered  in  the  Cooperative  Africana  Micro- 
film Projects  (CAMP)  sponsored  by  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries  in 
Chicago.  These  materials,  including  manuscripts,  archives,  ephemera,  journals 
and  newspapers,  may  be  borrowed  through  interlibrary  loan.  An  inventory  of 
CAMP  may  be  seen  at  the  Reference  Desk. 

As  a  member  of  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries,  the  Duke  Library 
has  full  borrowing  privileges  for  microfilm  of  current  foreign  newspapers 
as  well  as  for  the  CAMP  materials.  A  card  file  of  foreign  newspaper  titles 
in  the  CRL  is  maintained  in  the  Newspaper  and  Photographic  Services  Depart- 
ment. These  titles  also  appear  in  the  Union  List  of  Newspapers  on  Microfilm 
(Washington,  1963)  available  at  the  Reference  Desk.    F.B.

IF  THE  SHOE  FITS  .  .  . 

Discovery,  even  a  minor  one,  is  its  own  reward.  At  this  late  date  it 
is  especially  gratifying  to  find  a  North  Carolina  newspaper  whose  brief  ex- 
istence has  been  forgotten.  The  Caswell  Times  was  published  at  Point  Caswell, 
N.  C,  in  1883,  and  became  The  Amateur  Dial  in  1884.  The  Flowers  Collection 
recently  purchased  the  only  known  issues  of  this  short-lived  compendium  of 
wit  and  literature.  The  editors  were  0.  0.  Vollers  and  W.  E.  Black.  We  rescue 
the  following  1884  sample  from  an  undeserved  oblivion:

'When  a  woman  has  a  new  pair  of  shoes  sent  home  she  performs 
altogether  different  from  a  man.  She  never  shoves  her  toes  into 
them  and  yanks  and  hauls  until  she  is  red  in  the  face  and  all  out 
of  breath,  and  then  goes  stamping  and  kicking  around,  but  pulls  them 
on  part  way  carefully,  twitches  them  off  again  to  take  a  last  look 
and  see  if  she  has  got  the  right  one,  pulls  them  on  again,  looks  at 
them  dreamily,  says  they  are  just  right,  then  takes  another  look. 
Stops  suddenly  to  smooth  out  the  wrinkles,  twists  around  and  surveys 
them  sideways,  exclaims,  'Mercy  how  loose  they  are,'  looks  at  them 
again  square  in  front,  works  her  feet  around  so  they  wont  hurt  her 
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quite  so  much,  takes  them  off,  looks  at  them  the  heels  the  toes, 
the  bottoms  and  then  inside,  puts  them  on  again.  Walks  up  and  down 
the  room  once  or  twice,  remarks  to  her  better  half  that  she  won't 
have  them  at  any  price,  tilts  down  the  mirroV  so  she  can  see  how 
they  look,  turns  in  every  possible  direction,  and  nearly  dislocates 
her  neck  trying  to  see  how  they  look  from  that  way,  backs  off,  steps 
up  again,  takes  thirty  or  forty  farewell  looks,  says  they  make  her 
feet  look  big  and  will  never  do  in  the  world,  puts  them  off  and  on 
three  or  four  times  more,  ask  her  husband  what  he  thinks  about  it, 
and  pays  no  attention  to  his  answer,  goes  through  it  all  again,  and 
finally  says  she  will  take  them.   It  is  a  very  simple  matter  indeed."

FACULTY  CONTRIBUTIONS 


Gifts  of  books  have  always  been  an  important  part  of  the  support  the 
University  Library  receives.  Perhaps  too  often  we  think  of  the  single  out- 
standing item  and  not  enough  of  the  steady,  significant  flow  of  gifts  that 
comes  from  the  University  faculty.  Without  this  continuing  help  from  the 
faculty  the  Library  would  be  a  poorer  institution  indeed.  We  take  a  moment 
now  to  recognize  it,  to  honor  recent  faculty  donors,  and  to  encourage  their 
interest. 

Emeritus  Professor  H.  Shelton  Smith,  for  many  years  a  regular  contributor 
to  the  development  of  the  Library,  last  year  gave  1,300  items  in  the  field  of 
theology  and  philosophy. 

Helen  Bevington  gave  400  volumes  in  the  field  of  English  Literature. 
Kenneth  Clark  added  30  volumes  to  the  Manx  Collection  which  he  started  several 
years  ago.  William  B.  Hamilton  gave  130  volumes  of  general  interest;  Clarence 
Gohdes,  75  of  general  interest.  Frances  Brown  added  18  first  editions  to  the 
John  Buchan  collection  which  she  is  building.  Glenn  Negley  and  John  L.  Lievsay 
each  added  more  than  30  volumes  to  the  Utopia  Collection.  Carl  Anderson  gave 
30  volumes  primarily  in  the  field  of  Scandinavian  literature. 

Emeritus  Professor  Albert  M.  Webb,  now  deceased,  and  Mrs.  Webb  presented 
to  the  Library  more  than  600  volumes  in  Italian  and  French  literature  from 
Professor  Webb's  personal  library.  Included  in  the  excellent  collection  were 
many  finely  bound  volumes  and  a  complete  60-volume  set  of  the  works  of  Voltaire. 
Angus  McDougall,  son  of  former  Professor  William  McDougall,  gave  358  volumes 
in  psychology  and  literature.    W.B. 
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THE  PROPOSED  UNDERGRADUATE  LIBRARY 

Faculty  representatives  of  all  the  departments  in  arts  and  sciences  have  been 
asked  to  assist  in  preparing  a  list  of  books  for  the  Undergraduate  Collection  which 
is  to  be  established  when  the  new  General  Library  building  is  completed  and  the 
present  building  renovated.  The  books  will  be  selected  and  cataloged  during  the 
next  two  years;  before  they  are  ordered,  however,  the  lists  will  be  reviewed  by 
the  faculty  members  who  assisted  with  selection  and  perhaps  others. 

The  objective  of  the  Undergraduate  Library  will  be  to  provide  a  well  rounded 
collection  of  about  50,000  volumes  on  open  shelves  where  undergraduates  can  reach 
them  without  consulting  the  increasingly  complex  card  catalogs  and  other  biblio- 
graphical apparatus  of  the  research  library.  The  collection  will  consist  almost 
entirely  of  copies  of  books  already  in  the  General  and  other  libraries  on  the 
campus  and  will  include  those  the  undergraduate  will  need  most  during  his  four 
years  of  college  for  assigned,  recommended,  and  independent  reading. 

Except  for  closed  reserves,  all  books  will  be  on  open  shelves  in  the  present 
Library  building  in  areas  now  comprising  the  undergraduate  and  periodical  rooms 
on  the  first  floor,  the  reference,  circulation,  public  catalog,  and  order  and 
catalog  areas  on  the  second  floor,  and  the  staff  lounge  in  the  basement.  The  light 
courts  will  be  filled  in  and  will  provide  additional  reading  space  on  the  basement 
and  second  floors.  Most  of  the  large  rooms  will  be  divided  into  alcoves,  formed 
by  bookshelves  or  partitions,  to  provide  seats  for  no  more  than  twenty-five  stu- 
dents. Each  alcove  will  contain  one  subject,  e.g.,  English  literature,  religion, 


or  American  history,  and  each  subject  will  be  represented  by  1500  to  5,000  vol- 
umes.  English  literature,  for  example,  will  contain  the  important  books  of  the 
major  authors,  some  critical  works,  biographies,  and  the  like. 

While  the  principal  purpose  of  the  Undergraduate  Collection  will  be  to  make 
it  easier  for  undergraduates  to  gain  access  to  those  materials  they  will  use  most 
frequently,  it  does  not  mean  that  they  will  be  discouraged  from  using  the  research 
library;  they  must,  in  fact,  continue  to  consult  it  as  they  prepare  their  research 
papers.  Although  the  stacks  of  the  research  library  will  not  be  open  to  every 
student,  the  policy  with  respect  to  access  will  be  as  generous  as  the  needs  of 
the  teaching  program  of  the  University  dictate. 

All  members  of  the  faculty  are  invited  to  examine  the  titles  already  recom- 
mended for  the  Undergraduate  Collection  and  suggest  additions. 

MISS  MERRITT 

Friends  and  patrons  of  the  Duke  University  Library  will  be  happy  to  know 
that  Miss  Gertrude  Merritt  has  been  named  assistant  librarian  for  technical 
services.  Dr.  R.  Taylor  Cole,  provost  of  the  University,  made  the  public  announce- 
ment on  September  23. 

Miss  Merritt,  a  native  of  Goldsboro,  was  graduated  from  Duke.  While  still  a 
student,  she  served  as  a  library  assistant;  after  she  had  received  her  degree, 
she  was  appointed  bibliographer  and  general  assistant.  Later  she  became  a  serials 
cataloger  and  from  1940  until  1942  was  head  of  the  serials  department.  Since  1943 
she  has  been  chief  of  the  technical  processing  division. 

An  able  administrator,  Miss  Merritt  supervises  a  staff  of  more  than  80  library 
employees,  whose  duties  include  acquisition,  cataloging,  and  classification  of  the 
books,  periodicals,  and  other  library  materials  acquired  annually  for  the  Library. 
She  also  directs  the  exchanges  of  publications  of  the  Duke  Press  with  more  than 
1,000  other  libraries  throughout  the  world. 

NEWSPAPER  INDEXES 

Invaluable  as  they  are  for  current  events,  newspapers  have  the  curious  property 
of  becoming  increasingly  important  with  age.  As  Paul  Foster  put  it,  "The  newspaper 
store-rooms  of  our  thousands  of  libraries  are  treasure-houses  of  the  sources  of 
history.  Only  the  keys  to  these  treasure-houses  are  lacking. "1  But  some  keys  do 
exist.  Herbert  0.  Brayer,  in  his  "Preliminary  Guide  to  Indexed  Newspapers  in  the 
United  States,  1 850-1 900"2  provides  a  guide  to  retrospective  indexes,  published 
and  unpublished,  in  more  than  seven  hundred  depositories.

UNPUBLISHED  INDEXES 

An  index  on  cards  to  local  news  in  the  Durham  Morning  Herald  from  1931  to 
date  is  maintained  in  the  Newspaper  and  Photographic  Services  Department.  Beyond 
this  campus,  an  index  to  selected  articles  from  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer  is 
available  in  the  North  Carolina  State  Library  in  Raleigh. 


Some  large  city  newspapers  have  compiled  indexes  from  which  they  will  cite 
references  within  limits  of  time  and  effort.  The  Chicago  Tribune,  for  example, 
has  been  indexed  for  1857-61;  1880-81;  1901  (Jan.  to  July);  1910-11;  1921;  and 
1940  to  date.  The  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger  is  indexed  from  1914-34;  and  the 
Evening  Ledger  from  1914-42.  The  Richmond  News-Leader  was  thoroughly  card  in- 
dexed for  most  of  the  years  of  D.  S.  Freeman's  editorship  (1915-49). 

GROWTH  AND  USE 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1966,  71,706  volumes  were  cataloged  and 
officially  added  to  the  libraries.  Holdings  at  the  end  of  the  year  included 
1,783,803  officially  cataloged  volumes,  3,868,810  manuscripts  (plus  11,039  volumes), 
14,529  spools  of  microfilm  and  88,748  other  microforms.  One  hundred  forty-eight 
newspapers,  8,700  periodicals,  and  10,494  serials  were  received  regularly. 

In  looking  back  over  the  last  five  years  we  find  that  annual  circulation 
of  library  materials  has  increased  by  22  percent.   In  1960-61  total  recorded 
circulation  was  390,704;  in  1965-66  it  reached  an  all-time  high  of  485,470. 
During  the  same  period  interlibrary  loan  service  recorded  an  increase  of  21  per- 
cent and  reference  questions  answered  increased  by  29  percent. 

DUKE-UNC  COOPERATION 

The  administrative  officers  of  Duke  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
long  ago  agreed  that  close  cooperation  in  the  development  and  use  of  the  libraries 
of  the  two  institutions  was  highly  desirable.  The  history  of  this  cooperation  ex- 
tends back  into  the  1930' s  and  involves  a  number  of  facets. 

The  collections  of  the  two  libraries  are  completely  accessible  to  the  faculty 
and  graduate  students  of  both  schools.  A  scholar  of  one  institution  may  borrow 
directly  from  the  library  of  the  other  by  securing  a  library  privilege  card  from 
his  home  library.  This  card  also  entitles  its  owner  to  the  use  of  the  stacks. 
Messenger  service  between  these  two  libraries  and  the  libraries  of  North  Carolina 
State  and  Chemstrand  is  available  three  days  a  week  (Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Fri- 
day). 

In  August,  1935,  the  main  entry  cards  of  the  Duke  and  UNC  libraries  were 
reproduced  and  in  each  library  was  filed  copies  of  the  other's  cards.  These 
catalogs  have  been  kept  up  to  date  and  have  facilitated  borrowing.  Duke's  UNC 
catalog  is  located  adjacent  to  the  Bibliography  Room. 

The  cards  in  the  UNC  catalog  in  the  General  Library  at  Duke  include  the  main 
entry  for  serial  publications  but  list  no  holdings.  A  new  publication,  Serial 
Holdings,  University  of  North  Carolina  Libraries,  Chapel  Hill  (In  two  volumes  and 
corrected  to  July  22,  1966)  has  already  proved  to  be  a  valuable  aid  to  Duke  librarians 
and  scholars.  This  is  kept  at  the  desk  in  the  Reference  Room. 

Cooperation  in  acquisition  policies  has  been  one  of  the  most  significant 
features  of  the  Duke-UNC  program.  From  the  1930' s  a  plan  of  acquisition  designed 
to  concentrate  development  of  geographic  fields  in  depth  in  only  one  library  has 
been  in  effect.  Duplication  of  expensive  and  little-used  research  materials  has 
been  avoided. 
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This  cooperative  acquisition  has  been  extended  to  include  joint  purchase 
of  several  significant  collections  in  micro-text: 

NSDAP  HAUPTARCHIV 

On  January  15,  1934,  the  National  Socialist  Party  of  Germany  established  in 
Berlin  a  headquarters  for  an  archive  and  library  under  the  name  "NSDAP  Hauptarchiv." 
Emphasis  was  on  the  source  material  from  1919-1933  that  future  historians'  would 
need  to  write  the  history  of  the  party.  Documents  covering  the  period  until 
March,  1945,  were  added  later. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department,  the  Hoover  Library  of  Stanford 
University  has  filmed  the  entire  collection  of  the  NSDAP  Hauptarchiv  now  housed 
in  the  Bundesarchiv  in  Koblenz.  Although  there  are  a  few  notable  gaps,  the  bulk 
of  the  Hauptarchiv  was  rescued  and  is  available  on  the  film. 

The  Duke  and  University  of  North  Carolina  libraries  have  jointly  acquired 
this  collection  which  fills  134  reels  of  microfilm.  It  is  housed  in  the  UNC 
Library  but  may  be  brought  over  for  use  when  needed. 

A  detailed  175-page  guide  to  the  microfilm  collection,  NSDAP  Hauptarchiv: 
Guide  to  the  Hoover  Institution  Microfilm  Collection,  is  available  in  the  Duke 
University  Library  (016.9403  L538B  No.  17"T 

BRITISH  LEGATION  RECORDS 

Duke  and  UNC  acting  together  have  joined  the  Library  of  Congress  in  a  con- 
sortium to  obtain  microfilm  copies  of  the  records  of  the  British  legation  in  the 
United  States  from  1903-1918.  These  comprise  volumes  1271-2492  of  the  Foreign 
Office  series  in  the  Public  Record  Office  and  will  fill  about  600  reels  of  film 
by  1968  when  the  project  will  be  completed. 

CITY  AND  BUSINESS  DIRECTORIES 

Work  on  a  project  to  copy  on  microfiche  the  city  and  business  directories 
of  the  United  States  before  1860  was  begun  during  the  past  summer.  Research 
Publications,  Inc.  of  New  Haven  is  the  publisher. 

Dorothea  N.  Spear' s  Bibliography  of  American  Directories  Through  1860  (Pub- 

lished  by  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  1961)  is  being  used  as  the  basis. 

The  Duke  and  UNC  libraries  are  jointly  purchasing  this  collection  which  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  on  June  30,  1967. 

LANDMARKS  OF  SCIENCE 

A  ten-year  project  for  microprinting  an  extensive  collection  of  the  basic 
materials  of  the  history  of  science  was  started  by  the  Readex  Microprint  Corpora- 
tion in  May,  1966.  Duke  and  UNC  are  jointly  purchasing  these  microprints. 

Landmarks  of  Science,  A  Comprehensive  Collection  of  the  Source  Material  in 
the  History  of  Science,  Comprising  the  Significant  Contributions  to  the  Advance- 
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ment  of  Science  and  Technology  will  include  approximately  twenty  thousand  scientific 
publications  totaling  at  least  three  million  pages  of  text.  "It  will  contain  the 
collected  scientific  writings  of  more  than  300  outstanding  scientists  as  well  as 
the  significant  work  of  more  than  3,000  additional  scientists  who  have  made  important 
contributions  to  the  advance  of  scientific  knowledge  and  understanding." 

Editors  of  the  project  are:  I.  Bernard  Cohen,  Harvard  University;  Charles 
C.  Gillispie,  Princeton  University,  Sir  Harold  Hartley,  chairman,  British  National 
Committee  for  the  History  of  Science;  and  Edward  Rosen,  City  University  of  New 
York. 

EVANS'  AMERICAN  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

Microprinting  of  some  300,000  books  listed  in  Charles  Evans'  American  Bibli- 
ography: A  Chronological  Dictionary  of  All  Books ,  Pamphlets,  and  Periodica!-  Pub- 
lications Printed  in  the  United  States  of  America  from  the  Genesis  of  Printing  in 
1639  down  to  and  Including  the  Year  1820  has  now  been  completed.  These  microprints 
were  purchased  jointly  by  the  libraries  of  Duke  and  UNC  and  are  housed  in  the 
Newspaper  Room  of  the  General  Library  of  Duke  University. 

Beginning  with  the  "Bay  Psalm  Book"  of  1640,  Evans  listed  all  American  pub- 
lications from  the  first  through  the  year  1800.  As  many  of  these  titles  as  could 
be  located  were  copied.  Frequently  valuable  bibliographic  notes  were  supplied 
in  the  microprint  edition  when  the  text  was  not  available  for  reproduction. 

JOHNSTON-McMULLEN  PAPERS 

An  unusually  extensive  acquisition  of  the  Flowers  Collection  is  the 
Johnston-McMullen  papers,  spanning  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  years  of  American 
history  from  1783  until  the  1960's.  Two  families,  the  Johnstons  and  their  kin 
of  Abingdon,  Virginia,  and  the  John  McMullen  family  of  Sinking  Valley,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Baltimore,  Maryland,  were  united  in  1871  by  the  marriage  of  Lavalette 
Johnston  and  John  Francis  McMullen.  The  Johnston  manuscripts  concern  such  early 
Virginia  pioneers  as  the  Floyds  and  the  Prestons,  together  with  many  Virginia 
governors,  United  States  congressmen  and  senators,  and  Confederate  officials. 
The  McMullen  manuscripts  have  details  of  inventions  from  the  1840's  to  the  1950's. 

Among  the  interesting  personalities  are  those  of  John  Agg,  Washington 
political  editor;  John  Warfield  Johnston,  early  governor  of  Virginia;  John  Buchanan 
Floyd,  U.  S.  Secretary  of  War  and  Confederate  General;  Confederate  General 
Joseph  Eggleston  Johnston;  United  States  Congressman  John  Warfield  Johnston; 
and  Professor  George  Frederick  Holmes  of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

Interesting  details  vary  in  range  from  a  "receipt  for  whitewash  such  as 
used  on  the  President's  House"  (ca.  1830)  to  the  oratorical  mannerisms  of  Daniel 
Webster  and  the  McMullen  knitting  machine  which  won  a  first  prize  at  the  Crystal 
Palace  Exhibition  in  London  in  1851. 

The  papers  conclude  with  several  thousand  manuscripts  belonging  to  Joseph 
Benjamin  McMullen,  a  twentieth  century  inventor  who  was  interested  in  tech- 
nology as  represented  by  auto  tops,  dishwashers,  bombs,  and  airplanes. 


BUILDING  REPORT 

In  August  the  contract  for  construction  of  the  new  library  building  was 
awarded  to  Doyle  and  Russell  Construction  Company  of  Richmond,  Virginia.  Under 
terms  of  the  contract  the  building  should  be  finished  in  April  of  1968.  The 
foundation  was  completed  in  the  early  summer  by  William  Muirhead  Construction 
Company  of  Durham.  Progress  on  the  building  is  illustrated  by  these  photographs 
taken  in  early  November  by  Florence  Blakely.

Section  as  discussion  group  leaders.  Dr.  Powell's  group  discussed  interlibrary 
cooperation  whi  le  Miss  Canada  and  her  group  were  concerned  with  reference  service. 
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Between  October  31  and  November  2  Dr.  Powell  participated  in  the  International 
Business  Machines  Seminar  conducted  at  Endicott,  New  York,  for  head  librarians  of 
universities  considering  the  use  of  electronic  equipment. 

Dr.  Powell  presided  at  a  meeting  in  the  Library  of  Congress  on  October  28  of 
an  ad  hoc  committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Association  of  Research  Li- 
braries, ALA  Legislation  Committee,  Federal  Library  Committee,  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Public  Printer,  and  officials  of  the  Library  of  Congress  called  together 
to  discuss  steps  that  might  be  taken  to  secure  more  substantial  and  more  rapid 
progress  in  implementing  the  Depository  Library  Act  of  1962,  with  special  reference 
to  the  matter  of  disposition  of  non-GPO  publications.

BRIEF  LISTING 

A  new  procedure  called  "Brief  listing"  has  been  instituted  by  Perkins  Library 
in  an  attempt  to  cope  with  the  increasing  numbers  of  serials  acquired  by  the  li- 
brary. Serials  chosen  for  brief  listing  will  be  those  which  are  likely  to  be  little 
used.  Instead  of  being  fully  cataloge'd,  brief  listed  serials  will  be  represented 
in  the  public  catalog  by  only  two  cards:  a  title  or  author/title  in  the  main  cata- 
log, and  an  identical  card  giving  holdings  in  pencil  in  the  serials  catalog.  These 
serials  will  have  no  added  entries  or  subject  headings  and  will  not  be  classified. 
They  will  be  assigned  a  shelving  number,  be  shelved  numerically  in  a  special  place 
in  the  stacks,  and  be  serviced  at  twenty-four  hour  notice  by  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment. Anyone  wishing  to  use  one  of  these  serials  should  request  it  by  its  shelving 
number,  which  is  typed  below  the  words  "Brief  listing"  in  the  upper  left  of  the 
card  where  the  call  number  usually  appears.

EARLY  MANUSCRIPTS 


The  library  has  recently  added  eight  Greek  and  three  Latin  manuscripts  to  its 
collection,  bringing  the  total  of  Greek  manuscripts  to  39  and  Latin  to  more  than 
100.  Detailed  descriptions  of  these  important  acquisitions  will  be  included  in 
forthcoming  issues  of  this  Newsletter  and  of  Library  Notes. 


LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION  TO  BRING  RELOCATION  Of  SOML  DEPARTMENTS 

We  have  long  known  that  at  some  stage  in  the  construction  of  the  Perkins 
Library  a  few  of  the  library  services  and  the  materials  that  support  them 
would  have  to  be  relocated. 

Construction  in  the  Divinity  Library  area  will  necessitate  closing  the 
Microphotography  Laboratory  and  Newspaper  Department  within  the  next  few  weeks. 
Most  of  the  copying  equipment  will,  at  that  time,  be  moved  to  the  Staff  Lounge 
from  which  most  of  the  work  of  the  department  will  be  continued.  Microfilming 
will  be  temporarily  discontinued.  Access  to  current  newspapers  and  microfilm 
readers  will  be  through  the  stacks  via  the  Circulation  Department  entrance. 

About  May  1  the  North  Tower  entrance  will  be  closed  to  permit  construction 
of  the  new  entrance  arcade.  While  this  construction  is  in  progress,  access  to 
the  Rare  Book  Room  will  be  via  the  southeast  entrance  to  the  second  floor,  then 
north  along  the  Loan  Desk  to  the  North  Tower  elevator  and  stairs.  Work  in  this 
area  should  be  completed  by  September  and  the  entrance  will  then  be  reopened. 

About  May  1  rebuilding  of  the  stairs  at  the  rear  of  the  present  building 
will  be  started.  As  a  result,  space  will  be  lost  in  the  Graduate  Reading  Room, 
Receiving  Room,  the  Conference  Room,  and  Rooms  201  and  220  of  Technical  Proces- 
sing. Most  of  the  displaced  staff  members  will  move  to  the  eighth  level  of  the 
stacks  where  working  quarters  will  be  created  by  removal  to  storage  of  several 
ranges  of  state  documents.  Temporary  partitions  will  be  erected  around  the 
areas  being  renovated,  but  some  noise  and  dust  must  be  expected. 

Doyle  and  Russell,  the  contractors,  hope  to  complete  during  the  summer  the 
projects  likely  to  interfere  most  with  use  of  the  Library  and  will  try  to  hold 
inconvenience  to  library  staff  and  library  users  to  a  minimum. 

Renovation  of  the  present  building  should  start  in  the  summer  of  1968,  as 
soon  as  the  new  construction  is  completed,  and  some  of  it  should  be  finished 
before  the  end  of  1968. 


"SHEEP  SET"  COMPLETED 

Recent  acquisition  from  the  Library  of  Congress  of  two  hundred  volumes  of 
the  Serial  Set  has  completed,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  Documents  Depart- 
ment's collected  edition  of  U.  S.  Congressional  publications.  Needed  to  fill 
in  gaps  and  to  replace  missing,  incomplete  and  damaged  copies,  these  volumes 
were  acquired  through  an  exchange  agreement  with  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Completion  of  this  well-known  set  is  a  significant  addition  to  the  docu- 
ment collection  at  Duke.  Called  by  various  names  -  "Serial  Set,"  "Serial 
Number  Set,"  "Congressional  Set,"  "Congressional  Edition,"  "Congressional 
Series,"  and  "Sheep  Set"  (from  its  binding  prior  to  1907)  -  the  series  of  con- 
secutively numbered  volumes  of  Congressional  publications  since  the  15th 
Congress  constitutes  a  basic  source  of  material  published  by  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  U.  S.  government.  In  general  the  set  includes  reports  and 
documents  issued  by  both  houses  of  Congress  and  such  material  from  the  execu- 
tive bodies  as  authorized  by  Congress  to  be  printed. 

Easy  accessibility  to  this  heterogenous  mass  of  Congressional  publications 


is  provided  by  the  simple  numerical  scheme  worked  out  by  an  early  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Dr.  John  G.  Ames. 

The  Serial  Set  is  full  of  documents  of  permanent  value  such  as  reports  of 
early  scientific  explorations,  inventions  and  discoveries,  and  much  statistical 
matter. 


FOR  THE  BULLS  AND  BEARS 

Bernard  Baruch,  the  financial  genius  who  became  a  millionaire  at  the  age  of 
thirty,  began  his  career  as  an  office  boy  for  five  dollars  a  week  in  a  brokerage 
firm.  At  the  age  of  twenty,  he  was  once  duped  into  buying  some  worthless  mining 
stock.  This  venture  taught  him  never  to  invest  in  anything  he  had  not  first 
thoroughly  studied.  In  the  evenings  he  took  courses  in  bookkeeping  and  law,  and 
"on  his  own"  studied  financial  and  commercial  manuals.  He  attributed  his  successes 
to  reasonable  and  conservative  speculating,  or  observing,  explaining  that  the  word 
speculator  came  from  the  Latin  speculari ,  meaning  "to  observe." 

The  Reference  Department  of  the  Perkins  Library  has  a  basic  and  expanding 
collection  of  business  and  financial  services  offering  ample  opportunity  for 
those  who  wish  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the  stock  market  as  Baruch  did.  The 
collection  represents  not  only  the  major  publications  of  the  venerable  and  time- 
honored  publishing  firms  of  Moody  and  Standard  and  Poor,  which  furnish  all  perti- 
nent information  on  stocks  and  bonds,  but  also  the  valuable  business  services  of 
Commerce  Clearing  House  and  Prentice-Hall.  The  latter  two  furnish  information 
on  the  latest  developments  in  the  fields  of  law,  labor,  trade,  and  taxation. 

Among  the  advisory  and  forecasting  services  the  most  eagerly  and  avidly 
awaited  each  week  are  the  Standard  and  Poor  Outlook  and  the  Moody  Stock  and 
Bond  Surveys.  These  investment  guidelines  discuss  stock  market  trends  and 
national^and"  world  affairs  which  bear  on  the  state  of  the  economy.  In  addition 
they  analyze  the  performance  of  and  project  the  future  prospects  for  specific 
industries,  and  make  recommendations  on  whether  to  buy,  sell,  or  hold. 

For  basic  financial  data  on  corporations  the  Moody's  Manuals  of  Investments 
and  Standard  and  Poor's  Standard  Corporation  Records  may  be  consulted.  These 
volumes  are  similar  in  that  they  give  a  brief  history  of  the  company  and  its 
operations;  subsidiaries;  products;  comparative  tables  of  income  account;  bal- 
ance sheet;  earnings  record  over  several  years;  the  dividend  record;  and  out- 
standing securities. 

Many  other  sources  of  business  information  too  numerous  to  list  in  detail 
are  available.  In  addition,  the  volumes  in  the  Reference  Department  may  be 
supplemented  by  the  various  financial  periodicals  and  newspapers. 

NEWS  OF  THE  WORLD 

The  Perkins  Library  presently  subscribes  to  more  than  150  newspapers,  the 
majority  of  which  are  located  in  the  Periodicals  Room.  Issues  previous  to  the 
current  ones  are  kept  in  the  Newspaper  Department.  Some  of  these  are  eventual- 
ly received  in  bound  volumes  or  in  microfilm  form,  while  one-fourth  are  dis- 
carded on  a  periodic  basis. 

A  geographical  breakdown  indicates  the  extent  of  Duke's  holdings.  Approxi- 


inately  50  newspapers  are  received  from  20  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Most  states  are  represented  by  one  paper,  but  there  are  17  from  North  Carolina 
and  six  from  New  York. 

The  library  has  recently  increased  to  34  its  subscriptions  to  Russian  and 
Polish  newspapers.  Current  issues  of  most  of  these  are  on  a  rack  at  the  rear 
of  the  Periodicals  Reading  Room.   In  addition  to  these,  newspapers  are  received 
from  five  European  countries,  four  South  American  countries,  Mexico,  Canada, 
Africa,  and  India.  English  language  dailies  are  received  from  seven  African 
countries  and  from  such  places  as  Ceylon,  Lebanon,  Japan,  Thailand,  and  Taiwan. 
The  library  takes  six  papers  from  Great  Britain  and  six  from  Canada,  as  well 
as  titles  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  the  British  West  Indies. 

Under  the  PL  480  Project  the  library  receives  11  newspapers  from  India  and 
Pakistan.  These  can  be  read  in  the  room  adjacent  to  the  Staff  Lounge  in  the 
basement  of  the  library.  Three  principal  English  dailies  from  India,  all  of 
which  are  indexed  in  the  Indian  News  Index  (in  the  Reference  Room)  are  received. 
In  addition  to  these,  the  library  subscribes  to  two  other  Indian  papers,  one 
in  Hindi  and  one  in  Urdu.  Pakistan  is  represented  by  two  English  language 
dailies  from  West  Pakistan  and  one  from  East  Pakistan.   Indian  and  Pakistani 
papers  not  received  on  PL  480  are  in  the  Periodicals  Room. 

Indexes  to  the  following  papers  are   in  the  Reference  Room:  the  New  York 
Times ,  the  Wall  Street  Journal ,  the  Christian  Science  Monitor,  and  the  Times" 
of  London.  Also,  the  Indian  News  Index,  and  an  index  to  Dawn  (West  Pakistan). 
Other  useful  guides  to  the  contents  of  papers  are  the  National  Diary  (India) 
and  Asian  Recorder,  the  Africa  Diary,  African  Recorder,"  Keesing^s  Contemporary 
Archives,  and  the  index  to  the  Current  Digest  of  the  Soviet  Press. 

ALA  ANNOUNCES  PLANS  TO  PUBLISH  NATIONAL 
UNION  CATALOG  IN  BOOK  FORM 

The  American  Library  Association  has  announced  the  selection  of  Mansell 
Information/Publishing  Limited,  a  component  of  Universal  Printers  Limited,  to 
publish  in  book  form  the  National  Union  Catalog  of  publications  with  imprints 
of  1955  and  earlier.  This  catalog,  which  now  exists  only  as  a  file  of  more 
than  16  million  cards  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  shows  the  combined  library 
holdings  of  more  than  2,000  libraries  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  As  such 
it  is  a  bibliographic  tool  of  primary  importance  to  scholars  and  libraries 
throughout  the  world,  and  its  publication  one  of  the  most  important  events 
in  the  history  of  the  Association. 

When  completed,  the  catalog  will  consist  of  about  610  volumes,  each  of 
704  pages.  It  is  the  largest  single  publication  undertaken  since  the  invention 
of  printing.  One  of  the  requirements  under  which  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion undertook  to  arrange  for  publication  was  that  the  editorial  cost  of  pre- 
paring the  catalog  for  the  press  be  paid  in  full  by  the  publisher.  This  work, 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  is  estimated  to  cost  well  over 
four  mil  lion  dollars. 

The  National  Union  Catalog,  although  making  use  of  techniques  initially 
developed  for  the  production  of  other  major  catalogs,  will  employ  new  and 
largely  automatic  equipment  specially  designed  and  constructed  to  Mansell's 
requirements  by  The  Williamson  Manufacturing  Company,  a  leading  British  firm 
of  optical  and  precision  engineers.  Use  of  this  equipment,  which  has  the 


facility  to  close-up  copy  and  selectively  delete  extraneous  matter,  will  reduce 
the  total  number  of  volumes  required  to  encompass  the  Catalog  by  about  one-third. 
At  the  same  time,  the  photography  will  be  tied  in  with  editorial  and  copy-prepara- 
tion processes  that  will  produce  the  information  contained  on  the  catalog  cards 
in  form  more  sophisticated  and  legible  than  now  exists. 

STAFF  ACTIVITIES

article,  "Book  Selection  in  the  University  Special  Library,"  appeared  in  North 
Carolina  Libraries . 

Mattie  Russell  and  Winston  Broadfoot  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society  of  American  Archivists  in  Atlanta,  October  5-8.  Mr.  Broadfoot  spoke 
on  the  filming  of  historical  materials.

LOST  BOOKS 

Since  regular  and  complete  inventories  of  book  collections  of  large  re- 
search libraries  are  now  too  costly,  most  libraries  employ  a  sort  of  continu- 
ous inventory  in  the  Circulation  Department.  This  involves  listing  and  search- 
ing all  books  requested  and  not  located  and  is  supported  by  continuous  shelf 
reading  in  the  stacks. 

A  file  of  books  missing  from  the  General  Library  is  maintained  at  the 
Circulation  Desk.  Replacement  copies  for  titles  needed  urgently  are  ordered 
immediately;  most  of  the  others  are  ordered  within  six  months  or  one  year 
from  the  date  of  loss.  Frequent  searches  are  made  for  all  missing  books  dur- 
ing the  first  year  and  periodic  searches  thereafter. 
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This  is  the  first  Newsletter  to  be  prepared  since  we  moved  into  the  Perkins 
Library  in  February.  We  apologize  for  failure  to  keep  this  line  of  communication 
open  in  the  spring  when  information  about  the  building  would  have  been  more 
useful,  but  the  full  time  of  every  staff  member  had  to  be  devoted  to  moving  and 
settling  in.  With  your  cooperation  and  understanding,  however,  one  semester 
and  a  summer  in  the  new  building  have  been  completed.  The  staff  are  now  beginning 
to  feel  at  home,  and  most  of  the  book  collections,  all  except  those  affected  by 
the  renovation  of  the  old  building,  are  in  place. 

MOVING 

The  portion  of  the  move  which  could  have  inconvenienced  faculty  and  students 
most  involved  the  Loan  and  Reference  Departments  and  the  Card  Catalog.  The 
most  sensitive  area  was  the  Card  Catalog.  To  move  6,000,000  cards,  tightly  packed 
in  4,000  drawers,  into  8,000  drawers,  allowing  for  20  years  growth,  required  study 
and  preparation.  Labels  were  prepared  in  advance.  The  drawers  were  brought  by 
book  truck  from  the  old  to  the  new  building  and  the  cards  distributed  in  new 
drawers  and  new  cases  while  the  old  cases  were  being  dismantled  by  the 
Maintenance  Department  and  transferred  to  the  new  Library  where  they  continue 
to  be  used.  The  weeks  of  advanced  planning  permitted  the  Catalog,  the  Loan  and 
Reference  Departments  and  Technical  Services  to  be  moved  between  Friday  morning 
and  Monday  morning  of  the  first  weekend  in  February.  Every  staff  member  participated, 
and  long  hours  were  the  order  of  the  day. 

Moving  the  Catalog  was  complex,  but  moving  1,200,000  books  required  strong 
backs,  stamina  and  also  careful  attention  to  detail.  As  most  of  you  know,  the 
Inter-Fraternity  Council  volunteered  to  move  the  book  collection  in  return  for 
a  cash  sum  to  be  used  as  prize  money  to  the  fraternities  contributing  most  in 
proportion  to  membership.  Under  direction  of  the  Circulation  Department,  members 
of  the  campus  fraternities  moved  the  collection  in  little  more  than  half  the  time 
the  project  had  been  estimated  to  require.  Working  on  weekends,  afternoons  and 
evenings,  these  boys  saved  at  least  $30,000  for  the  University.  A  record  of  the 
move  has  been  placed  in  the  University  Archives. 

ADJUSTMENTS  MUST  CONTINUE  TO  BE  MADE 

Adjustments  and  additions  to  the  building  and  its  equipment  continue  to  be 
made.  Not  until  renovation  of  the  old  building  has  been  completed,  around  the 
end  of  February,  can  everyone  expect  to  be  settled.  Examples  of  areas  still 
to  receive  attention: 

Air  conditioning  and  heating.  Several  months  normally  are  required 
by  air  conditioning  and  heating  engineers  to  eliminate  the  hot  and  cold 
pockets  in  a  new  building.  Good  progress  is  being  made. 


Audiovisual  equipment  for  the  second  floor  may  be  installed 
next  year  if  budget  pressures  are  relaxed. 

Clocks.  Though  the  clocks  are  not  yet  working,  there  is  hope  that 
one  day  they  will  begin  to  record  the  time,  perhaps  when  renovation 
of  the  old  building  is  completed. 

Rubber  matting  for  the  main  stack  aisles  should  be  available 
early  in  the  fall . 

The  stacks  are  being  cleaned  and  the  books  put  in  order.  All 
of  the  shelves  should  be  read  by  December. 

The  Assembly  Room  on  the  second  floor,  a  part  of  the  Audiovisual 
complex,  is  to  be  used  for  group  listening  when  the  necessary  equip- 
ment is  installed.  Meanwhile  it  may  be  used  upon  request  to  this 
office  for  small  lectures  and  special  meetings.  It  will  seat  about 
a  hundred. 

Blinds  and  draperies.  The  areas  of  the  building  exposed  to  the 
sun  in  the  morning  or  afternoon  will  soon  receive  blinds  or  draperies. 

Courtyards.  The  courtyard  to  the  north  of  the  Entrance-Exhibit 
Gallery  will  be  given  some  attention  and  perhaps  some  plants  early 
this  fall.  The  one  between  Perkins  and  the  Divinity  Library  may  have 
to  wait  until  spring. 

DEPARTMENTAL  READING  ROOMS  AND  OFFICES 

The  Departmental  Reading  Rooms  in  the  stacks,  designed  for  departments  in 
the  humanities  and  social  sciences  that  grant  doctorates,  are  being  used  this 
fall  to  accommodate  faculty  who  normally  occupy  offices  in  the  old  Perkins 
Library  towers.  Renovation  of  those  offices  were  not  completed  this  summer 
as  was  expected,  and  may  not  be  ready  until  the  end  of  the  semester,  so  assignment 
of  most  of  the  rooms  will  be  deferred  until  February. 

ELEVATORS 

This  is  a  suggestion  concerning  use  of  the  public  elevator  at  the  right  of 
the  Reference  Desk  and  the  two  stack  elevators  behind  the  Loan  Desk.  If  all  able- 
bodied  Library  users  who  wish  to  go  down  two  floors  or  up  one  floor  will  walk 
rather  than  wait  for  an  elevator,  they  will  save  their  own  time,  the  time  of  the 
infirm  who  cannot  use  the  stairs  and  the  time  of  persons  going  to  more  distant 
floors. 

RESERVE  BOOKS 

During  the  1969  spring  term,  reserve  books  were  lent  from  the  old  Reference 
Room  (208)  in  what  will  become  a  part  of  the  Undergraduate  Library.  It  appears 
that  this  room  will  be  used  again  for  this  purpose  during  much  of  the  fall  term, 
perhaps  beginning  late  in  October. 


UNDERGRADUATE  LIBRARY 

When  renovation  of  the  old  building  is  completed  the  Reserve  Book  control 
will  be  located  in  the  old  Periodical  Room  on  the  first  floor  and  all  reserve 
books  will  be  placed  there.  Several  small  conference  rooms  and  a  typing  room 
are  being  built  by  the  windows  in  that  room.  The  old  Undergraduate  Reading 
Room  --  to  the  right  of  the  southeast  entrance  --  will  become  an  unsupervised 
reading  room  and  study  hall. 

All  open  areas  on  the  second  floor  will  be  available  for  unsupervised 

reading  and  study.  An  open  shelf  book  collection,  fairly  small  to  begin  with, 

but  growing  eventually  to  50,000  volumes,  will  be  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the 
several  reading  rooms. 

The  stairs  to  the  basement  off  the  southeast  entrance  will  lead  to  a 
vending  machine  and  basement  reading  area  where  students  may  eat  and  drink  and 
study  at  the  same  time. 

More  details  about  the  Undergraduate  Library  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  form 
of  library  handbooks  during  the  year. 

THE  CONTROL  DESK 

The  Control  Desk  Attendants  at  the  entrance  to  the  Perkins  Library  are 
Angus  McDougall,  Eugene  Carey  and  Aubrey  Windham.  Your  cooperation  with  these 
gentlemen  has  been  much  appreciated.  Their  function  and  responsibility  is  set 
forth  in  the  following  statement,  drafted  by  the  Library  Council  and  approved  by 
the  Administrative  Committee  of  the  University:  "In  order  to  guarantee  the 
orderly  function  of  the  Perkins  Library,  for  the  benefit  of  all  members  of  the 
University  community,  Control  Desk  Attendants  have  been  established  at  the 
Library's  principal  exit  and  authorized  to  examine  all  books  and  other  library 
materials  persons  leaving  the  building  may  be  carrying  in  hands,  briefcases 
or  bags  to  determine  if  they  are  properly  charged.  Anyone  who  refuses  to  permit 
his  books  to  be  examined  may  be  denied  further  use  of  the  Library.  Student 
offenders  will  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Dean  of  the  University." 

INGRESS  AND  EGRESS 

The  only  public  entrance  to  the  building  is  from  the  Quadrangle  by  the 
Control  Desk.  When  renovation  of  the  old  building  has  been  completed,  an 
additional  Control  Desk  may  be  established  at  the  old  entrance  and  that  door 
opened  during  the  busy  hours. 

LOCATIONS  OF  BOOKS  BY  CLASSES 

The  bookstack  areas  of  both  buildings  may  be  entered  through  the  elevator- 
stairs  module  behind  the  Main  Loan  Desk.  Guides  to  the  stacks  are  posted  on  each 
floor  in  this  area.  Listed  on  the  next  page  for  your  convenience  are  locations 
for  all  classes  of  books  and  journals  in  the  stacks  of  the  Perkins  Library.

1969-70  BUDGET  FOR  BOOKS 

The  book  fund  contains  about  the  same  number  of  dollars  as  were  available 
in  each  of  the  last  two  years.  That  means  fifteen  to  twenty  per  cent  less 
purchasing  power  than  two  years  ago.  The  fund  for  periodicals  and  continuations 
is  less  than  was  spent  for  these  materials  last  year. 

SERIALS  CATALOG 

The  serials  publications  in  the  Library,  backfiles  and  those  currently 
received,  are  being  listed  on  tape,  with  holdings.  As  print  outs  become 
available,  copies  are  placed  at  the  Card  Catalog  and  cards  for  those  listed 
are  removed  from  the  Catalog  to  the  Technical  Services  Division.  Detailed 
listing  of  monographs  in  series,  formerly  in  the  Serials  Catalog,  are  being 
filed  in  the  Author-Title  Card  Catalog  as  they  are  covered  by  the  print  outs. 

FACULTY  LOUNGE 

A  small  room  on  the  basement  floor,  almost  opposite  the  public  elevator, 
has  been  furnished  and  reserved  for  faculty  use.  Vending  machines  in  the 
adjoining  kitchen,  which  serves  also  the  Staff  Lounge,  will  deliver  coffee, 
soft  drinks  and  the  other  delicacies  one  usually  associates  with  such  equipment. 
We  hope  you  will  find  the  Lounge  useful. 
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
